Arthur  to  Resign. 

Chicago,  Jan.  8.— Referring  to  the  rumor 
fchat  Chief  Arthur  of  the  Brotherhood  of  lo- 
comotive Engineers  intends  to  resign  his 
post  soon,  Chairman  Cavaner  of  the  com- 
mittee which  hat  just  settled  the  Burlington 
strike  said  this  morning.  'I  think  the  ru- 
mor has  a  good  foundation.  Mr.  Arthur 
has  been  dissatisfiad  for  a  long  time  and 
the  outcome  of  the  "Q"  strike  is  an  addi- 
tional thorn  in  his  flesh.  I  see  in  the  morn- 
ing papers,"  Mr.  Cavaner  continued,  "that 
Mr.  Arthur  is  not  satisfied  with 
settlement  of  the  "Q" strike  because  he  was 
opposed  to  it  from  the  start,  that  state- 
ment is  false.  Mr  Arthur  worked  for  six 
months  prior  to  the  strike  on  the  road  to 
bring  that  result  about,  and  after  he  had 
given  his  consent  to  the  strike  and  four 
weeks  had  passed  he  began  to  gtt  nervous 
and  wanted  to  declare  the  strike  oH.  This 
the  members  of  the  organization  would  not 
agree  to,  and  because  of  bis  attitude  the 
committee  was  appointed  at  the  Richmond 
convention. 


The  Xorrie  Fire  Extinguished . 

IsHPEMiNo,  Mich.,  Jan.  8.— The  fire  in 
the  Norrie  mine,  the  giant  of  the  Gogebic 
which  shipped  405,000  tons  of  ore  in  ISSs! 
has  burned  some  ten  days  and  the  damage 
is  estimated  at  $25,000.  though  the  full 
extent  of  the  injury  done  remains  yet  to  be 
seen.  It  is  now  extinguished.  A  large  new 
pump  that  cost  $7,500,  was  destroyed, 
and  much  damage  done  to  the  timbering. 
Like  the  copper  mine  fire,  the  origin  of  the 
Norrie  fire  is  a  m.vsterv.  If  incendiaries 
are  to  begin  operations'on  a  large  scale  in 
the  mines  of  the  Lake  Superior  Jistrict,  it 
will  add  a  new  danger  to  mining  opera- 
tions.

Los  Anoblm.  Cal.,  Jan.  8.— Mr.  Osgood- 
by,  author  of  the  famous  Murchison  letter, 
whose  identity  was  revealed  yesterday, 
says  he  did  not,  until  a  few  days  before  the 
correspondence  was  made  public,  have  any 
conception  of  its  importance  in  a  political 
sense.  When  he  did,  the  thought  of  the  far 
reaching  effects  and  the  possible  conse- 
quences to  himself  personally  rather 
alarmed  him.  Finally,  however,  after  a 
conference  with  a  few  confidential  friends 
m  Pomona,  including  his  two  attorneys, 
P.C.roner.and  W.  A.Bell,  it  was  determined 
to  make  the  letters  public  and  on  the  19th 
of  October  the  letters  were  brought  to  Los 
Angeles  by  Bell  acting  for  Osgoodby.  They 
were  i)laced  in  the  hands  of  Judge  W.  F. 
Fitsgerald  a  member  of  the  republifcan

publish  letters  without  referring  them  to 
any  committees,  state  or  national  or  to 
any  other  persons  as  the  campaign  was 
thus  far  advanced  and  further  delay  was 
deemed  impolitic.

Dks  MoiKEs,  Iowa,|Jan.  8.— M.  F.  Pease, 
of  this  city,  claims  to  be  the  original  in- 
ventor of  the  telephone.  H  produces  evi- 
dence to  substantiate  his  claim  which  will 
be  investigated  in  the  patent  oflice.  Pease 
began  experimenting  with  the  transmis- 
sion of  sound  by  electricity  in  1855  and  in 
1857  his  efforts  were,  he  claims,  crowned 
with  success.  That  year,  he  says,  he  filed 
a  cave  at  in  the  patent  office  giving  a  des- 
cription of  his  machine  under  the  name  of 
the  Electric  Musical  Instrument.

HOPKINS  IS  DEAD. 


The  WeU  Known  Bank  DefauJter  and 

Wheat  Comer  er  of  Cincinnatti 

Dies  Today. 


Had  Jost  Reached  Home  From  Prison 

After  Being  Pardoned  by  the 

President. 


Cincinnati.  Jan.  7. -Benjamin  E.  Hop 
kins,  late  aaaistant  cashier  of  the  dtfuuci 
Fidality  National  bank  died  at  6:30  this 
morninjs  at  his  reeidence,No.  268Richmoij.l 
street.  He  was  pardoned  by  the  President 
December  20,  but  the  papers  did  nol  r<-ai  b 
the  Columbus  penitentiary  until  Friday 
morning  January  4th.  Mr.  Hookins  reach- 
ed home  that  evening  and  after  a  joyful 
meeting  with  his  family  seemed  to  be  ex- 
hausted by  the  excitement  and  vii-itora 
were  excluded.  He  never  fully  rallied  and 
died  this  morning,  sorrounded  by  m.-niV>«>rs 
of  the  family. 

The  death  of  Hopkins  is  hastened  in  th« 
opinion  his  friends,  by  the  long  suspense 
awaiting  his  pardon  and  by  the  excite- 
ment of  a  return  to  bis  home  as  well  as  by 
the  painful  fuct  that  one  of  his  sons  is  in 
jail  charged  with  being  on  accomplice  of 
young  Tinkler,  the  forger.  His  family  were 
unremitting  in  their  attentions  since  his 
return  and  particularly  his  wife,  who  it  is 
said  has  not  closed  her  eyes  in  sleep  since 
he  came.  She  was  bending  over  him  this 
morning  when  he  died.  Hopkins  was  66 
years  old.  His  father  was  at  one  time 
chief  of  police  of  Cincinnati,  his  mother 
kept  a  boarding  house;  Hopkins  began 
business  as  a  hatter  but  failed  subse 
quently  he  went  into  Kuhn's  bank  as  pay  ■ 
ing  teller,  and  occupied  the  same  position 
m  the  Central  bank.  also  in 
Gilmore,  Dunlap  &  Co.'s  bank 
and  finally  went  into  the  Third  National 
back.  Here  he  met  E.  L.  Harper,  who  W8s 
a  director.  When  the  troubles  in  that  bank 
came,  which  resulted  in  Harj^er  and  Ammi 
Baldwin  leaving  the  bank,  and  the  suicide 
of        Theopolus  Baldwin,  H..ui.ii,rt 

went  out         with  Harper  and 

Baldwin  and  the  three  men  went 
into  the  famous  Fidelity  National  bank 
where  Hopkins  bad  the  place  of  assistant 
cashier. 


A    GOAT  ON    TOP 

A  Theatrical   Goat  Takes  PoHiie»<>ion  of  a 
Freight  Train  and    Bunts    a  Bralcemau 

Laramie,  City.  Wyoming,  Jan.  7.— The 
overland  fast  freight  train  on  the  Union 
Pacific  road  yesterday  brought  in  the 
mangled  body  of  James  Sumner,  a  brake 
man,  who  had  been  thrown  from  the  top 
of  the  train  by  a  goat  while  the  train 
was  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  animal 
belonged  to  a  theatrical  company  and  got 
on  the  train  at  Cheyenne,  it  is  supposed 
from  the  low  shed  adjoining  the  water 
tank.  After  the  train  Itft  Cheyenne,  the 
goat  chewed  the  bell  cord  awhile  and  then 
drove  two  of  the  brakemen  to 
the  caboose  where  they  remained  in 
mortal  terror,  believing  the  animal 
was  a  wild  cat.

water  surface.    From  the    outside    of    the 
roof  of  the  tunnel  IS  feet  would  be  required 
to  the  rails,  three  or  four    feet    for  the  roof 
and  fourteen  or  fifteen  for  the  height  of  the 
bore  in  section.    Thus  there  would  be  from 
water  level  to  the  lowest  peint  on  the  track 
a  descent    of    42    feet,  which    it  would  be 
necessary  to  overcome  by  grades    both  up 
and  down.      The    distance    from  Railroad 
street,  where  mall  probability  tracks  would 
start  for   a   tunnel   to    the  canal,  is  2  800 
eet,  the  descent  of  forty-two  feet,  and  four 
feet  additional  to  get  from   the    track  level 
to  water  level,  must  then    be    made  in  this 
distance    of    2800    feet.       As  1}^  feet  in  a 
hiiudrel  is  not  by  any  means  an  ineupera- 
l  le  obstacle  to  the  hauling  of   cars,  espec- 
ially on  short  grades,  and   as    in    this    in- 
stance long  trains  would  so    much  overlap 
either  the  down   or   up     grades   that   the 
Uithculties  arising  from  hauling  part  of  the 
cars  up  would  be  balanced  by  another  part 
coming  down,  this  gradient  is  by  no  means 
too  heavy.    It  is  not  so    bad    as  the  lone 
grade  of  the  old  St.    Paul  &  Duluth  line  to 
the  Junction,  and  but    half     as     steep  as 
several  miles  of  the  Duluth  4    Iron  Ranee 
road  out  of  Two  Harbors.    As   the  grade 
would  be  but     nttle     over     half  a  mile  in 
length  this  would  have  but  little  weight. 

Careful  estimates  of  the  cost  of  such  a 
tunnel  and  approaches  place  its  entire  ex- 
pense at  about  $400,000,exclusive  of  ail 
cost  for  damages  to  property,  which  would 
not  be  great  particularly  as  the  tunnel 
would  run  near  the  lake  side  of  the  point 
where  the  land  is  not  valuable  and  as  the 
open  cut  at  each  approach  would  not  be 
over  1000  feet  in  length.  A  bridge  such  as 
would  be  needed  at  the  canal  including 
such  arcade  approaches  as  should  be  had 
»vuuld  coat  about  $150,000  less  than 
the  tunnel  but  the  damage 

to  property  would  be  greater. 
In  the  case  of  a  bridge  too,  the  cost  of 
maintanance  would  be  greater,  for  steam 
power  would  of  necessity  be  employed  in 
turning  and  pushing  the  draw  while  in  a 
tunnel  the  only  cost  would  be  that  of  a 
small  steam  pump  to  clear  out  what  water 
might  seep  through  the  cemented  mason- 
ry walls.  The  increased  cost  of  maintan- 
uuce  of  a  bridge  over  a  tunnel  would  nearly 

m.nke  the  difference  in  interest  account  in  the 
difference  of  first  cost  of  the  structures 
Owing  to  new  methods  of  tunnel  construc- 
tion the  loose  gravel  and  sand  through 
which  its  under  water  bore  would  be  push- 
ed would  noi  beadetrimenttoconstruction. 
Tbc<  most  feasible  method  of  getting 
across  the  canal  would  seem  to  be  then  a 
tunnel,  and  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that 
Casey's  recommendations,  which  may  lead 
to  this  method  of  crossiag,  may  not  prove 
a  blessing  in  disguise.  '

AFTER    MANY    DAYS. 


A  careful    tiearch    through   the  records  of 
the  signal  uttii-e,  and  in  the  memory  cells  of 
the  braiiie  ot  the  oldest  iahabitants, fails  to 
tiad  any  winter  like  this.    There  hare  beeu 
several  in  which  cold  weather  held  off  unt'i 
the  first  days  of  January,   and  sereral  also 
iu  which  the  lake  did  not  freeze  OTor  at  all, 
while  others  have  passed   with  no  snow  un- 
til late  iu  the  season.    There  has  not,  how- 
ever, been  a  single  season  in  the  memory  of 
man  when     outdoor    workers    at    Duluth 
were  compelled  to  lose    but    three  days    iu 
six  months  from    inclement    weather,    and 
when  bricklaying  could    continue    uninter- 
ruptedly     until      the        second      week    in 
January,    a^    ha«    been     the     case    this 
season,     hi  the  entire  months  of  November 
and      Uecemtier    the      thermometer    only 
once  went  below   four   degrees    above  lero 
and  then  only  to  two  degrees  above;    there 
has  l>efn,  therefore,  no  demand  for  the  zero 
mark  as  yet.    In  all  the  northwest   there  is 
no  indication  of  a  great  change  in  the  tem- 
perature and  there  will  probably    be    none 
for  several  days  at  least.     Every  day    now 
for  the  past  three    months   somebody   has 
been  prophesying  a  change,  which, however, 
has    not    materialized.      The  weather  this 
season  is  almost    unprece<iented   not  only 
here  but  throughout  the  entire    northwes- 
tern country  fur  its  warmth  and  thejpapers 
•very  day  contain  reports  of  ball  games   or 
picnics  which  areengagedin  by  adventurous 
citizens  of  places  which  should, if  they  had 
any  regard  for  the  feelings  of  the  old  Boreas 
be  covered  with  snow  and  ice.    Duluth  has 
not  l)een  engaged    in    any    ball    games    or 
steamboat  excursions,  but  that  is  not    the 
fault  of  the  weather,   for  many  a  game    of 
ball  ha»  been  played  here   and    excursions 
enjoyul  when  the  thermometer   was    lower 
than  it  i*  at  present.    Picnics  are, however, 
quite  the  rage  and    a    number     have    been 
taken  during  the  past  ten  days.    The    pre- 
sent condition  of  the  weather  is    advanta- 
geous for  some  classes  of  people,  but  has  a 
contrary  effect   on    others.    Paterfamilias 
finds  that  the  weather  means     dollars    for 
him.    His  coal  bills  are    smaller,    he    does 
not  need  to  buy  a  new  storm  overcoat    or 
a  fur  cap  and  his  wife    and     daughters    do 
not  yearn    after    sealskins,    as    aniioutly 
when  they  have  no  real  occasion    to    show 
them  oH  and  are  willing    to    postpone    the 
•cquistion  of  these  articles  nntil  next    win- 
ter.   Again,  the  young  idea  is  forced  to  see 
that  money  spent  for  a  new  sled   or    a    to- 
boggan is  thrown  away  when  snow  is  want- 
ng- 

Those  who  suffer  by  the  present  state  of 
things  and  who  would  like  to  see  Old  Bo- 
reas come  to  all  his  glory  are  the  dealers 
who  supply  the  articles  that  the  people 
don't  buy  so  freely.  Probably  those  most 
atfecteti  are  the  coal  dealers.  One  of  them 
Bays:  "We  don't  sell  one  half  of  the  coal 
now  that  we  did  last  year.  We  laid  in  a 
heavy  supply,  expecting  a  cold  winter,  and 
are  m  danger  of  having  more  left  than  we 
know  what  to  do  with.  The  wood  men  are 
more  affected  than  the  coal  dealers.  I 
know  one  tirm  that  laid  in  a  supply  two 
years  ago  which  they  have  not  been  able  to 
dispose  of  yet.  As  an  example  of  how  our 
busineaa  suffers  I  will  tell  you  that  we  had 
to.throwoff  half  our  wagons  a  few  weeks  ago 
because  we  didn't  have  orders  enough  for 
coal  to  keep  them  busy'' 

Wholesale  coal  dealers  are  not  as  great 
sufferers  as  the  retail  men,  according  to

Of  course,  say  they,  "We  cannot  say  that 
the  fuel  busmeas  is  brisk,  but  still  we  have 
tk  dam  and.  People  have  got  to  burn  coal 
even  in  the  summer,  because  they  have  to 
eat.  A  great  many  families  always  keep 
their  furnaces  going  night  and  day,  being 
afraid  lest  a  sudden  change  should  Inflict 
the  evils  of  croup  and  influenza  on  the 
members  of  their  families." 

The  dealers  in  clothing  also  find  that 
there  is  not  a  great  demand  for  fur  and 
clothing.  Gloves  and  mits  also  are  not  in 
great  demand.  Boot  and  shoe  dealers  are 
selling  very  few  overshoao  and  rubbers,  but 
of  course  that  makes  the  wear  and  tear  on 
boots  all  the  greater,  and  an  old  pair  can 
not  be  donned  and  worn  with  no  overshoes 
to  hide  the  gaps. 

It  is  customary  with  muny  people  to  re- 
mark that  such  unreasonably  warm  weath- 
er must  be  unhealthy.  As  regards  this  su- 
perstition, a  prominent  physician,  when 
asked  how  this  weather  affected  his  buei- 
neea,  said:  "Nothing  is  more  erroneous  than 
the  popular  impression  that  cold  weather 
is  unhealthful.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  oppo- 
site, and  the  health  of  Duluth  will  be  better 
next  summer  on  account  of  the  present 
warm  weather." 

Taken  altogether,  it  would  seem  that  the 
present  weather  is  a  god-send  to  the  poor 
man  and  corporations  that  are  anxious  to 
complete  factories  as  soon  as  possible  and 
an  infliction  upon  merchants  in  special  lines 
uf  business.

Preservation  of  Meat. 

The  Journal  d'AgricuIture  states  that  it  is 
customary  in  Upper  Saone  (France),  both  on 
farms  and  in  villages,  to  preserve  meat  In 
summer  by  placing  it  in  largo  eartheu  pans 
or  pots  filled  with  curdled  milk,  or  even  with 
skimmed  milk,  which  soon  curdles,  and  stor- 
ing the  vessels  in  the  cellar.  In  order  to 
keei)  the  meat  beneath  the  surface  of  tho 
milk,  it  is  loaded  with  clean  stones.  Meat  is 
preserved  in  this  way  for  over  a  week,  with- 
out the  least  change  in  its  flavor.  When  it 
is  needed  for  use  it  Ls  simply  washed  and 
dried.    The  milk  Is  fed  to  swine. 


The  Death  Watch    Beetle. 

As  most  people  know,  tho  death  watch  is  a

lip  hard  and  shining.  It  produces  the  tick- 
ing sound  by  pecking  at  the  wood  with  a 
small  hard  proboscis,  when  In  the  act  of 
securing  food.  The  writer  ouco  chased  down 
a  death  watch  through  a  pile  of  old  papers  in 
a  cigar  box,  and  was  fortunate  enough  at  last 
to  see  it  at  work.  The  ticking  was  quite  as 
loud  OS  that  of  an  old  fa&hione<l  watch,  while 
the  insect  was  not  much  larger  than  the  head 
of  a  black  pin.— San  Francisco  Chixjulcle.

Separately. 

In  order  to  attain  tbe  highest  form  ot. 
memory  it  is  necessary  to  cultivate  tbe 
faculty  of  imaglnatlou,  or  the  power  of  hold- 
ing up  to  the  miud  past  sensations  or  im- 
pressions as  if  they  were  again  actually  pres- 
ent. We  can  retain  tbe  impression  of  an 
object  in  the  mind  for  some  time  after  the 
object  itself  has  passed  away,  by  allowing 
the  mind  to  dwell  upon  it,  and  we  can  after- 
wards readily  recall  it.  Lay  an  object,  say 
yoiu"  watch,  on  the  table,  and  look  at  it  in- 
tently for  a  few  seconds;  you  will  find  on 
shutting  your  eyes  that  you  still  retain  a 
more  or  less  distinct  image  of  it.  Even  after 
a  considerable  time  you  may  recall  tbe  image 
of  the  watch  and  the  exact  spot  where  it 
lay.  So  if  in  place  of  one  object,  two  or 
tbree  are  placed  on  tbe  table,  after  eontenr 
plating  them  a  short  while  tbei|y|^^*^  ^^Y 
be  r^roduoeil  in  the  j>sa4tf^^^^ftrwai-ds 
recalled  with  #r-»'«' 

In  this  va)  .earn  to  remem- 

ber all  the  cai\  .ve  been  played  in  a 

game  of  wb'^* ,  \  mere  playing  for  a  life- 

time may  lOi.  to  tr«ch  him.  Let  him  begin 
by  throwing  down  four  cards,  one  by  one, 
upon  the  table,  observing  each  by  irself  and 
the  order  in  which  tt  is  laid  doc  n,  as  well  as 
the  whole  together,  till  be  feels  that  he  lias 
learned  them.  Let  bun  then  take  them  up 
and  6ifter  a  time  replace  them  as  they  were 
before  from  memory,  and  this  tiU  he  feels 
that  he  has  thoroughly  mastered  them.  For 
a  second  lesson  let  bira  take  four  cards  and 
treat  them  in  this  way,  and  then  other  four; 
and  let  him  pioceed  in  this  way,  always  in- 
creasing tbe  number  till  be  can  take  in  tbe 
whole  pack,  and  tell  of  each  card  when  and 
where  it  was  thrown  down.  That  mere  play- 
ing may  never  teach  a  man  this  is  owing  to 
the  attention  being  taken  np  with  the  play 
and  not  sufficiently  directed  to  this  operation. 

Attention  is  the  remedy  for  a  weak  mem- 
iry  and  the  tonic  for  one  that  requires  im- 
provement. First  impressions  made  upon 
the  mind  must  be  strong  and  complete  to  be 
lasting.  Tbe  nsual  image  carried  to  tbe 
mind  must  be  as  complete  almost  as  tbe  orig- 
inal object  itself,  and  to  obtain  a  perfect 
image  undivided  attention  must  be  given  to 
the  subject.  One  thing  at  a  time,  and  that 
thing  tborougiily.  William  T.  Harris  in- 
dorses this  precept,  and  he  adds  a  personal 
reminiscence  to  illustrate  his  point  that  the 
true  method  of  cultivating  and  strengthening 
a  defective  memory  is  to  practice  it  on  the 
kind  of  items  it  easily  forgets. 

The  writer,  when  in  bis  18tb  year,  was  em- 
barrassed by  the  feebleness  of  his  memory 
for  dates.  He  commenced  learning  a  list  of 
the  dates  of  accession  of  English  kings — 
William  the  Conqueror  in  1066,  William 
Rufus  in  1087,  etc. — three  or  four  dates  tbe 
first  day;  two  new  ones  added  tbe  second 
day;  one  new  one  added  tbe  third  day;  there- 
after less  often.  Constant  review  by  and  by 
made  tbe  entire  list  familiar.  It  bad  to  be 
learned  anew  a  year  after,  and  once  again 
after  some  years  of  neglect  But  the  memory 
for  dat«s  grew  steadily,  and,  without  con- 
scious eflPort,  dates  and  numbei-s  soon  came 
to  be  seized  with  a  firmer  grasp  than  before. 
This  kind  of  memory  still  increases  with  the 
writer  from  year  to  year,  and,  although  it  is 
not  by  any  means  a  phenomenal  memory,  it 
is  very  serviceable.  A  similar  cultivation  of 
the  special  memory  for  proper  names  (which 
In  the  writer's  case  had  become  very  weak 
and  threatened  to  go  altogether)  has  proved 
serviceable. 

EXAHPLSS   B-OR  PEACTICK. 

The  special  kind  of  memory  that  is  weak 
should  be  cultivated  by  itself  and  not  at- 
tached to  some  other  form  of  memor}-.  Tbe 
simile  of  a  magnet  is  to  tbe  point  here.  Load 
it  today  with  Iron  filings,  and  to-morrow  it 
will  support  a  few  more.  The  memory,  if 
only  strong  enough  to  retain  a  single  item 
with  effort,  will  grow  stronger  by  the  effort, 
and  will  soon  retain  two  items,  and  flnaUy 
others  in  vast  numbers  and  without  effort. 
By  this  method  we  avoid  fantastic  associa- 
tions and  correct  the  weak  faculty  itself,  In- 
stead of  fastening  its  work  un  another 
faculty.  Let  tho  exercise  be  a  list  of  dates 
valuable  to  retain  for  themselves.  Or,  if  it 
is  names  that  one  wishes  to  remember,  select 
a  list  of  important  persons  that  furnish  cen- 
ters of  historical  information;  such,  for  in- 
stance, as  the  names  of  the  Roman  emperors, 
the  English  and  French  kings,  the  heroes  of 
Plutarch's  histories,  or  of  typical  personali- 
ties, such  as  tbe  characters  In  Shakespeare's 
dramas  or  in  Homer's  "Iliad" — items  of 
world  historical  importance.  A  list  of  100 
proper  names,  learned  in  their  orders  as 
kings  of  France  and  of  England,  and  the  em- 
perors of  Rome,  will  furnish  central  nuclei  to 
historic  material,  and  tbe  memorizing  of 
such  a  list,  or,  indeed,  a  list  half  as  large, 
will  so  discipline  the  memory  for  names  as  to 
permanently  remove  all  embarrassment  from 
this  source.  It  is  not  tbe  length  of  the  list  so 
much  as  the  thoroughness  with  which  it  Is 
learned  that  develops  the  memory.  It  is  not 
well  to  leo  t)eyond  100  items,  for  the  reason 
that  such  mechanical  memory  should  not  be 
made  too  strong.— David  Kay's  work  on 
"Memory."

Iiover— Olveu  Away  by  Her  Uiuband. 

One  of  tbe  streets  of  Florence  is  known  as 
Via  del  MortI,  the  street  of  the  dead.  Many 
years  ago  a  beautiful  Italian  princess  was 
sought  in  marriage  by  two  nobles,  Prince 
Goudi  and  Count  Aldobrandi,  whoso  palaces 
stand  at  either  end  of  the  short  and  narrow 
street  The  prince  was  successful  In  his  suit, 
but  in  less  than  a  year  tbe  beautiful  young 
woman  died,  and  her  l)ody  was  placed  in  tbe 
crypt  beneath  the  cathedral,  the  cofHu  and 
the  Iron  door  of  the  vault  being  left  o]^)en,  as 
is  still  tbe  custom  in  Tuscany,  so  that  if  tbe 
person  thought  dead  comes  to  life  he  may  es- 
cape being  buried  alive.  In  tbe  middle  of 
tbe  night  after  tbe  funeral  Prince  Ooudl  was 
startled  by  a  knock  at  the  outer  door.  The 
porter  opened  the  door  and  a  white  figure 
groped  its  way  in. 

The  porter  fell  in  a  swoon,  and  the  prince 
rushed  to  a  chapel  in  the  palace  and  fell 
praying  before  tbe  altar,  beseeching  protec- 
tion against  his  dead  wife's  ghost  For  days 
all  Florence  rang  with  the  story  of  how 
Prince  Ooudi  was  haunted  by  bis  wife's  ghost, 
and  tbe  excitement  gradually  died  away. 
When  the  porter  swooned  and  the  prince 
fled  to  bis  altar,  tbe  whit©  figure  slipped  out 
of  the  hou.se  and  went  to  that  of  her  old 
suitor,  Count  Aldobrandi  There  she  knocked 
feebly,  but  the  porter  was  asleep,  and  tbe 
master  of  tbe  house  came  to  open  tbe  door. 
Tbe  princess  fell  at  bis  feet,  and  be  lifted 
her  up  and  called  upon  the  women  of  his 
household  to  care  for  her.  After  a  week  had 
passed,  no  one  knowing  tbe  facts,  tbe  count 
applied  to  the  patriarch  of  the  cathedral, 
and  asked:  "Holy  father,  if  a  woman  is  de- 
clared dead  and  receives  the  sacred  office  of 
tbe  church,  returns  to  life,  is  repulsed  by  her 
husband,  is  but  received  and  taken  care  of 
by  a  friend  of  hor  living  days,  who  may 
claim  herf' 

Tbe  venerable  priest  said  the  question  was 
so  weighty  that  the  pope  must  answer  it,  and 
he  replied  that  the  one  who  had  rescued  her 
could  claim  her.  It  was  soon  announced  that 
the  Count  Aldobrandi  would  wed  a  noble  lady 
long  a  stranger  in  Fiereiize,  and  he  requested 
bis  friend  Goudi  to  give  away  tbe  bride,  her 
parents  not  being  present.  At  tbe  appointed 
day,  before  the  altar  of  a  chapel  in  the 
duomo,  tbe  marriage  took  place.  Tbe  ques- 
tion was  asked:  "Who  gives  this  woman  to 
be  fhe  wife  of  this  man?"  Prince  Goudi 
stepped  forward,  but  not  until  he  bad  taken 
her  hand  did  he  know  that  he  was  bestowing 
his  own  bride  upon  another.  But  bis  knowl- 
edge came  too  late.  For  yeai-s  Count  Aldo- 
brandi and  bis  wife  lived  happily  together, 
and  at  this  late  day  a  descendant  of  Prince 
Goudi  tells  the  story  as  a  historical  fact- 
New  York  Star.

The  Day  for  Doctors. 

"Which  do  you  suppose  is  the  busiest  day 
in  the  week  for  a  physician.  I  mean  by  that 
the  day  on  which  one  gets  the  most  new 
cases  f  asked  a  disciple  of  JEscuIapius  of  a 
visitor  yesterday  afternoon  while  both  were 
sitting  in  the  doctor's  cozy  little  oQlce  on  the 
south  side. 

"I  don't  know,"  was  the  reply,  "but  I 
thought  the  doctors'  business  was  very 
uncertain;  in  fact  I  never  beard  that  people 
are  more  apt  to  become  sick  on  one  day  in  the 
week  than  on  another." 

"Well,  then,  listen  to  me,  and  I  will  give 
you  the  benefit  of  tbe  experience  which  I 
have  bad  during  tbe  last  thirty  years.  It 
has  been  the  ;  suit  of  mj'  observation  that 
the  largest  nur>ii)er  of  people  take  sick  on  a 
Monday.  Not  because  it  is  a  jjarticulai'ly  un- 
lucky day,  nor  because  that  day  is  an  enemy 
to  human  health  and  life,  but  for  this  reason: 
Of  course  you  know  that  on  Sunday  tbe  reg- 
ular routine  kind  of  existence  of  every  day 
life  receives  a  change.  Tbe  man  who  usu- 
ally goes  down  town  to  his  oflice  stajs  at 
home  on  that  day;  the  workingman  and  la- 
borer, who  have  been  busily  occupied  during 
the  week  either  at  the  mill,  glass  house  or 
other  places,  do  not,  as  a  rule,  work  either. 
Now  the  mere  interruption  of  the  muscular 
movement  would  probably  not  have  any  bad 
effect  upon  anybody  were  it  not  for  on© 
thing,  the  change  of  diet. 

"The  loving,  thoughtful  housewife,  who 
knows  that  Sunday  is  the  only  day  on  which 
she  can  have  all  those  that  are  dearest  to  her 
aroimd  the  dixmer  table,  always  exerts  her 
culinary  abilities  more  than  usual,  and  she 
tries  to  make  something  out  of  tbe  common 
—something  nicer  and  t)etter  to  put  before 
them  to  eat.  The  consequence  is  that  she 
makes  her  cookery  richer,  aud  she  throws  in 
a  few  knickknacks  here  and  there  that  taste 
very  well,  but  as  a  rule  these  things  play 
havoc  with  a  person's  digestion,  especially 
when  the  stomach  is  not  used  to  them. 

"Now,  that  is  the  whole  secret.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  most  diseases  arise  from 
a  disorder  of  tbe  digestive  organs,  and  hence 
you  Lave  the  axplanation  why  more  people 
do  not  get  up  on  Monday  morning  as  well 
and  as  bright  as  on  any  other  day." — Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 

Corsets  of  Leather. 

Quite  a  column  has  been  devoted  in  the 
leading  French  papers  to  the  news  that  a 
fresh  material  has  been  discovered  for^'or- 
sets.  One  would  not  expect  English  influ- 
ence to  assert  itself  in  so  delicate  a  depai't- 
meut.  But  leather  corsets^  are  to  be  traced 
remotely  to  tbe  influence  of  the  insulai-s. 
French  ladies  have  taken  up  tennis  (in  a  very 
dainty  way)  and  croquet.  They  even  men- 
tion cricket  as  within  feminine  possibilities, 
though  probably  they  only  mean  the  loss  ac- 
tive game  that  is  played  with  hoops  and  mal- 
lets. However,  the  Parisian  corsetier  has 
seen  his  opportunity.  For  such  robust  exer- 
cise the  ordinary  fabric  is  quite  in.sufficient. 
A  concession  is  to  be  made  to  English  de- 
mands. There  is  to  be  give  and  take.  French 
girls  are  to  play  tennis,  and  English  girls  are 
to  wear  leather  corsets.  The  chanp;o  will 
probably  be  greater  for  the  French  than  for 
the  English,  though  neither  innovation  is 
much  more  than  a  revival.  In  the  days  of 
Henry  V — if  Shakespeare  is  any  authority— 
the  Parisians  played  a  kind  of  tennis,  and 
certainly  in  the  days  of  Cromwe'.l,  if  Eng- 
lish gii'ls  did  not  wear  kid  corsets,  their 
fathers  put  on  leather  yerkins.— Pall  Mall 
Gazette.

Both  wi'l  be  attended  by 
sharp  struggles  and  to  make  the  outlook 
the  more  exciting  the  Republicans  threaten 
in  retaliation  for  the  contest  against  GoH, 
to  dispute  the  election  of  every  oue  of  the 
Democratic  state  officers.  Under  the  law 
General  Goff  is  allowed  thirty  days  in 
which  to  prepare  for  the  contest  at  the  end 
of  which  the  taking  of  evidence  will  begin. 
Thesenate  consists  of  thirteen  republicans, 
twelve  democrats  and  one  labor  represen- 
tative, "Bob"  Cass,  who  has  evinced  a 
decided  inclination  to  act  with  the  demo- 
crats. As  for  the  aenatorsbip  it  is  about 
settled  that  John  E.  McKenna  will  go  back 
for  another  term  although  Governor  Wil- 
son and  one  or  two  others  have  a  small 
following.  It  is  believed  that  the  discus- 
sion and  settlement  of  the  election  com- 
plications will  take  up  the  entire  session  of 
the  legislature. 


AN  INDIANA  ROW. 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  9. — About  all  the 
members  of  the  legislature  are  now  upon 
the  ground  and  the  probability  of  a  row  in 
the  senate  is  occasioning  a  good  deal  of 
talk.  Col.  Robertson  insists  that  as  the 
legally  elected  lieutenant  governor  of  the 
state  ha  will  open  the  session,  and  the 
Democratic  senators  just  as  emphatically 
declare  tbat  he  shall  not.  The  body  at  its 
last  adjournment  did  not  elect  a  president 
pro  tein  to  succeed  Green  Smith  and  con- 
sequently there  is  no  one  to  call  the  ses- 
sion to  order  unless  Robertson  fulfils  that 
duty. 


ILLINOIS'   BEAR  OABOEN. 

Spkisgfield,  111.,  Jan  9— At  noon  today 
the  37t  J  general  assembly  of  Illinois  was 
called  to  order.  In  the  senate  there  are  35 
Republicans  and  15  Democrats,  while  the 
house  is  composed  of  80  Republicans  and 
73  Democrats.  This  afternoon  in  joint 
assembly  the  vote  for  state  officers  will  be 
canvassed  and  published,  after  which  the 
new  incumbents  will  take  the  oath  of 
oflice. 

Catholic  Marriage  Statistics. 
New  York,  Jan.  9.— The  supposition 
that  Archbishop  Corrigan's  recent  circular 
to  the  priests  requesting  atatiatica  retard- 
ing mixed  marriages,  conversions  and  de- 
partures from  the  faith,  was  issued  in  con- 
formity with  orders  from  Rome  is  confirm- 
ed by  the  of&cial  statement  that  the 
information  is  demanded  by  the  Sacred 
College  of  the  Inquisition.  All  the  bishops 
in  the  United  States  have  been  instructed 
to  issue  similar  circulars  and  to  tabulate 
and  return  the  result  not  later  than  the 
first  week  in  April.

A  Detroit  vessel  captain  having  written 
to  the  Detroit  Journal  allegini;  that  (me  of 
the  chief  causes  of  low  water  in  the  upper 
lakes  was  the  widening  and  deepening  of 
the  Limekiln  crossing  in  Detroit  rivet  and 
urging  that  such  improvements  should  bo 
stopped  and  vessels  be  made  for  the  .lakes, 
not  the  lakes  for  vessels,  Geu.  O.  M.  Poe 
United  States  engineer  in  charge  of  the  lake 
improvements  referred  to,  comes  ta  the 
front  with  the  following: 

The  widening  and  deepening  of  the  ll-ime- 
kiln  crossing  has  no  such  effect  on  the  low- 
ering of  the  water  in  the  lakes.  If  the  itate 
raent  of  the  correnpondent  is  true,  it  must 
follow  that  Lake  Erie  would  be  highei",  but 
the  reverse  is  true.  During  the  last  six 
years  Lake  Erie  has  been  constantly  tailing 
and  in  the  year  ending  J  uiie,  1888,*it  fell  a 
mean  of  three— quarters  cf  a  foot.  Lake 
Superior  in  188b,  was  four-tenths  of  a  foot 
lower  than  the  year  before,  and  in  18  B7  it 
was  higher  than  in  1886  and  iu  18H8  is 
still  higher  again.  While  Lake  Erie,  for 
the  year  ending  last  June,  «hows  a  full  of 
three— quarters  of  a  foot,  the  other  lakes 
above  the  Detroit  river  and  the  Lioiekiln 
crorBDg  show  a  lesser  fall,  and  Lake  Oi.- 
tario  which  ihould,  according  to  the  iitate 
ment  of  the  correspondents  xeceive  all  this 
extra  water,  shows  the  greatest  fall  o!  any, 
and  in  the  year  ending  June,  1888,  slowed 
a  fall  of  water  of  one  foot  and  a  half.  None 
of  the  lakes  are  as  low  now  as  they  have 
l>een  on  other  occasions,  before  anj thing 
was  done  to  the  Limekiln  crossing.  The 
reason  for  the  lowness  of  the  water  now  is 
simply  the  lack  of  precipitation;  therti  has 
been  less  rain  and  snow  and  consequently 
the  lakes  are  lower.  The  lakes  are  nothing 
more  than  great  pools  of  water  iii  the 
river  and  are  materially  affected  by  rain 
fall. 

The  reason  why  the  improveiiieniis  do 
not  lower  the  lakes  is  that  there  i'.  no  loss 
of  material  iu  the  bed  of  the  river.  That  is 
to  say,  there  is  no  change  in  the  c.  oss  sec- 
tion, and  when  the  velocity  of  tLu  rirer  is 
the  same  and  the  cross  section  is  the  same 
the  discharge  is  the  same.  The  exsava- 
tions  made  in  the  Limekiln  crossing  im- 
provement are  not  taken  out  of  the  river 
entirely,  but  are  moved  to  another  ])lace, 
and  the  result  is  that  while  a  depth  o!'  wa- 
ter i„  gained  in  the  channel  it  is  accompan- 
ied by  a  corresponding  shallowness  a »  the 
point  where  the  material  taken  out  of  the 
channel  is  dumped.  The  cross  sectior.  re- 
mains the  same  and  the  discharge  the 
same. 


LIFE  SAVING  STATION. 

PBESENT  STATUS  OF  THE  MATTER — THE  GOV- 
ERNMENT READY  TO  BUILD  AS  BOON  AB  ITJB 
FAIRLT   DEALT  WITH. 

So  little  has  been  said  in  regard  t<>  the 
building  of  a  life  saving  station  here  that 
in  the  minds  of  many  the  whole  thin^;  has 
dropped  and  the  genera,  impression  tteems 
to  be  that  no  station  is  to  be  built.  This 
however  is  not  the  case.  An  appropri.ition 
of  $15,000  is  now  made  and  is  available 
at  any  time  for  building  and  equipping  a 
station.  For  reasons  given  below  the 
work  has  not  been  begin;  the  villajje  of 
Park  Point  agreed  to  give  for  a  silie  of 
the  Station  the  whole  Franklin  square, 
but  later  went  back  ol  its  offer  and  prom- 
ised to  give  half  the  same  square;  this 
modified  offer  the  supe-intendent  of  tlie  life 
saving  service  finally  agreed  to,  though  he 
wasn't  used  to  that  ki»d  of  business,  and 
he  knew  the  erection  ol  a  station  and.  the 
subsequent  beautifying;  of  the  park  liy  his 
department  would  do  more  for  it  than  the 
Park  Point  authorities  could  or  would  do 
in  fifty  years.  After  the  second  arrange- 
ment had  been  perfected  the  Pointers 
evidently  thought  somebody  was  going  to 
get  ahead  of  them  so  they  withdrew  their 
offer  and  the  matter  has  been  in  a  stute  of 
quiescence  ever  since.  Now,  however,  it  is 
learned  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  get  a 
location  and  it  seems  probable  that  there 
will  soon  bo  a  life  saving  station  after  all. 

The  station  is  not  so  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  life  lost  on  the  lake  near  here 
from  the  wrecking  of  vessels,  for  Duluth 
harbor  and  entrance  has  always  proved 
the  safest  on  the  chain  of  lakes  and  ijhere 
has  been  less  accidents  than 
at  any         other         place        on      the 

lakes  having  a  tithe  of  its  tonnage. 
But  it  is  necessary  for  the  saving  of  hie  in 
the  harbor  where  every  year  a  number  of 
lives  are  lost  by  carelessness  that  could  bj 
saved  were  there  meang  to  be  quickly 
called  on  and  always  ready  for  the  work  of 
rescue.

Wm.  R.  Merriam,  the  Incoming  Dover 

nor,  Offers  Recommendations 

to  Law  Makers- 


St.  Padl,  Minn.,  Jan.  9.— Tfee  legislature 
assembled  in  joint  session  at  10:30  a.  m. 
today.  Guv.  McQill's  last  message  was 
very  lengthy.  He  approved  the  work  of 
the  state  railroad  commission  and  recom- 
mended the  organization  of  a  special  court 
to  try  railroad  cases  and  the  lengthening 
of  the  term  of  the  railroad  commissioners. 
He  called  attention  to  the  weak  condition 
of  the  state's  finances  and  recommended 
that  the  system  of  prison  control  labor  be 
not  returned  to  without  further 
trial         of         the  public  account 

system.  He  approved  the  workings  of  the 
high  license  law  and  urged  a  new  reaportion- 
ment  of  the  state.  He  advocated  the  con- 
t  nued  support  of  the  state  university  and 
farmers'  institutes.  Governor  Merriam'a 
mesiiage  was  somewhat  briefer.  He  urged 
economy  in  disbursing  the  public  funds; 
cautioned  the  legislature  against  too 
generouu  appropriations  for  maintaining 
the  public  account  system  at  the  state 
prison;  advocated  a  firm  yet  liberal  policy 
toward  the  railroads;  commended  the 
Wtiiteman  election  law;  wanted  the  state 
board  of  prison  inspectors  increased  to 
five;  recommended  that  elections  at  the 
polls  be  opened  at  six  a.  m.  acd  closed  at 
five  p.  m.;  endorsed  the  proposed  sale  of 
the  Kandyohi  county  lands,  etc. 

COAL  INTERESTS  CRIPPLED. 

Bailroads  Depending  on    Aline    Busineu 
Practiaclly  at  a  Standstill, 

Bklvidebe,  Jan.  9.— Business  on  the 
various  divisions  of theNorth western  roads 
centering  in  this  city  has  been  unusually 
dull  during  the  past  month  or  six  weeks 
caused  by  the  continued  mild  weather  of 
that  period,  which  has  affected  all  branches 
of  trade.  Five  train  crews  having  head- 
quarters here  have  been  lately  called  in, 
and  laet  week  one  switch  engine  and  three 
more  extra  firemen  were  laid  off  until 
business  picks  up.

"1  wish,"  said  Count  Tolstoi  to  The  Pall 
Mall  Budget's  representative.  '  Ut  write  a 
novel,  a  romance,  exposing  the  conventiooal 
illusion  of  romantic  love.  I  have  already 
written  it,  but  it  must  be  turned  upside  down 
and  rewritten.  It  is  too  much  of  a  treatise 
as  it  stands,  and  there  is  not  enouch  of  ac- 
tion in  it.  My  object  is  to  fill  the  reader 
•with  horror  at  the  result  of  takiug  romantic 
love  au  serirui.  The  end  to  which  the  whole 
Btory  will  lead  up  will  be  the  murder  of  a 
wife  by  her  husband.  It  will  exhibit  the 
depravation  of  married  live  by  the  suljstitu- 
tion  of  romantic  love,  a  fever  bom  of  carnal 
passion,  for  Christian  love,  which  is  bom  of 
identity  of  sentiment,  Bimilarity  of  ideal,  the 
friendship  of  the  soul  Upon  that  love, 
Christian  love,  the  love  of  brother  ajd  sister' 
if  the  carnal  love  can  t>e  grafted  it  is  well.' 
but  the  former,  not  the  latter,  is  the  first 
condition  of  happy  married  life.  Herein  the 
peasants  teach  us  a  lesson.  They  regard 
what  we  regard  as  romantic  love  as  a  dis- 
ease, temporary  and  painful  and  dargerous.

So  the  wife  betrays 
her  husband  and  the  husLaud  is  fi^lso  tj  his 
wife,  and  the  world  becomes  one  wide  broLheL 
I  wish  to  ofien  the  eyes  of  aii  lo  the  real  nat- 
ure and  the  tragic  consequoriees  of  this  sub- 
stitution of  romantic  for  Christian  love.  I 
see  it  clearly,  oh:  so  clearly;  and  when  you 
see  a  thing  which  no  one  eL-«  »-,<;iis  to  see 
you  feel  you  must  gather  all  your  forces,  and 
devote  y  our?elf  to  setting  forth  the  truth  as 
you  see  it.  1  bis  depravation  of  marriage  is 
all  because  Cliristianity  has  beeu  a  word  and 
not  a  thing.  It  will,  however,  l.e  a  reality 
again  soon."

RAILWAY    NEWS 


It  is  extremely  interesting   to    read    the 
Washington  organs  in  St,  Paul  and    Min- 
•apolis    on    the    subject  of     Col.  Graves' 
election  to  the  speakership   of    the    honse. 
Everyone  of  them  before   the    caucus    de- 
olared  that  the  result  of  the  contest    would 
decide  the  senatorial  fight  ond  everyone  of 
them  opposed  Col.  Graves.      Every  paper 
of  them  predicted  the  defeat  of  the  Duluth 
candidate  and  every  paper  of  them    hoped 
for  hia  defeat.  Now  it  is  all  over,  the  Sabin 
forces  have  won  and    Col.    Grave.s    wields 
the  gavel.      The  Twin     City    Republican 
papers — every  one  of  tkem — lay  down    on 
their  ante-cancua    assertions   and   predic- 
tions.    They  declare  that  the    speakership 
contest      had      no       bearing       whatever 
on         the         senatorial      question;      that 
Col.  Graves  is  just  the    man     who  should 
have  been  elected  and  the  reason    why     he 
was  elected  was  because   the    other    mem- 
bers sympathized  with  him  and  with     Du- 
luth on  acoonnt  of  the  manifest    injustice 
done  this  city  in  the  matter  of   representa- 
tion in  the  legislature.     Think    of   Duluth 
reoeiving  sympathy  from  St.  Paul  andMin- 
neapolis!    The  vote  in  the caocns  does  not 
show  it,  nearly  all  the  representatives  from 
the  twins  voting   against   the    Duluth  man 
Col.  Grave''    victory    was    the   victory  of 
Dnlnth  and    the  growing   country    against 
the  finished  towns  of  southern   Minnesota 
and  St.  Panl  and  Minneapolis,   just    as  the 
victory    of    Senator    Sabin    will  be.     The 
acknowledgment,  at    this  late  date,    by  the 
twin  city  Kepnblican   papers   that   Duluth 
has  been  ill  used  in   the  matter  of  reaogni 
tlon    heretofore    is    ill    timed.      It  is    an 
acknowledgment    that    they    have   known 
that  an  injustice  was   being  done    thi.s  city, 
and  that  they  aided  in  doing  that  inju.stice 


At  t  lie  meeting  of  the  city  council  of  Wi- 
nona last  evening  the  Winona  A,  South- 
western Railway  company  appeared  and 
made  formal  application  for  the  $100,000 
bonui?  voted  them  July  11,  1887.  This 
bonus  was  voted  on  condition  that  they 
build,  equip  and  place  in  operation,  twenty 
miles  of  railway,  beginning  in  Winona,  by 
the  first  day  of  March,  1889.  This  they 
have  done.  Aid,  Vance  introduced  a  reso- 
lution in  the  council  to  the  effect  that  the 
bonds  be  issued  at  once.  The  company 
also  extended  to  members  of  the  council 
an  invitation  to  make  a  tour  of  inspection 
in  a  special  car  some  day  this  week. 

The  Leslie  rotary  snow  plow,  just  built 
for  the  South  Shore  road,  came  up  the  road 
and  is  now  at  Marquette  where,  says  the 
Journal,  it  excites  admiration.  It  is  a 
splendid  piece  of  machinery,  and  its  evi- 
dent power  and  great  engine  and  boiler  sur- 
prised every  one.  The  snow  knives  having 
been  uainted  red  and  black  the  front  of  the 
plow  resembles  a  great  wheel  of  fortune.

When  in  use'  an 
engine  tender  will  be  attached  to  it  to  sup- 
ply fuel  and  water  for  the  big  boiler  which 
furnit<hP8  the  power  to  revolve  the  knives 
I  and  the  whole  concern  will  be  shoved  into 
the  drifts  by  one  or  two  locomotives.  The 
p'ow  will  go  to  the  shops  to  be  set  up.  It 
is  an  elegant  piece  of  workmanship— that 
waw  the  comment  of  every  machinist  and 
boiler  maker  who  looked  at  it.

The  I'honosraith   Showo   to  B0  of  Servlca 
111  Sfakinjt  Dtatfnosic. 

Although  some  ten  years  have  elapsed 
since  Mr.  Thomas  A  Edison  startled  the 
world  by  Inventing  a  machine  that  stored 
up  sound  and  reproduced  it  at  will,  It  is 
only  within  the  past  few  months  that  this 
wonderful  inventiou  has  lieen  brought  to 
such  degree  of  perfection  as  makes  it  of  prac- 
tical utility  to  the  public  at  large.  Some 
time  has  passed  since  I  began  to  investigate 
the  practicability  of  tbis  machine,  so  as  to 
give  to  the  medical  world  a  U'tter  and  more 
certain  means  of  teaching,  recording,  repro- 
ducing and  demoFLstratlng  the  physical  «igu« 
or  sounds  of  tho  normal  as  well  as  of  the  dis- 
eased condition  of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

At  this  early  stage  of  my  exfjeriments  1 
must  say  that  1  predict  a  great  future  for  it, 
and  the  opening  of  a  new  field  for  invest  ina- 
tion  in  physical  diagnosis  and  teaching. 

It  is  a  very  extraordinary  fact  that,  whUe 
the  deejwst  tone  that  our  ear.>»  are  capable  of 
recognizing  Ls  one  containing  sixteen  vibra- 
tions a  second,  the  phonograph  wiU  record 
ten  vibrations  or  less,  and  can  then  raise  the 
pitch  until  we  hear  a  i-eproduction  from  them. 
Similarly,  vibrations  above  the  highest  rate 
audible  to  the  ear  can  be  recorded  on  the 
phonograjjh  aud  then  reproduced  by  lower- 
ing the  pitch  untU  we  actually  hear  the  record 
of  those  inaudible  pulsations. 
From  what  observations  1 
practically  made,  1 
phonograph  has  a 
opened  up  an  entii-o 
tion  in  that  line. 

The  method  which  1  adopted  in  making 
these  experimental  physical  examinations  by 
the  phonograph  was  carried  out  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner: 

The  phonograph  was  placed  on  a  suitable 
table  before  me;  a  tube  in  the  shape  of  the 
deaf  conversation  tube  was  then  attached  to 
the  recording  cylinder  of  the  phonograph; 
the  other  end  was  placed  on  that  part  of  the 
chest  Which  was  to  be  explored,  then  the 
phonograph  was  set  in  motion  before  placing 
the  tube  in  contact  with  the  chest.  In  order 
to  register  or  record  upon  the  wax  cylinder 
that  part  of  the  chest  which  was  intended  to 
be  examined,  it  was  fouud  necessary,  either 
before  or  directly  after  examining  any  part, 
to  register  by  its  anatomical  name  that  part 
of  the  chest  This  was  done  by  speaking  into 
the  phonograph  so  as  to  be  able,  in  reproduc- 
ing, to  distinguish  those  phvsical  sounds 
found  in  one  part  from  the  other. 

For  example,  if  I  intend  to  examine  the 
supraclavicular  region  I  speak  into  the  pho- 
nograph while  in  motion,  before  placing  the 
tube  on  the  chest,  "Supraclavicuhir  region." 
By  so  doing  these  words  were  directly  regis- 
tered. 1  now  phice  the  tube  on  that  part  of 
the  chest  and  examine  slowly  and  thoroughly. 
In  this  way  I  continued  to  explore  the  entire 
heart  and  lungs.  It  will  be  found  advan- 
tageous to  allow  the  cylinder  to  make  a  num- 
ber of  revolutions  before  removing  the  tube 
to  another  pai-t,  in  order  that  more  than  one 
respiratory  heart  sound  might  be  registered. 
This  is  also  to  be  carried  out  on  examimng 
the  heart  sounds. 

When  I  wa-s  finished  with  my  examination 
I  returned  back  the  reproducer,  so  as  to  re- 
peat that  which  was 
examination.

One  of  the  bjst  utilized  waste  products  in 
Austria,   resul-.ing    iii    the   manufacture  of 
large  quantities  of  paper  and  cloth,  are  com 
husks.    These  are  boiled  with  an  alkaU  In 
tubular  boilers,  as  a  result  of   which   the 
fibers  of  the  husks  are  found  a  J  the  bottom 
of  the  boiler  in  a  spongy  condition,  flUed 
with  glutinous  substance,  and  which  proves 
to  be  a  perfect  dough  of  rornmeal,  contain- 
ing in  a  concentrated  form  all   the  pabulum 
originally  contained  in  tho  huslt.     The  glu- 
tinous matter  is  pressed  out  from  the  fibres 
by  hydi-aulic  apparatus,  leaving  the  fiber  in 
the  shape  of  a  mass  or  chain  of  longitudinal 
threads,  interspersed  with  a  deise  mass  of 
short  flber.     Tho  Uuen  made  frcm  the  long 
fibres  fm-nish?s  a  very  good  substitute  for 
tho  coarser  kinds  of  fiax  and   hjmp,  and  is 
superior  to  jute,  gunny  cloth,  coir  and  the 
hke.     Tho    paper,    for    which    taostlv    the 
short  fibers  are  used— the  long  fibers  con- 
stituting   the    material     for    npinning— is 
stronger  than  papers  of    the  siime  weight 
made  from  linen  or  cotton  rags,  its  hardness 
and  fii-muess  of  grain  exceeding  that  of  the 
best  dipped  English  drawing  papers,  being 
especially    adapted     for     pencil    drawing, 
stenographic  writing  and   water  colors;    its 
durability  exceeds,  it  is    claimod,  that  of 
paper  made  from  any  other  ms.terial,  and 
the  corn  husk  parchment  is  not  at  exposed 
points  destroyed  by  insects;  if  tlie  gluten  is 
left  in  the  pulp  the  paper  can  te  made  ex- 
tremely transparent  without  sac;'ificing  any 
portion  of  its  strongth.     Again,  the  fiber  is 
easily  worked  either  alone  or  in  combination 
with  rags,  into  the  finest  writing  or  printing 
papers;  It  also  readily  takes  any  t  int  or  color, 
and  can  be  worked  almost  to  as  much  advan- 
tage into  stout  wrapping  papers  of  superior 
quality  as  Into  fine  note  and  envelope  papers.

With  some  extra  experimenting  I  was  able 
to  apply  t'no  use  of  the  phonograph  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  throw  the  physical  sounds, 
which  had  been  previously  registered  upon 
one  of  these  wax  cylinders,  into  the  auditori- 
um, and  thereby  teach  directly  a  larger  class. 

It  is  further  possible  to  construct  a  phvsical 
sign  cabinet  which  has  all  registered  cvlinders 
representing  the  difi'.^-c  ut  diseases' of  the 
lungs  and  heart  \V  ueii  one  wishes  to  study 
any  of  the  sounds  of  the  heart  or  lungs  he 
can  pick  out  of  his  cabinet  that  cylinder 
which  has  registere<l  ii;.uu  it  such  phvsical 
sotmds. 

Various  other  uses  for  which  the  phono- 
graph is  now  fully  ripe  might  be  mentioned, 
but  I  am  not  ready  to  give  memoranda  of 
these.— J.  Mount  Dleyer,  M.  D.,  in  Medical 
Record.

Coloring   Agates. 

A  suitable  agate,  after  being  thoroughly 
dried,  Is  immersed  in  a  mixture  of  honey 
and  water  or  in  ohve  oil.  and  k.jpt  thus  at 
least  three  days,  exposed  to  a  modjrate  heat 
It  is  then  washed,  dried  and  put  in  a  vessel 
containing  enough  sulphuric  acid  to  cover  it 
The  vessel  is  thereafter  exposed  to  a  gentle 
heat  for  a  varying  number  of  houivs  when 
the  porous  layers  are  found  to  hiive  become 
much  darker  in  color.  The  reason  of  this  is 
that  the.se  layers,  having  become  saturated 
with  oil,  are  acted  upon  by  the  sulphuric 
acid,  which  decomposes  the  st^ary  or  oily 
constituent,  aud  forms  in  its  placoa  deposit 
of  carbon.  It  is  in  this  way  tint  banded 
agate  is  converted  into  the  onyx,  with  its 
black  and  white  layers,  used  in  tbe  produc- 
tion of  cameos  and  intaglios. 

Exi)osure  to  sti'ong  sunlight  wal  long  ago 
found  to  give  a  reddish  tint  to  gri<y  colored 
agates,  and  this  suggested  the  turning  of 
such  stones  so  as  to  convert  them  into  car- 
nclians.  At  Obersteiu,  likely  stones  for  this 
purpose  are  first  dried  thoroughly,  then  sat- 
urattHl  in  sulphuric  ncid  and  afterward  ex- 
posed in  ancarthcuwai-e  crucible  t<i  red  heat 
They  are  allowed  to  cool  slowly,  and  are 
then  seen  to  1x5  of  a  light  red  olor.  Not 
content  with  imitating  the  rarer  natural  va- 
rieties of  agate,  such  ns  onyx  and  tarnelian, 
German  manufaoturei-s  have  takei  to  stain- 
ing agates  blue,  and  all  other  sort'i  of  colors 
unknown  to  the  natural  slono.  Anjine  dyes 
as  unnatural  as  thoy  arc  fugit ire,  Jiavo  also 
lately  been  used  for  agate  stainiUe;.  — Jc.vcl- 
lev's  Review.

MANNER  IN  WHICH  YOUNG  ROUGHS 
AND  LOAFERS  ARE  DEVELOPED. 


Noisy  Gaug»  Which  Infest  the  Str«et  Cor- 
new— Appareut  Fallur«  of  WeU  latoa- 
tioned  PeopI« — The  Trials  of  th«  Lady 
School  Teacher. 


All  our  cities  are  infeated  by  gangs  of  wild 
Hoys,  who  make  the  eveniu^  and  the  Sunday 
liidwus  to  well  disponed  peoplo.  The  news- 
pajiei-s  occasionally  relate  their  misdeeds,  and 
we  seo  them  for  ourselves  grouped  upon  their 
fatoritt)  corners,  ladies  going  around  the 
tdock  to  a%-o<d  passing  them.  Nor  can  we 
claim  the  wild  boy  nuisance  13  peculiar  to 
great  oitiea.  In  many  pleasant  country  towns, 
and  even  in  reuioto  villages,  there  ore  boys — 
rough,  lawl<:>ss.  unfeeling,  untaught— who 
have  contrived  to  escape  the  stxlate  oivllira- 
tion  of  their  native  place.  In  their  course 
from  twibyhood  they  have  learned  little  ex- 
cept how  to  make  life  a  torment  and  a 
sbamo  to  their  mothers  and  a  terror  to  their 
neighborhood. 

.A.S  we  pass  these  idle,  ugly,  deflant  groups 
we  may  very  natxirally  wonder  how  they 
have  come  to  exist,  coasideriug  the  number 
of  seductive  traps  good  people  have  set  to 
catcli  the  wild  boy  and  make  a  decent  human 
being  of  him ;  our  vast  school  system,  for  ex- 
ample, including  the  evening  school,  the 
Sunday  school,  the  truant  officer,  the  reform 
school  and  the  inviting  rooms  of  variotis 
young  men's  associations. 

Let  us  see  how  this  unhappy  creature  is 
evolved.     Any  one  may  observe  the  process 
who  will  take  the  trouble  to  studv  cloeely 
one  large  public  school  of  boys.  There  he  sits, 
listless  and  discontented,  chewing  gum,  his 
mouth     already    disfigured    by    the   odious 
habit,  a  center  and  source  of  disorder  to  his 
quarter    of  the   school    room.     He  remains 
languid  and  quiescent  only  so  long  as  no 
chance  of  mischief  presents  itself;   but  when 
it  does,  he  shows  some  cunning  and  prompt- 
oess  in  availing  himself  of  it    It  was  not  in 
the  soh-xil  room,  however,  that  be  oecame  a 
wild  Iwy.     He  begins  his  day's  progress  in 
the  bad  way  at  home,  in  his  hurried,  disor- 
derly   breakfast,   from    which    he    goes   to 
school,   half  nourished,  to  devour  whatever 
indigestible  substance  he  can  find.  And  there 
he  sits,   with  his  dirty  hands  and  unclean 
clothes,  an  incipient  wild  boy  1    If  there  are 
a  hundred  boys  in  the  schoolroom,  there  are 
usually  half  a  dozen  of  his  kind.     The  school 
room  is  presided  over  by  a  young  lady,  in  a 
lovely  white  apron,  her  hair  done  to  a  nicety, 
and  she  tries  every  hour  to  tame  these  few 
young  savages  by  all  the  arts  of  persuasion 
it  her  command.    She  is  secretly  afraid  of 
the  wild  boy,  and  he  knows  it.     She  knows 
and  he  knows  that  if  it  comes  to  a  fight  it 
will  not  be  the  teacher  who  v»-iU  gain  the  vic- 
tory, and  so  they  live  in  a  condition  of  de- 
moralizing compromise.  "Tommy,"  she  says, 
in    her  sweetest  note  at  the    beginning  of 
school,  "I  see  you  have  brought  that  auger 
.to  school  again.     Dont  you  think  you  had 
better  take  it  out  into  the  entry,  or  let  me 
put  it  into  my  desk?" 

Tommy  does  not  think  so,  and  the  gentle 
lady  knows  well  that,  if  she  were  to  proceed 
from  advice  to  command,  and  command  to 
compulsion,  there  would  be  a  scene  in  the 
schoolroom,  from  which  her  soul  recoils  with 
hoiTor.  She  could  expel  him.  The  law  gives 
her  this  {x>wer.  Why  does  she  not  use  It? 
Because  she  is  a  gentle  and  good  woman,  and 
knows  this  boy,  and  perhaps  his  widowed 
mother  also,  and  aU  that  mother's  vain  efforts 
to  reform  him,  and  she  knows  that  expulsion 
would  simply  mean  his  precipitation  into  the 
career  of  a  wild  boy. 

Sfx.ner  or  later,  however,  the  school  system 
loses  it'*  hold  upon  him,  and  he  develops 
rapidly  into  a  mfflan  of  the  streets. 

No  one  can  hold  in  more  grateful  regard 
than  I  do  the  patient,  much  enduring  ladies 
who  form  so  important  a  portion  of  the 
teaching  force  of  this  cotmtry.  The  benign 
influence  of  good  women  is  needed  in  every 
school,  and  in  no  kind  of  school  so  much  as 
in  a  school  of  boys.  When  the  school  la 
large  enough  to  have  at  its  head  a  strong, 
able  man,  to  whom  in  cases  of  difficulty  and 
rebellion  the  ladies  of  the  corps  can  appeal, 
«U  gooe  well.  They  seldom  need  to  appeoL 
The  m»re  knowledge  that  the  man  is  there, 
with  his  strong  arm  and  his  possible  stick,  is 
usually  a  deterrent  that  suffices.  But  when 
we  place  a  lady  in  charge  of  a  school  in 
which  there  are  boys  heavier  and  stronger 
than  bei-self ,  and  leave  her  there  to  fight  it 
out  with  them  alone,  day  after  day,  with  no 
resource  against  persistent  disorder,  which  is 
a  confession  of  defeat,  wo  do  something 
which  is  extremely  likely  to  result  in  the  de- 
velopment of  wild  boys. 

It  i%  surprising  how  well  many  of  our 
gentlo  and  resolute  ladies  manage,  tmsup- 
ported  as  they  are  by  visible  force.  But  out 
of  every  fifty  boys  there  are  likely  to  be  as 
many  as  five  who  wUl  defy  the  teacher,  if 
not  totally  conquer  and  frustrate  her,  to  the 
extent  of  making  her  life  a  daily  renewal  of 
bitterness  and  shame.  If  we  place  a  lady 
over  a  lot  of  lively  and  vigorous  boys,  wo  are 
bound  to  supplement  her.  We  must  arrange 
it  so  that,  at  any  moment  of  need,  she  can 
iummon  by  telephone  or  otherwise  a  super- 
intendent, a  selectman,  a  trustee,  with  a  stout 
policeman  accompanying  him,  well  provided 
with  the  means  of  subduing  the  rebel  He  is 
always  a  coward.  Let  him  but  know  that 
his  gentle  teacher  has  this  resource  and  it 
will  usually  keep  him  in  order. 

As  a  people.  I  fear  we  ore  a  little  too  soft 
and  sentimental  about  childhootL  We  might 
advantageously  caress  it  a  little  less  and 
study  it  much  more.  Children,  like  other 
musical  iiistnmients,  give  forth  music  only 
when  they  are  played  upon  by  a  skillful  hand. 
I  often  think  of  a  school  as  resembling  a  great 
organ  full  of  pipes,  trumpets  and  flutes. 
When  a  master  touches  the  keys  and  works 
the  pedals,  the  mighty  instrument  fills  all  the 
reg^ion  with  harmony.  It  is  wofolly  other- 
wise when  an  unykillf  ul  or  insufficient  player 
fills  the  organist's  seat. 

A  well  governed  child,  that  is.'a'childlSat 
has  learned  reasonal.Ia  obedience  without  loss 
of  natural  vivacity,  is  the  most  enchanting 
object  in  the  universti.  It  graces  and  cheers 
every  home  of  which  it  is  a  part.  Every  eye 
rartB  upon  it  with  pleasure  and  benediction. 
But  alas:  an  ungoverned  or  misgoverned 
child  can  ea.sily  become  something  hideous 
and  terrific.  No  creature  can  be  more  crueL 
In  my  Life  I  have  known  two  or  three  in- 
stances of  cruelty  to  children  from  parents 
and  teachers,  but  it  seems  to  mo  I  have 
known  a  hundred  cases  of  the  most  savage 
crudty  committed  by  chUdren  upon  parents, 
teachers  and  one  another.  They  are  cruel 
because  they  aie  young.  A  proper  considera- 
tion for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others  is 
not  naturally  a  trait  of  childhood;  it  belongs 
to  maturity.  It  comes  with  knowledge  of 
life  and  experience  of  suffeiing.  Hence  the 
necessity  of  children  being  instructed  in  ele- 
mentary morals,  and  of  their  being  com- 
pelled, if  neccssarj-,  by  Ine  strong  hand,  to 
respect  other  people's  rights. 

In  truth,  stable  virtue  in  all  its  forms  be- 
longs to  matuiaty,  while  vice  is  a  thing 
green,  raw,  mindless,  stupid,  immature.  In 
our  schools  and  colleges  It  is  the  crude,  pro- 
vincial minds  that  give  trouble,  and  when  we 
visit  one  of  our  prisons,  we  find  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  criminals  there  are  little  more 
than  wild  boys  in  a  cage.— James  Farton  in 
Boston  Hern  Id..

Great  preparations  are  being  made  for 
the  oi>ecing  and  dedication  of  the  Odd 
Fellows  hall  which  takes  place  Friday 
evening, 

Annual  meeting  of  the  American  Ex- 
change bank  was  held  this  afternoon.  The 
bank  makes  its  usual  remarkably  good 
Bt»temt>nt  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Macfarlane. 

The  bliiiard  due  here  today  is  apparent- 
ly about  upon  us.  Snow  is  reported  at 
most  western  point«  and  it  has  begun  hero. 
Indications  now  point  to  a  little  winter 
after  all. 

Grignon,  at  his  Park  Poiut  ship  yards,  is 
getting  along  finely  with  his  new  dry  dock 
and  his  ISO  foot  schooner forCapt.Yocum.

This  would  seem  to  be  a 
practical  benefit  in  every  way  and  would 
be  no  detriment  to  any  one.  It  should  be 
adopted. 

Three  drunks  graced  the|municipal  court 
today,  one  bifiurcated  and  two  hoopskirt. 
D<"  'lie  Palmer,  one  of  the  latter,  was  a  lady 
from  Tower  who  found  Duluth  whisky  too 
much  for  ber  delieate  stomach.  She  paid 
$12.  The  other  was  AUie  Fisher,  a  local 
celebrity. 

Minimum  temperature  this  morning  was 
24  degrees  above.  The  cold  wave  flag  has 
been  afloat  all  day  and  the  wind  has  been 
from  the  north.  An  added  fall  of  snow  is 
looked  for,  and  it  is  probable  by  tomorrow 
morning  the  mercury  will  be  considerably 
nearer  the  zero  point. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  in  a  long  arti- 
cle oa  railway  matters  at  Duluth  areuea 
itBelf  out  into  the  comfortable  belief  that 
no  more  roads  want  to  come  to  Duluth 
anyway  and  that  those  now  here  have  not 
enough  to  do  to  keep  them  busy.  This  is  a 
pleasins  belief  for  Minneapolis,  if  Minneap- 
olis believes  it. 

The  new  organ  of  the  Congregational 
church  was  tested  yesterday  afternoon  by 
director  Studley  of  the  Bostoniana  in  the 
presence  of  the  music  committee  of  the 
church  and  a  few  others.  It  was  found  to 
be  an  instrument  of  wonderful  sweetneea 
and  power  far  exceeding  anything  else  in 
the  city,  and  was  at  once  accepted  by  the 
music  committee. 

At  its  meeting  yesterday  afternoon  the 
directors  of  the  board  of  trade  at  their 
last  regular  session  fixed  the  dues  for  the 
coming  year  at  $35,  witli  a  reduction  of 
$10  if  paid  with  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  the  annual  meeting.

As  all  of  them  are 
business  concerns  and  do  not  come  to  Du- 
luth as  a  speculation  but  because  they  real- 
ise this  to  be  a  better  location  than  any 
other  they  could  have,  the  aid  asked  is 
comparatively  small  in  each  case, in  several 
being  no  mere  than  the  coat  of  removal.

"What  ai-e  you  doing  theref" 

The  man  to  whom  it  is  addreased  is  a  short, 
thick  set  man;  there  is  uothin^  about  him 
to  attract  attention.  He  is  the  must  com- 
moupl.A^  man  1  have  met  for  some  time.  He 
is  simply  leaning  against  a  pile  of  boxes, 
trunks  and  the  like  at  a  railroad  station. 
Upon  the  first  glance  he  looks  like  a  sleepy 
old  fellow,  who  may  have  drunk  more  than 
a  fiagon  of  rum,  or  he  may  have  walked  a 
long  distance,  and  therefoie  he  is  fatigued.

They  caught  up  to  the  mau  as  he  was  going 
out  of  the  next  car.  The  train  was  stopping 
at  a  small  station.  The  man  got  off.  He  was 
arrested. 

"How  did  you  know  that  was  Ridgewood?" 
was  asked  of  the  detective. 

"Because  when  I  mentioned  his  name  he 
started  and  left  the  car.

"It  was  when  I  tripped  up  my  friend,  that 
I  wanted  to  avoid  suspicion,  the  burglar  was 
behind  us;  the  man  who  fell  first  is  one  of  the 
best  detectives  in  Boston.  He  was  dressed 
like  a  workingman  and  carried  a  paiL  When 
we  fell  the  man  did  not  notice  us,  but  hurried 
to  the  cars;  all  the  other  people  stopped  and 
looked  on. 

SIQSIFICANT  EIGHT  FOOT  WALK. 

"The  man  went  directly  to  the  smoker  and 
lit  a  cigar  nervously ;  he  drew  his  hat  over  his 
eyes  and  nestled  down  in  his  seat,  apparently 
engrossed  in  his  newspaper.  The  man  read 
the  same  paper  for  a  long  time;  he  did  not 
seem  to  be  interested  in  it  at  all,  although  his 
eyes  were  intently  upon  it  They  were  only 
on  one  spot.

"Oh,  about  the  eight  foot  walk!  Well,  you 
see,  an  old  criminal  who  has  done  time  will 
never  get  out  of  the  habit  of  walking  up  and 
down  as  he  has  done  so  long  in  his  celi  He 
will  only  go  about  eight  feet;  that  is  the 
regulation  length  of  cells.  He  does  this  un- 
consciously, and  even  though  he  may  guard 
himself  against  it,  before  he  knows  it  be  will 
begin  to  walk  up  and  down. 

"Of  com-se,"  said  the  detective,  "no  mau 
gives  himself  up  to  justice— no  criminal  tells 
the  detective  that  he  is  the  man.  We  are 
compelled  to  judge  from  our  experience.  A 
criminal  has  a  certain  look;  a  peculiar  way 
of  moving  secretly,  even  in  the  public  places 
— in  hotels,  at  theatres,  all  over.  No  one  but 
a  skillful  man  in  criminal  work  can  tell  the 
difference,  but  their  actions  are  readily  ap- 
parent— they  become  a  larger  part  of  a 
criminal's  nature;  ha  cannot  cast  off  him- 
self. 

"Then  there  are  other  things  certain  well 
known  criminals  have,"  he  added,  "a  dis- 
tinct style  of  work.  The  crime  is  always 
carefully  investigated  and  the  detectives 
learn  the  methods  of  the  different  men.  It  is 
a  BchooL  I  cannot  explain  it  to  you  imless 
you  are  a  close  observer  of  human  nature. 

"A  criminal  in  walking  along  the  street 
will  unconsciously  turn  his  head  and  give  a 
quick  glance  backward  almost  every  bo 
often,  generally  with  every  hundred  steps.  I 
can  tell  a  man  instantly  when  I  enter  a 
crowd.  That's  why  theso  fellows  hide  away. 
They  know  that  if  they  appeai'  in  public  they 
wiU  bo  recognized."— BosVju  Record. 


The  laocnlation  of  Cattle. 

The  experiments  made  in  New  South  Wales 
by  the  agents  of  iL  Pasteur,  with  the  object 
of  combating  that  malignant  malady  in 
cattle  and  sheep  known  as  the  "Cumberland 
disease,"  which  takes  the  form  of  a  car- 
buncle, accompanied  with  gangrene  of  the 
cellular  tissue,  are  reported  to  bo  brilliantly 
successful  It  is  estimated  that  the  inocula- 
tion process  now  saves  in  New  South  Wales 
alone  no  fewer  than  200.000  sheep  and  40,000 
cattle  every  year,  ail  of  which  would  have 
been  destroyed  if  Paisteur  had  not  come  to 
the  rescue.  The  charge  for  inoculating  a 
sheep  is  2d.,  and  for  a  cow  or  a  steer  4d., 
which  amounts  to  a  considerable  tax,  but  the 
money  is  cheerfully  paid  in  view  of  the  great 
advantage  that  the  sheep  and  cattle  raiser* 
have  derived  from  the  introduction  of  M. 
Paatenr's  method.— Newark  Adrei-tlaer,

STILL  A  MYSTERY. 


A  TRAGEDY  OF  TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS 
AGO  IS  YET  UNSOLVED. 

BeaiitUul  YouU|;  l.a(l.>  .Mystc-iousl} 
Murlered  In  Atlanta.  Oa.,  Durlne  the 
War— Found  Dead  on  Her  Bed,  Arrayed 
In  Gay  Attire. 

During  tLo  Sherman  siege  of  Atlanta  iu 
1864  a  tragedy  occurred  which  has  ever  since 
been  enveloped  in  mystery,  and  which  at  the 
time  almost  caused  the  besiogo<l  people  to 
forget  the  great  army  which  was  pressing 
into  the  city.  The  population  of  the  city 
was  roducetl  to  less  than  5,000  civilians,  who 
lived  in  bomb  proofs  frequently  ami  who, 
being  cut  off  from  the  world,  formed  a  com- 
munity of  its  own.  This  community  for  the 
most  part  was  formed  of  women  and  chil- 
dren, the  men  being  absent  in  the  army.  The 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  garrison,  between 
the  general  engagements,  would  enjoy  social 
reunion  with  the  citizens,  and  many  dances 
were  given  by  the  young  ladies  for  the 
amusement  of  their  military  admirers. 

Before  the  circle  .round  the  city  was  com- 
plete there  carao  into  Atlanta  by  the  West 
Point  road  a  young  lady  giving  her  name  as 
Miss  Jaue  Moorehead,  from  Mobile,  Ala 
Her  arrival  was  somewhat  mysterious,  as 
well  as  her  stay  in  the  city.  She  at  once 
sought  occupation  in  the  hoepttals,  where  she 
came  to  be  regarded  as  an  angel  of  mercy. 

ANGEL  or  THE  HOSPITAL. 

Her  beauty  is  described  as  having  been 
great,  and  she  bad  many  accomplishments 
and  was  evidently  of  gentle  breeding.  She 
would  never  refer  to  her  past  life,  but  it 
came  to  be  believed  that  her  love  had  died 
OB  one  of  the  battlefields  of  Virginia,  and 
that  she  had  simply  resolved  to  devote  her 
life  to  the  alleviation  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
soldiers  iu  the  hospitals. 

Later  on  and  nearing  the  end  of  the  siege  a 
ball  was  announced  to  take  place  in  one  of 
the  houses  on  Walton  street  Miss  Moore- 
bead,  who  never  went  to  a  place  of  amuse- 
ment, was  urged  by  a  captain  whom  sho  had 
met  in  the  hospital  to  go  to  the  ball.  The 
ladies  of  her  acquaintance  also  joined  in  and 
lU'ged  her  to  take  this  recreation.  She  finally 
consented.  When  the  captain  called  for  her 
he  found  her  in  a  full  bridal  costume,  with 
valuable  and  brilliant  jewelry.  It  was  the 
first  time  she  had  ever  so  appeared.  At  the 
ball  she  was  one  of  the  gayest,  and  seemed 
so  unlike  the  sad  hospital  visitant  that  it  at- 
tracted general  remark.  At  2  in  the  morn- 
ing the  ball  ended  and  the  guests  sc^attered 
for  their  homes. 

When  Miss  Moorehead  failed  to  arise  by  8 
a.  m.  it  did  not  surprise  the  lady  with  whom 
she  boarded,  but  when  10  o'clock  came  with 
no  sign  of  her  the  door  was  opened.  There 
Miss  Moorehead  was  found  fully  dressed  as 
sho  lay  across  the  bed,  her  face  toward  the 
wall. 

STABBED  TO  THE  HSABT. 

A  call  did  not  arouse  her,  and  a  touch  told 
that  sho  was  dead.  Two  stabs  had  pierced 
her  heart,  and  were  so  closely  made  as 
scarcely  to  make  a  crease  in  her  dress.  The 
sensation  which  followed  was  intense.  Her 
fidelity  to  the  wounded  soldiers  naade  every 
one  ot  them  feel  that  she  was  a  sister.  The 
feare  of  the  ladies  were  ai'oused  at  the  mys- 
terious assassination. 

Who  could  have  been  her  murderer,  and 
what  was  his  motive?  The  captain  who  had 
been  her  escort  the  night  before  had  left  her 
safely  at  home,  and  no  one  thought  of  sus- 
pecting him  at  the  time.  The  chamber  win 
dow  opened  upon  the  garden.  Footsteps  lead- 
ing up  thereto  showed  that  it  was  through 
this  window  that  the  murderer  made  his  waj'. 
The  fact  that  not  a  jewel  had  been  misplaced 
showed  that  it  could  not  have  been  a  robber 
who  had  done  the  deed.  There  were  those 
who  invented  all  manner  of  theories.  The 
one  most  generally  accepted  was  that  some 
one,  struck  by  her  beauty  while  at  the  ball, 
had  entered  the  chamber  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed with  improi)er  motive,  and,  finding 
himself  repulsed,  quickly  dispatched  lier. 
Others  believed  that  the  captain,  who  had 
urged  her  to  mar^'y  him,  and  finding  her  ob- 
durate, had  committed  the  deed  to  prevent 
her  from  falling  into  other  hands.  While 
the  sensation  among  the  beleaguered  people 
was  at  its  height  Sherman's  forces  entered 
the  city,  scattered  the  people  and  prevented 
investigation;  but  when  the  people  a  year 
later  returned  to  their  homes  the  talk  of  the 
tragedy  was  renewed.  The  captain  bad  been 
killed  meantime  in  the  battle  of  Jonesboro, 
and  the  tragedy  passed  into  memory,  and  to 
this  day  is  frequently  spoken  of.— Atlanta 
(Ga.)  Cor.  Chicago  Tribuue.

He  U«IleT«8  Blaine  will  Uet  a  Cabinet 
PoHitloii— Opputitiou  to  the  Ulair  Kdu- 
catluual  Bill. 

Chicauo,  Jan.  10.— United  States  Sena- 
torBIair,  who  left  here  lor  vVashiustoa  yes- 
terday ,  after  having  epent  several  days  in 
the  Wt'Bt,  and  who  was  amoug  General 
UarriHou'a  callers  laut  week  is  tlruily  uf  the 
opinion  that  Blaine  will  be  called  to  the 
chief  place  in  the  cabinet.  In  a  private  con- 
versation on  the  eve  of  the  departure  he 
saiii  that  Blaine  wait  entitled  to  considera- 
tion, and  that  8h(>uld  the  fight  now  being 
made  on  him  succeed,  both  the  Rnpubli- 
cans  of  the  country  and  General  Harrison 
would  afterwardrt  feel  that  he  had  been 
cruelly  treated.

Many  prominent  uiea.b.  r-t  of  the  denom- 
ination, such  as  Mr.  Powdtrl-y, 
Wert!  hearty  supporters  of  the  meaBur*.. 
Where  the  opposition  came  from  was  the 
Jesuit  iirder  Its  uieuibeie  had  [iiaintainad 
H  lobt)y  at  Wastiiuk'tou  to  fl^ht  the  meas- 
ure they  had  packed  the  committefS  rt- 
peatedly  and  in  ont- purticular  instiincs  a 
member  of  congress  had  brHii  thraateneil 
by  a  priest  with  "excommunication  and 
damnation"  it  he  voted  to  favorably  rt— 
poft  the  bill.

They  Hold  an  luipurtaat     CoDfeteace    in 
Washington  Today. 

li^WABHiNGToN,  D.  C,  Jan.  |10.— An  impor- 
tant conference  of  the  officers  of  the  Na 
tional  Wool  Growers  association  and  de- 
legates from  the  state  associations  opened 
here  today  under  the  presidency  of  Hon. 
Columbus  Delano.  Its  object  is  to  consi- 
der the  best  methods  of  averting  danger  to 
the  industry.  The  wool  schedule  pending 
before  the  senate  fails  to  afford  adequate 
protection  to  the  industry.  For  instance 
it  is  claimed  that  the  provisions  relating  to 
carpet  wools  will  lead  to  the  imports 
tiona  of  large  amounts  of  wools  used  for 
clothing  purposes  at  a  duty  of  only  2]^ 
cents  per  pound.  At  the  same  time  it  con- 
tains uo  provision  preventing  the  present 
large  importations  of  scoured  wools  at  the 
low  duty  imposed  upon  washed  wools. 
These  and  other  defects,  it  is  claimed  en- 
danger the  prosperity  of  the  wool  industry, 
and  the  conference  of  today  will  resolve  up- 
on active  measures  to  present  further  ac- 
tion upon  the  bill  in  its  present  shape.

The  Reading  Disaster  Causes  2U[any  Sor- 
rowing Heart*— Original  Keports  Con- 
firmed. 

Rbading,  Pa  ,  Jan.  10.— There  is  mourn- 
ing and  sorrow  in  many  households  of 
Reading  today.  The  pall  of  death  bangs 
over  the  city.  Fathers,  mothers,  brothers 
and  sisters,  relatives  and  friends  are  grief 
stricken  over  the  wr<  ck  of  last  night.  Ovtr 
one  hundred  spirits  are  hushed  for  ever  in 
death  as  the  result  of  the  wreck  and  ruin 
wrought  this  city  by  the  storm.

Once  built,  no 
whltewashe-  and  no  painter  would  be  needed 
for  such  a  room,  no  smoka  need  cling  to  Its 
walls  for  ar  instant,  and  jtio  odor  of  oooking 
would  be  ptroeptlble  in  It,  even  if  it  ware 
used  for  gei-erations. 

And  the  temperature  ol!  such  a  room  need 
not  reach  the  great  helghli  unavoidable  with 
plastered  walls,  which  peimit  the  warmth  of 
the  chlnmey  to  be  peroeitibk  through  their 
surface,  and  thus  boih  tlie  good  health  and 
the  good  temper  of  the  co»k  would  be  main- 
tained.

Some  slight  meatio"  li»sb««n  made  inthe«e> 
coluiuus  iif  the  »i«iou»ry  railway  scbeint 
of  M»rcaa  PoUasky,  pusher  of  the  PostHi 
TelegFAph  company  trum  Chicago  to  the 
upper  p«niusula  and  Duluth.  ▲  Detroit 
pa(>er  has  additional  intormatiou  retiard- 
ing  the  enterprise:  "Marcus  FoUaaky,  of 
Chicago,  ia  at  the  Russell  House  awaitiiig 
the  arrival  from  Lansiug  of  the  charter  oi 
a  new  railroad  in  the  northwest.  It  will 
be  called  the  Kscanaba,  Twin  Citj  &  Wes- 
tern, and  will  extend  from  St.  Paul  and 
Mitineapolis  to  Escauaba,  a  distance  o( 
350  miles.  It  will  be  built  as  a  rival  of  thr 
Minneapolis,  Sault  Ste,  Marie  A  Atlantic 
The  new  line  will  parallel  the  older  road  tor 
a  considerable  distance  from  each  terminal 
and  will  run  through  a  tier  of  couutier 
farther  south  than  the  Soo  road.  The 
project  has  t>een  in  the  still  hunt  stage  in 
the  mind  of  Mr.  Pollasky  tor  more  than  a 
year,  and  the  formal  organisation  was 
floally  effcct«>d  at  a  meeting  held  yesterday, 
when  Pollnsky  was  elected  president! 
Lieut.  Qorernor  McDonald  trraaurer,  and 
George  A.  Royce,  of  Marquette,  secretary. 

••The  sost  of  the  road,  ready  for  rolling 
stock,"  says  Mr.  Pollasky,  "will  be 
about  $8,000,000,  a  large  portion  of  which 
ia  guaranteed,  with  promise  that  the 
remainder  will  be  readily  forthcoming.  The 
promise  of  a  profitable  future  for  the  new 
road  is  baeed  upon  the  fact  thak  the  Soo 
road  has  had  more  freight  than  it  can 
aaudle.  Excunaba  is  the  finest  harbor  on 
the  great  lakes,  and  during  the  year  just 
ended  ebipped  a  million  tons  more  ore  than 
the  ei^ht  other  shipping  points  on  the  lakes. 
The  route  of  the  new  road  will  lead  to  new 
ore  deyelopmeate,  and  will  open  up  one  of 
the  richest  agricultaral  regions  in  Wiscon- 
sin. The  work  will  begin  at  once,  and  the 
line  Will  be  pushed  rapidly.  The  inevitable 
redustion  of  freight  rates,  as  a  result  of 
competition,  will  be  welcomed  by  the  pat- 
rons of  the  Soo." 

Much  as  Duluth  dislikes    the    Soo    road 
and  its  manugers  it     does    not    see    much 
chance  fur  succeseful      competition    by    a 
parallel  line.     Mr   Pollaky's  interview  con 
tains    some    remarkable    statements.    To 
build  35l»    miles  of    road     through     North 
Wisconein  for  |3. 000,000    is    a  feat    that 
will  land  Polla«ky  in  an  insane  asylum.    It 
is  news  to  the  people,  too,    to    stats    that 
the  Soo  road,  the  line  to  be  paralelled    has 
had  morf>  frxight   business    than    it    could 
handle.   The  impression  has  prevailed  that 
it  has  not  been  doing  a  very  large    business 
of  any  kind,  and  that  it  has  an    equipment 
considerably  in  advance  of  the  amount    of  j 
trathc  it    is     likely     to    secure    for    sereral  1 
years.    Jn    relation    to    the     comparative 
importance  of  Edcanaba  as  an    ore    ship- 
pins  point,  flays    the    Marquette   Journal. 
Pollasky  is  away  off  iu  his  tigures.       There 
are  four  ports  beside  Encanaba  Irom  which 
the  Lake  Superior  mines  ship  ore,    'nstead 
ofeigbt.     The  shipments  from   those    four 
for  the    past     season     aKKregated    200,000 
tons  ereater  than  f  om  Et«canaba,    instead 
of  falling    short   of  them  one  million  tons. 
Nor  is  it  plain  that  the  road   is  going    to 
"lead  to  new  ore  developments"   if  it  is  go-

Dangerons  Vegetables. 

There  is  light  at  Uist  on  a  subject  of  vast 
importance  to  all  vegetable  eatera  :tt  seema 
that  a  green  vegetable  is  as  surely  injurious 
to  he.^lth  as  greoQ  fruit.  But  cook  hag  will 
generally  render  a  fruit  harmless,  while  it 
will  not  do  so  f  or  a  vegeUblo,  A  recint  case 
of  wholesale  poisoning  of  French  soldiers 
was  traced  to  the  solanine  in  unripe  potatoes. 
This  esculent  is  poisonous  more  often  than  i^ 
supposed.  If  dug  before  maturity  tlie  tuber 
is  by  no  means  safe.  But  far  worse  is  It  to  use 
a  potato  for  food  that  has,  after  being  dug, 
been  exix)sed  to  the  light  for  any  Itngth  of 
time.  They  should  be  stored  in  the  dark  as 
soon  as  dug.  If  bitter  they  should  never  b* 
eaten.  The  more  discoveries  are  mai  leas  to 
our  health  and  to  our  sanitary  needs  the  less

She  Wouldn't  Work. 

One  could  scarcely  expect  a  ccw,  not 
trained  to  tha  profession  of  arms,  to  ijonduot 
herself  with  great  self  possession  as  oile  of  an 
army.

Baa*  Iluttons. 

The  other  day,  writes  a  correspondent,  I 
happened  to  call  on  Mr.  Cnui-<h,  who  ia  ths 
master  of  a  small  button  faoiory  in  Birmluf- 
bam,  Eng.,  and  was  greatly  interested  In 
seeing  a  tailor's  bone  button  made,  just  such 
a  one  as  you  would  find  on  your  ulster  or  a 
tweed  c<.>at  It  was  a  (jueer  little  factory, 
made  out  of  two  or  throe  cx)ttagos  rolled  into 
one.  First  of  all  1  was  introduced  to  the  raw 
material,  which  lay  on  the  floor  of  a  dark 
and  dingy  little  workshop.  In  which  a  solitary 
workman  was  standing  at  his  bench. 
"There,"  said  Mr  Church,  pointing  to  what 
I  took  to  bo  potatoes,  "there  you  see  what  wo 
call  vegetable  ivory.  It  comes  from  South 
America,  and  grows  in  clustei-s  of  half  a 
dumn  nuts.  Tbat  ia  the  flrst  state  of  the 
button."  Wo  then  went  up  to  the  workman 
who  was  cutting  up  the  kernel*  of  the  nuts  at 
a  swiftly  revolving  circular  saw,  an  oiiera- 
tlou  retjuirlng  great  dexterity,  for  a  slip 
might  cost  him  a  finger  The  kernel  is  easily 
extracted,  the  shell  in  which  It  is  inclosed 
being  very  thin  and  fragile,  although  the 
kernel  is  a  nut  it  would  take  a 
very  strong  pair  of  jaws  to  crack, 
and  the  teeth  cannot  touch  it  The 
little  white  slabs  which  are  cut  out  by  the 
saws  are  taken  to  tlie  next  department, 
where  the  button  is  re«»ily  formed,  in  the 
series  of  lathes  through  which  it  is  passed. 
The  Ux)lniaker,  whoso  ofllco  is  very  import- 
ant, works  at  one  eml  of  the  room ;  the  first 
lathe  cuts  out  the  button  with  the  desired 
circumference,  regulated  by  a  series  of 
gauges,  the  work  being  passed  on  to 
others  for  the  rim  and  so  on.  Two  women 
were  drilling  the  four  holes  of  the  buttons, 
this  being  done  by  taking  up  each  one  and 
subjecting  it  t<j  the  action  of  the  four  pronged 
horizontal  drills,  doing  their  work  with  re- 
markable deftness  and  rapidity.  The  button, 
so  far  as  its  form  goes,  is  flnLshecl.  It  now 
remains  to  do  the  polisiiing  and  dyeing.  In 
another  room  are  half  a  dozen  hexagonal 
boxes  revolving  in  an  atmosphere  of  dust 
They  contain  the  buttons  which  are  now 
being  polished  by  tbo  action  of  some  hard 
powder,  which  is  placed  with  them  in  the 
boxea  There  is  a  secret  in  every  trade,  and 
I  fancy  that  the  contents  of  the  mixture  with 
which  the  buttons  are  eventually  stained 
are  not  divulged  to  the  world.— Boston  Her- 
ald.   

The  Ocean's  Wealth. 

Seldom  or  never  has  the  enormous  Impor- 
tance of  the  harvest  of  the  sea  been  more 
forcibly  represented  than  it  was  by  Professor 
Huxley  in  the  addi'ess  which  he  delivered  at 
the  International  Fisheries  exhibition  some 
years  ago.  An  acre  of  good  fishing  ground, 
he  pointed  out,  will  yield  more  food  in  a 
week  than  an  acre  of  the  best  land  will  in  a 
year.  Still  more  vivid  was  his  picture  of 
the  moving  "mountain  of  cod,"  120  to  130 
feet  in  height,  which  for  two  months  in 
the  year  moves  westwai-d  and  southward  past 
the  Norwegian  coast  Every  square  mile  of 
this  colossal  column  of  fish  contains  one  him- 
dred  and  twenty  million  fish,  consuming 
every  week,  when  on  short  rations,  no  fewer 
than  eight  hundred  and  forty  million  her- 
rings. The  whole  catch  of  the  Noi-wegian 
fisheries  never  exceeds  in  a  year  more  than 
half  a  square  mile  of  this  "cod  mountain," 
and  one  weeks  supply  of  the  herrings  needed 
to  keep  that  area  of  cod  from  starving.  Lol^^ 
don  might  be  victualed  with  herring  for  a 
yeai-  on  a  day  s  consumption  of  the  countless 
shoals  of  uncaught  cod.— Tnie  Flag. 


Baising  Coyotes  for  Their  Scalps. 

Some  Lake  county  cowboys  lassoed  two 
coyotes,  ripped  off  their  scalps  and  let  them 
go.  The  scalps  were  passed  in  and  the 
county  paid  the  prescribed  bountj'  on  them. 
The  coyotes  were  not  so  lively  after  the  op 
eration,  and  in  a  few  days  were  both  killed 
by  a  rancher  Ha  was  disgusted  to  find  that 
their  6cali:>3  were  both  gone,  and,  having 
killed  the  vai-mints,  thought  he  was  entitled 
to  the  bounty  on  producing  their  carcasses. 
He  certainly  was  not  The  bounty  is  offered 
for  their  scalps,  which  it  was  intended  should 
be  taken  from  the  dead  carcass.  The  cow- 
boys intended  tlie  coyotes  to  run  until  their 
scalps  had  grown  again,  and  the  farmer 
gathered  ib.e  animals  before  the  second  crop 
of  scalp  was  ripe.  It  wtis  a  barbarous  trick 
to  take  off  tue  scalp  of  a  live  animal,  and  the 
Bociety  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Coyotes  shoa'd  t&Ue  the  matter  in  hand.— 
Portland  Uregonian. 

The  constitution  of  Costa  Rica  prescribes 
hospitality  to  strangers  as  a  sacred  duty  and 
declares  citizenship  to  be  forfeited  by  ingrati- 
tude to  parents,  abandonment  of  wifn  or 
chiliLren  and  neglect  of  the  obligations  due  to 
the  family.

The  New- 
foutidlanders  have  had  several  8eriou«  con- 
flicts with  trie  French  fishermen  iu  their  en- 
deavors to  drive  them  off  the  coast,  To 
protect  her  Buk)j  cts  the  French  govern- 
ment sent  a  man-uf^war  to  the  spot,  repre-

Pour  Hundred  Skilled  Stone  Laborers 

Will  be  Employed  in  and  About 

The  City. 


Extensive  preparations  are  being  made 
for  a  great  increase  in  the  loc^l  stone  buei- 
ness  next  season  as  well  as  for  a  jump  of 
the  import  trade  in  building  stones.  New 
docks  are  to  bo  built  to  accommodate  the 
traffic  and  extensive  machinery  is  now  or- 
dered and  will  soon  be  set  up  to  take  care 
of  the  trade.  All  the  local  quarries  and 
those  near  the  city  are  preparing  to  develop 
much  more  extensively  than  ever  before 
and  all  will,  unless  something  unforseeu  <'c 
curs,  turn  out  a  quantity  of  stone  much 
greater  than  ever  before.  At  Fond  du  Lac 
the  two  or  three  quarries  in  successful 
operation  will  employ  over  100  men 
all  summer  and  will  bhip  nearly 
all  this  product  to  this 

city,  the  Arcadian  and  South  Shore  quar- 
ries will  all  work,  and  will  ship  to  Duluth 
and  to  distant  points,  where  several  of 
them  have  contracts.  The  Hinsdale  granite 
quarry  will  be  in  running  order  once  more, 
and  will  turn  out  a  large  quantity  of  its 
fit  e  granite,  employing  between  75  and  lOo 
men.  Besides  these  the  more  distant  Port 
age  red  stone  quarries  and  those  near  Bay- 
field, will  all  ship  this  way.  Last  seas»n 
the Portagequarrymen inaugurated thejid  a 
of  shipping  the  stone  for  their  w^stern'and 
southern  trade  through  Duluth,  and  over 
150,000  cubic  feet  of  the  finest  quality  of 
sandstone  were  received  here  from  that 
piace.  This  ousiuets  will  be  largely  in- 
creased the  comingseascn  and  fully  250.000 
feet  will  be  handled  here  from  Portage 
quarries  Several  vessels  have  been  bought 
and  chartered  by  the  quarry  men,  and  they 
have  made  arrangements  here  for  the  cut- 
ting and  handling  of  that  large  quantity. 

The  local  demand  for  stone  for  building 
purposes  will  be  much  greater  than  ever 
before,  the  number  and  class  of  buildings 
now  planned  and  under  way  for  the  year 
exceeding  that  of  any  previous  year-  F. 
H.  Q'linhy  who  handles  the  greater  propor- 
tion of  the  local  as  well  as  export  trade  is  at 
work  on  new  machinery.  He  is  building  a 
heavy  steam  derrick  and  has  purchased 
saws  and  stone  cutting  and  polishing  ma 
chinery  of  the  finest  class.  He  will  also 
build  a  large  dock  in  the  river  harbor  for 
receiving  and  handling  stone  from  outside. 
The  brownstone  and  granite  industry  of 
Duluth  is  yet  in  its  infancy  but  employs 
during  the  season  between  800  and  400 
men  in  and  about  the  city,  besides  a  num- 
ber of  vessels  and  tugs.

Washington  Today. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Jan.  10.— An  impor- 
tant conference  of  the  oflScers  of  the  Na 
tional  Wool  Growsrs  association  and  de- 
legates from  the  state  aasociations  opened 
here  today  under  the  presidency  of  Hon. 
Columbui  Delano.  Its  object  i*  to  consi- 
der the  best  methc  db  of  averting  danger  to 
the  industry.  The  wool  sSbedule  pending 
before  the  senate  fails  to  aBord  adequate 
protection  to  the  industry.  For  instance 
it  is  claimed  that  'he  provisions  relating  to 
carpet  woob  will  lead  to  the  importa 
tious  of  large  amounts  of  wools  used  for 
clothing  purposes  at  a  duty  of  only  2% 
cents  per  pound.  At  the  same  time  it  con 
tains  no  provislou  preventing  the  present 
large  importationn  of  scoured  wools  at  the 
low  duty  impo8<d  upon  washed  wools 
These  and  other  d-^f-cts,  it  ia  claimed  en- 
danger the  prospeiity  of  the  wool  industry, 
and  the  conference  of  today  will  resolve  up- 
on active  meaeuren  to  present  further  ac- 
tipn  upon  the  bill  in  its  present  ahape.

The  feudal  glorieeaud  regal  pcwpof  Kenll- 
wwth  oartle  hare  long  jilnce  pusMd  away; 
the  ivy  clifflbi  the  lost  deoaylng  walls,  withlii 
which  princes  and  barons  caroused  and 
entwtalned,  and  where  the  gbod  "Queen 
Bess"  made  that  memorable  ffsit,  during 
which  had  not  the  noble  hoet- Dudley,  eerl 
of  Lelceeter-been  already  blelaed  with  a 
wife  m  the  person  of  fair  Amy  Robsart  the 
maiden  queen  would  have  made  him  her'cou- 
■ort 

Ihe  castle,  though  it  must  be  called  a  ruin 
Is  In  some  parts  very  well  preaer  fed.  Ctnsar's 
tower,  however,  is  the  only  remaining  vestige 
of  the  original  fortress  built  tiy  Geoffrey  de 
Clinton,  and  though  the  most  ancient,  is  jjcr- 
hapa  the  strongest  and  most  perf-et  part  of 
the  castle  now  standinx  It  owet  .ta  name  to 
no  particular  circumstance,  the  appellation 
of  CtBsar  being  frequently  bestovred  on  build- 
ings raised  in  the  vicinity  of  Roman  an- 
tiquities. Of  the  three  kitchens  but  little  re- 
mains, though  they  must  have  been  of  im 
menso  size.  One  oven  still  remains  intact, 
but  all  else  has  crumbled  inU*  dust  The 
great  hall,  or  bauqueting  room,  Has  built  by 
John  of  Gaunt,  and  is  in  very  fair  preserva- 
tion. 

The  Pleasance  must  not  bo  overlooked.  It 
was  a  favorite  walk  of  Queen  Elizabeth's, 
and  commands  a  mamflcent  view  of  the  hike, 
and  here,  crouching  among  the  fhrubs,  trees 
and  flowers  which  grew  in  suclj  luxuriant 
profusion,  the  queen  found  theuiibappv  Amy 
Robsart  The  postern  gate  by  which  Amy  is 
supposed  to  have  gained  admissioti  is  still  to 
bo  seen,  though  the  Pleasance  its<ilf  is  now  an 
orchard.  Mortimer's  tower,  whijh  is  almost 
a  complete  ruin,  was  doubtless  nameti  after 
Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  the  piraiuour  of 
the  wretched  "queen"  of  £dw£j-d  II,  who 
spent  his  time  here  in  gay  rt.velries  and 
in  plotting  treast)n  while  his  hauless  sover- 
eign languished  in  a  dungeon.  Bun's  tower 
was  probably  built  by  John  of  (lauut,  as  it 
resembles  many  other  edifices  which  are 
known  to  have  been  erected  by  him  in  the 
Duchy  of  Lancaster. 

Not  far  from  the  castle  are  the  ruins  of 
Kenilworth  Priory,  once  the  lomicile  of 
the  Black  Canons,  and  erected  Ly  Geoffrey 
de  Clinton  at  the  same  period  as  the  castle. 
During  the  attack  on  Kenil worth  castle  by 
Henry  111  the  priory  sustained  considerable 
damage  from  the  lawless  and  extortionate 
demands  made  upon  it  by  the  foldiers.  It 
appmy^,  however,  to  have  soon  regained  its 
prosperity,  and  ix)ssessed  consider ible  power, 
till  the  dissolution  of  monasteries  In  the  reign 
of  Henry  ViU.  Now  its  Gothio  archways 
are  crumbling  into  dust— the  cloi  iters  can  b« 
distinguished  only  by  a  few  nioss  grown 
stones,  the  old  chapel,  which  once  resounded 
with  the  pious  monks'  melodiou:i  voices,  U 
silent,  save  for  the  tinkling  of  a  sheep's  bell 
or  the  cry  of  some  wild  bird,  ixid  all  tht 
wails  are  overgrown  with  a  tangled  mass  of 
Ivy.— London  Cor.  San  Francisco  Chronicle.

A  Scheme  for   Harbor  Oellense. 

According  to  a  report  in  some  of  the  Philar 
delphia  newspapers,  a  large  compeay,  backed 
by  maiions  of  dollars,  has  prop<6ed  to  the 
secretary  of  the  navy  a  striking  atid  possibly 
effective  scheme  for  the  defense  of  that  har- 
bor and  the  harbors  of  other  cititsfrom  the 
attacks  of  an  enemy's  fleet  b^  shooting 
ignited  petroleum  at  the  imfriendly  ships 
from  the  bottom  of  the  river  and  burning 
them  up.  The  rear  admiral  has  been  directed 
to  study  closely  the  harbor  of  Philadelphia 
and  its  approaches.  The  petroleiim  defense 
scheme,  the  originators  of  whic  j  have  in- 
duced the  government  to  make  th  e  prelimin- 
ary examination  of  the  Philadelpjia  harbor, 
is  a  brilliant  one  in  more  respects  than  one. 
A  company  has  been  organized  at  Washing- 
ton to  develop  the  plan  and  to  shew  its  prac- 
ticability. 

It  is  proposed  to  sink  perforated  iron  pipes 
in  the  river  bed  and  the  approaches  to  the 
harbor,  through  which  petroleum  can  be 
forced  to  the  surface  of  the  river  sy  machin- 
ery and  at  a  high  pressure.  In  this  way  a 
fierce  Btroaw  at  bt^uiiiig  oil  can  be  sent  down 
on  the  enemy's  fleet  to  destroy  it  or  drive  it 
away.  It  is  claimed  by  the  projectors  that  a 
flame  can  be  produced  in  this  ways  as  high  as 
a  ship's  mast,  and  sent  with  terrifc  force  on 
the  attacking  vessels  many  milesi  from  the 
point  wLiere  the  oil  is  supplied  to  ;he  system 
of  submerged  pipes.  Iron  vessels  could  not 
pass  through  this  lake  of  fire.  l>ecaiise  it  could 
bo  made  to  extend  many  miles  along  the 
river.— Scientific  American. 


Prince!»s  Lieven,  of  St.  Petersburg,  ha^ 
jost  had  an  escape  from  death  that  appears 
almost  miraculous.  While  sleigh-riding  at 
Charkoff,  she  attempted  to  cross  the  rail- 
way track,  bat  the  rapidly  approaching 
train  Struck  the  vehicle  and  killed  the 
coachman.

the  steamship  Scotia. 

President  Grant  invited  me  to  come  to 
see  him  at  Long  Branch  before  I  should  sail 
and  during  ny  brief  visit  there  ho  asked 
which  army  I  wished  to  accompany— the 
German  or  the  French.  I  told  him  the  Ger- 
man, for  the  reason  that  I  thought  more 
could  be  seen  with  the  successful  side,  and 
that  the  indications  pointed  to  the  defeat  of 
the  French.  My  choice  evidently  pleased  him 
greatly,  as  he  had  the  utmost  contempt  for 
L'.uis  Napoleon  and  had  always  denounced 
him  as  a  usurper  and  a  charlatan.— ,G«a 
Philip  H.  (Suendan  in  Scribner's  Magazine.

If  1  ask  for  a  cu?  of  tea  at 
1  little  wayside  teahouse  it  is  handed  to  me 
in  a  little  piece  of  shell  like  china  110  bigger 
Han  an  egg  cup,  and  the  little  Japanese 
beauty  goes  down  on  her  knees  when  she 
brings  it  to  you.— Frank  G.  Carpenter.

But  if  the  opportunity  wbich  a  wealthy 
American  girl  has  for  cultivation  and  refine- 
ment is  considered,  to  say  nothing  of  her 
Christian  training,  which  shoul.l  be  hers, 
and  can  bo  hers  for  the  asking,  is  considered! 
which  enable  her  to  distinguish  between  the 
modesi  and  the  immodest,  these  people  will, 
if  they  are  not  biased,  admit  that  the  com- 
parison has  all  tho  elements  of  truth.  To 
my  mind,  there  is  very  little  difference  be- 
tween a  poor,  uneducated  African  woman 
with  absolutely  no  perceptions  of  right  and 
wrong,  appeai-ing  stark  naked,  and  a  Chris- 
tian woman  of  the  Nineteenth  century  ex- 
posing her  breast. 

EVIL  MINDED   MEN. 

So  much  for  the  immodesty  of  the  ques 
tion.  Its  immorality  is  attributable  partly 
to  the  women  who  wear  it,  but  chiefly  to  the 
men  who  countenance  and  encourage  them. 
The  women  who  eagerly  sei^e  ou  the  pretext 
which  this  costume  affords  for  the  exhibition 
of  their  physical  attractions  for  tho  purpose 
of  capturing  tho  attention  of  men,  thereby 
knowing  full  well  what  the  influence  of  such 
a  display  possesses,  art  1  am  very  happy  to 
say,  in  the  minority,  but  they  do  exist,  and 
the  costume  in  their  hands  and  worn  by  them 
is  an  instrument  of  the  devU.  The  chief 
cause  of  its  immorality,  however,  resides  in 
the  filthy  imaginations  of  the  men. 

All  men  are  more  or  less  immoral  In 
thought,  if  not  in  deed,  and  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  exception  to  this  rule.  If  it  is  not 
so,  why  do  men  frequent  theatres  where  tho 
exposure  of  half  naked  women  in  tights 
coiored  to  resemble  human  flesh  is  the  pre- 
vailing and  predommant  feature  of  the  per- 
formances? They  go  there  simply  that  their 
unhealthy  and  uncleanly  imaginations  may 
have  full  play,  and  if  the  exhibitions  on  the 
stage  do  uot  minister  to  their  diseased  fancy 
and  appeal  to  their  sexual  passions  they  are 
voted  dull  and  commonplace  and  left  without 
patronage. 

Nowadays  men  often  frequent  drawing 
rooms  for  the  same  reason  that  they  frequent 
tho  theatres.  There  they  meet  women,  their 
social  peers,  it  is  true,  dressed,  or  rather  un- 
dressed, in  evening  costume,  and  find  food 
for  their  imagination  precisely  as  they  do 
when  they  attend  a  ballet  or  a  spectacle. 
Then  comes  the  talk  of  the  clubs.  The  bust, 
the  formation  of  the  arms,  and  the  more  or 
less  voluptuous  curves  of  the  figm-e,  all  fur- 
nish themes  for  subsequent  comment.  The 
points  of  a  new  debutante  are  estimated  by 
these  men  during  drawing  room  conversa- 
tions, with  all  the  car^  nnd  skill  exhibited  by 
an  expert  in  horseflesh,  where  the  merits  of  a 
horse  are  under  consideration.  And  the  ob- 
servations carried  away  from  these  drawing 
rooms  are  made  afterwards  the  subject  of 
club  gossip,  and  form  the  basis  of  compari- 
son when  tho  excellencies  of  rival  beauties 
happen  to  be  mentioned. 

HAS  SEEN   IT   EISISELF. 

If  yoimg  and  innocent  girls  could  but  hear 
the  comments  and  criticisms  which  are  made 
on  their  figures  by  club  men  around  the  card 
rooms  and  at  club  windows,  and  could  listen 
for  a  moment  to  the  mibtite  analyses  which 
are  made  of  their  physical  attractions  left 
exposed  by  reason  of  the  decollete  dress,  no 
argument  that  could  possibly  be  advanced 
would  induce  them  to  continue  the  wearing 
of  this  appa.'xjntlj  popular  and  fashionable 
garment.  And  when  1  speak  of  the  un- 
hcensea  way  in  which  men  talk  in  the  club 
rooms,  I  am  not  drawing  on  my  imagination. 
1  was  S5  years  old  before  1  became  a  minister, 
and  during  that  time  1  had  ample  opportuni- 
ties for  observation,  and  it  is  what  I  saw 
and  heard  which  now  furidshes  me  the  basis 
for  the  conclusions  I  have  expressed. 

The  underlying  principle  of  ail  nude  ex- 
hibitions, whether  on  the  public  stage  or  in 
private  life,  is  dirt  Even  if  legislative  in- 
terference were  possible,  however,  in  the 
matter,  any  attempt  to  exert  it  would  be 
foolish.  The  folly  and  indecency  of  the  de- 
collete dress  have  been  pointed  out  by  the 
press  and  by  the  pulpit  ever  since  it  has  been 
worn,  and  never  with  any  appreciably  good 
effect.  1  prefer  to  let  the  women  who  wear 
them  severely  alone.  If  people  want  to  live 
in  pig  sties  let  them  live  thera  For  one  I 
would  not  attempt  to  compel  them  to  live 
elsewhere.  I  am  no  Puritan  except  for  my-

I  went  Co  see  a  criminai  executed  by  the 
method  known  as  the  "garrote."  When  1 
reached  the  spot  the  aveuuo  and  tbu  roadway 
to  the  Jail  was  packed  with  natives  of  all 
shades,  as  was  every  place  in  the  vicinity 
where  a  view  of  the  field  and  scaffold  was 
possible.  1  believe  there  were  fully  10,000 
natives  there — men,  women  and  children — 
and  as  they  have  a  weakness  for  bright  colors 
in  their  scanty  garments  they  formed  a  very 
"circus  poster"  picture.  In  a  double  hollow 
square  around  the  scaffold  was  a  regiment  of 
infantry,  Spanish  and  native,  and  a  cavalry 
company  occupied  a  position  in  double  line 
at  the  extreme  right.  Under  the  bamboo 
trees  that  line  the  avenue  and  jail  roadway, 
and  in  the  shade  of  the  jail  wall,  were 
gathered  groups  of  Europeans  and  Spanish 
army  officers,  but  the  soldiers  and  native 
spectators  were  exposed  to  the  direct  rays  of 
the  Sim,  which  1  could  not  have  endured  for 
any  great  length  of  time.  I  was  armed  with 
a  good  Sim  umbrella,  but  1  sought  u  shady 
place  under  some  bamboo  treos  just  as  soon 
as  1  could  get  there. 

DESCRIFTIO.'J   or  THE  GARROTE. 

To  the  left  of  the  center  of  the  field  stood 
the  scaffold  and  "garrote."  A  merely  cas- 
ual glance  at  it  is  calculated  to  send  a  thrill 
of  horror  through  every  fiber  of  the  body, 
for  it  seems  to  be  one  of  the  crudest  instru 
ments  of  death  imaginable.  It  can  be  briefly 
described  It  consists  only  of  a  strong  up- 
right post,  midway  upon  which  projects  a 
piece  of  inch  board  for  the  condemned  to  sit 
upon.  It  isn't  a  very  comfortable  seat,  but 
he  probably  never  gives  it  a  thought  after 
the  execution  begins.  Above  the  seat,  placed 
at  a  proper  height  to  catch  the  prisoner's 
neck,  is  the  "garrote."  It  is  a  screw  lever 
attached  to  an  iron  collar,  and  looks  as  if  it 
might  be  a  letter  copying  press  slightly  re- 
constructed. The  screw  does  not  pass 
through  the  post,  but  through  a  flat  iron 
band  which  passes  around  to  the  front,  be- 
ing held  in  place  by  grooves  in  the  wood. 
The  condemned,  with  his  hands  and  feet 
heavily  manacled,  is  placed  upon  the  seat 
and  his  body  is  bound  firmly  with  cords  to 
the  upright  post  The  flat  iron  baud  is  then 
clasped  securely  about  his  throat,  and  at  a 
signal  from  the  proper  official  the  execu- 
tioner begins  to  turn  the  screw  very  much 
as  you  would  turn  the  screw  on  a  copying 
press.  The  neck  of  the  prisoner  is  gradually 
pressed  back  against  the  post,  the  flat  iron  is 
drawn  tighter  and  tighter  against  the  throat, 
blood  starts  from  the  mouth  and  nostrils,  the 
tongue  is  forced  out  over  the  chin  and  the 
man  dies  in  the  most  horrible  agony. 

The  executioner,  who  stands  behind  the 
victim,  in  full  view  of  everj*  one,  must  hare 
an  exceedingly  peculiar  mind,  to  say  the 
least.  Fdt-timately,  a  black  cap  is  drawn 
completely  over  the  head  and  face  of  the 
condemned,  and  the  fearful  contortions  of 
his  face  cannot  be  seen,  but  one  can  readily 
imagine  how  the  face  looks  as  the  iron  collar 
slowly  chokes  the  life  out  of  the  body. 

Presently  a  procession  of  about  a  dozen 
black  robed  priests,  several  acolytes  and  a 
delegation  from  the  Society  of  Peace  and 
Charity  came  moving  slowly  up  the  avenue, 
and  turned  into  the  jail  to  give  the  prisoner 
the  last  consolations  of  his  religion.  They 
carried  a  large  silken  banner,  heavily 
weighted  and  decorated  with  pure  silver  em- 
broidery and  filagree  work,  in  the  center  of 
which  was  a  most  artistically  executed  oil 
painting  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  while  the  aco- 
lytes carried  crucifixes  and  a  pail  of  holy 
water,  all  of  solid  silver. 

The  procession  passed  into  the  jail  yard  to 
the  little  chapel,  where  the  prisoner  sat  im- 
der  guard  waiting  for  the  final  summons. 
And,  oh,  what  a  pitiful  sight  he  presented! 

Promptly  at  8  o'clock— to  the  second— a 
small  bell  in  the  jail  yard  sounded  and  a 
guard  appeared  with  a  pair  of  heavy  hand- 
cuffs, which  were  «  aickly  clasped  upon  the 
wrists  of  the  trembling  prisoner.  Ho  was 
lifted  to  his  feet,  but  seemed  too  weak  to 
walk,  and  was  supported  on  either  side  by  a 
Jail  guard.  Near  him  stood  a  priest,  who 
whispered  words  of  encouragement  to  him 
occasionally,  and  a  procession  was  formed 
for  the  march  to  the  scaffold.  In  advance 
walked  an  altar  boy  with  a  large  bell,  which 
he  tolled  monotonously  as  he  moved  along, 
and  then  came  the  prisoner  and  guards,  fol- 
lowed by  the  priest  and  acolytes  bearing  the 
beautiful  silver  banner.  On  each  side  marched 
a  file  of  soldiers,  and  the  jail  offlcieds  and  a 
few  privileged  spectators  brought  up  the 
rear.  The  solemn  procession  moved  slowly 
out  of  the  chapel  through  the  jail  yard,  a 
distance  of  perhaps  twenty  yards,  and  into 
the  outer  yard  to  the  main  gate,  about  forty 
yards  further,  and  down  the  roadway  to  the 
field.  At  this  point  the  commander  of  the 
military  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the 
column,  and  marched  with  it  to  the  foot  of 
the  steps  leading  to  the  scaffold. 

The  executioner,  dressed  in  an  ordinary 
business  suit,  L-ad  already  reached  his  post, 
had  given  the  screw  lever  a  turn  or  two  to 
see  if  it  was  in  proper  working  order,  and 
had  placed  the  ropes  so  that  the  prisoner 
could  be  quickly  bound  to  the  upright  beam. 
He  threw  open  the  iron  throat  clasp,  hung 
his  hat  on  the  top  of  the  post  and  was  ready 
to  proceed  with  his  part  of  the  transaction. 

SNATCHED   FROU   DEATEL 

Suddenly  there  was  a  movement  in  the 
crowd  near  the  jail  entrance  and  a  man  was 
■een  working  his  way  toward  the  scaffold. 
The  lines  of  soldiers  opened  and  Senor  Pinto, 
one  of  the  aids  or  "ayudantes"  of  the  gov- 
ernor general,  rushed  into  full  view  shouting: 

"Stopl  Stop!  In  the  name  of  her  majesty." 

ProtMibly  the  most  dramatic  scene  I  ever 
witnessed  in  real  life  then  followed.  As 
Senor  Pinto  hurried  across  the  field  the 
priests  on  the  scaffold  knew  at  once  what  had 
occurred,  and  they  set  up  a  wild  shout: 

"He  lives!     Long  live  the  queen!" 

"You're  not  to  die;  the  queen  has  pardoned 
your  some  one  shouted  in  the  prisoner's  ear, 
and  be  sank  to  the  floor  in  a  dead  faint. 

Then  the  vast  multitude  be^n  to  realize 
what  had  occurred,  and  from  10,000  throats 
arose  the  wild  cry: 

"He  lives!    Long  live  the  queen  I" 

"Viva!    Vivall     Vivaltl" 

Then  the  priests  raised  the  bewildered 
prisoner  on  their  shoulders,  and  he  passion- 
ately kissed  the  imago  of  the  Virgin  on  the 
beautiful  baimer,  while  the  crowd  raised  a 
deafening  shout  of: 

"Vival     Vivall     Viva!  I!" 

He  bad  at  last  realized  that  be  was  not  to 
lie,  and  bis  tear  stamed  face  beamed  with 
Joy  and  gratitude.  Tbo  crowd,  now  released 
from  restraint,  cried  and  shouted,  and  gave 
vent  to  its  feelings  in  every  pxjssible  way. 
The  march  from  the  scaffold  back  to  the  jail 
was  quickly  done,  the  thousands  of  spectators 
following  closely  behind,  shouting  lustily 
until  the  outer  gates  were  closed  in  their 
faces,  and  then  the  intense  excitement  began 
to  decrease.  The  crowd  soon  dispersed,  and 
within  a  few  hom-s  all  traces  of  tho  exciting 
dvent  had  been  removed.— Manilla  Cor.  St. 
Louis  Eepublic.

A    'FRISCO    TRAGEDY    RECALLED. 


Near 


How  Jlxn  Oobson,  the  Terror,  Came 
Djiag  with   Ula  UooU  On. 

"This  is  tfas  man  who  kUisd  Jim  Dobson," 
said  my  frisad.  as  w*  crosasd  Tweuty-thlrd 
•trsst  at  ths  juoctlon  of  Br^>adway  and  fitih 
avenue  the  other  afternoon. 

This  recalled  ths  life  and  death  of  oas  of 
the  worst  men  that  ever  set  foot  on  tlis  Pa- 
cific coast. 

Every  town  in  CaUfornia,  Nevada  and 
Colorado,  especially  In  their  early  days,  has 
had  iu  terror.  Jim  Dobson  was  for  many 
years  the  "terror"  of  San  Franclsoa  He 
was  a  hydra  beaded  "terror,"  toa  Wher 
ever  there  were  races,  faii-s.  billiard  matches, 
prize  fights  or  excitement  of  any  kind,  Jim 
Dobson  was  tbersL  He  had  killed  several 
men  and  attempted  to  kill  many  mora  He 
never  paid  for  anything,  and  was  generally 
well  supplied  with  fun<£,  although  he  never 
did  a  stroke  of  work.  Honest  men  shunned 
him,  and  many  of  those  who  knew  him  feared 
him.  His  associates  were  of  the  lowest  of 
t)Otb  sexes. 

In  ono  of  his  shootmg  scrapes,  during  a 
debauch  some  twenty  years  ago,  his  aim  was 
so  inaccurate  that  he  emptied  the  seven 
chambers  of  his  revolver  iu  trying  to  kill  tiis 
adversary,  without  hitting  him.  Throwing 
his  revolver  on  the  floor  he  exclaimed: 

"Here,  you ,  you  shoot,     Pll 

be if  I  can."   ' 

When  Rudolph  went  to  San  Francisco, 
about  nineteen  years  ago,  to  play  John  Deery 
for  the  billiard  championship  of  America, 
an  audience  of  nearly  8,000  persons  gathered 
in  the  Mechanics'  pavilion  to  witness  the 
game.  Of  course  Dobson  was  there.  He  had 
bet  heavily  on  Deery.  When  it  became  ap 
parent  that  Rudolph  would  win — he  having 
but  16  to  go,  with  the  balls  in  hand,  to 
Deery's  163— Dobson  stepped  up  to  the  table 
just  as  Rudolph  was  about  to  shoot,  and, 
grabbing  one  of  the  object  balls,  threw  it  at 
random  among  the  audience.  Some  one 
caught  it— on  the  nose.  Although  Deery  was 
tho  favorite  the  audience  wanted  fair  play 
Cries  of  "Put  him  out  I"  proceeded  from  all 
(larts  of  the-  halL  Turning  to  the  audience, 
Dobson  said: 

"There  ain't  a here  who  can 

put  me  out     If  any  on^^ttempts  it  I'll  put 
daylight  through  tiim." 

No  one  attempted  it  The  ball  was  brought 
back  and  placed  on  the  table,  and  Rudolph 
ran  the  game  out 

These  are  only  two  instances  of  many  of  a 
similar  nature,  but  they  will  sufllco  to  indi 
cate  the  man's  desperate  disposition.  It  was 
about  a  year  later  that  he  met  his  death- 
very  unexpectedly,  too,  for  bis  slayer  was  a 
quiet,  inoffensive  amateur  billiardist  of  some 
repute.  They  had  met  at  a  fancy  ball  about 
a  week  previously.  Dobson,  who  had  been 
"bucking  the  tiger"  that  night  with  indiffer- 
ent success,  asked  for  a  loan  of  $20,  which 
was  refused.  With  an  oath  the  rmf- 
flan  told  the  man  who  iiad  .  dared  refuse 
to  comply  with  bis  wishes  that  he  had  better 
keep  out  of  his  way  in  the  future,  as  he 
would  kill  him  on  sight 

"Oh,  I  guess  'Frisco  is  large  enough  to  hold 
us  both,"  was  the  calm  reply. 

On  the  following  Saturday  the  two  men 
met  on  Montgomery  street,  near  Market 
Dobson  stepped  up  to  the  other  man  and 
ejaculated: 

"I  thought  I  told  you  to  keep  out  of  my 
way.  Now  I'm  going  to  kill  youi"  And  he 
made  a  motion  as  if  to  draw  his  pistoL 

"You  wouldn't  shoot  an  unarmed    man, 

would  your'  inquired  the  billiardist,  calmly. 

"Well,  if  you  ain't  heeled  you  go  and  heel 

yourself,  you ;  for  the  next  time 

I  meet  you  I'll  shoot  you  anyhow." 

The  billiardist,  knowing  the  deQ)erate 
character  of  the  man  whose  enmity  be  had 
incurred,  procured  a  pistol  forthwith.  He 
then  went  to  the  Occidental  hotel  and  played 
a  few  games  of  billiards.  On  going  out  be 
saw  Dobson  half  a  block  distant  coming 
toward  him.  Thinking  he  had  been  seen,  he 
knew  it  would  be  useless  to  retreat,  so  he 
awaited  Dobson's  coming  in  the  hotel  vesti- 
bule. When  the  latter  had  got  within  a  few 
feet  of  him  the  billiardist  stepped  out  and 
flred  two  bullets  in  quick  succession  into 
Dobson's  body  before  the  latter  had  time  to 
cock  his  revolver.  Dobson  dropped  on  the 
sidewalk,  exclaiming: 
"I  never  thought  you'd  do  this." 
"Well,"  said  the  other,  "I  thought  you 
would,  and  so  I  made  up  my  mind  to  get 
ahead  of  you  if  1  could." 

Dobson  was  then  carried  into  a  drug  store 
across  tho  street 

"Pull  my  boots  off,"  he  said  faintly  to  the 
bystanders,  and  as  soon  as  this  was  done  be 
expired. 

He  had  often  been  told  that  he  would  "die 
with  his  boots  on,"  as  is  generally  the  case 
with  desperadoes  of  his  ilk  in  the  west,  but 
even  in  this  he  cheated  public  opinion. 

The  man  who  thus  rid  the  community  of 
Jim  Dobson  s  abnoxious  presence  was  not 
only  promptly  acquitted,  but  even  made  a 
hero  of  by  many  and  complimented  by  some 
of  the  daily  papers.  I.  who  had  seen  Dobson 
on  a  Calistoga  train  compel  the  conductor  to 
give  him  change  for  |20,  when  he  had  given 
him  only  $10  for  his  fare,  always  looked  upon 
the  killing  as  an  act  of  self  defense  and  upon 
t'ne  billiardist  as  a  brave  man.— New  York 
Herald.  ^

THE    ANTIQUITY    OF     BAKING. 


Breadmaklng    a     Prehistoric     Art — E^KTp^ 
tlana     as     Bakers    and     Their     SkllL 

Tho  origin  of  baking  precedes  the  period  of 
history  and  is  involved  in  the  obscurity  of 
tne  early  ages  of  the  human  race.  Excava- 
tions made  in  Switzerland  gave  evidence  that 
the  art  of  making  bread  was  practiced  by 
our  prehistoric  ancestors  as  early  as  the  stone 
period.  Prom  the  shape  of  loaves  it  is 
thought  that  no  ovens  were  used  at  that 
time,  but  the  dough  was  rolled  into  small, 
round  cakes  and  laid  on  hot  stones,  being 
covered  with  glowing  ashen.  Bread  is  men- 
tioned in  the  book  of  Genesis,  where  Abra- 
ham, wishing  to  entertain  three  angels,  of- 
fered to  "fetch  a  morsel  of  bread."  Baking 
is  again  referred  to  where  Sarah  has  instruc- 
tions to  "make  ready  quickly  three  measures 
of  fine  meal,  knead  it,  and  make  cakes  upon 
the  hearth."  Lot  entertained  two  angels  by 
giving  them  unleavened  bread  The  mere 
mention  of  unleavened  bread  shows  that 
there  were  two  kinds  of  bread  made  even  at 
that  time. 

The  art  of  baking  was  carried  to  a  high 
perfection  among  the  Egyptians,  who  are 
■aid  to  have  baked  cakes  in  many  fantastic 
shapes,  using  several  kinds  of  flour.  The 
Romans  took  up  the  art  of  baking  and  public 
bakeries  were  numerous  on  the  streets  of 
Rome.  In  England  the  business  of  the  baker 
was  considered  to  be  one  so  closely  affecting 
tho  interests  of  the  public  that  in  1266  an  act 
of  parliament  was  passed  regulating  the  price 
to  be  charged  for  bread.  This  regulation  con- 
tinued in  operation  until  1822  in  London,  and 
until  1836  in  the  rest  of  tho  country.  The 
art  of  making  bread  has  not  yet  reached 
some  countries  in  Europe  and  Asia.  In  the 
rural  parts  of  Sweden  no  bread  is  made,  but 
ryo  cakes  that  are  baked  twice  a  year  and  are 
as  hard  as  flint  It  is  less  than  a  century  ago 
that  bread  was  used  in  Scotland,  the  Scotch 
people  of  every  class  living  on  barley  ban- 
nocks and  oaten  cakes. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  bread  is  sold  very 
cheaply  in  Great  BriUin,  the  bakers  of  that 
country  are  a  poorly  paid  class  of  laborers. 
For  years  the  employers  made  use  of  child 
labor  to  such  an  extent  that  parliament  in 
1863  passed  a  law  making  it  a  criminal  of- 
fense to  employ  a  young  person  under  the 
age  of  18  years  to  work  in  a  bakehouse  be- 
tween the  hours  of  9  o'clock  p.  m.  and  5 
o'clock  a.  m.  As  most  of  the  work  done  by 
bakers  is  In  tho  night,  this  statutory  law  in 
Great  Britain  virtually  prohibits  child  labor 
in  bake  houses.  In  all  countries  of  the  world 
wheat  flour  is  the  principal  material  for  mak- 
ing bread,  although  rye  is  iise<l  largely  among 
the  peasantry  in  some  parts  of  Europe.  The 
price  of  bread  has  always  followed  the  mar- 
ket price  of  wheat  very  closely,  and  a  recent 
rise  in  wheat  advanced  the  price  of  a  pound 
loaf  in  Chicago  25  p«-  cent— Chicago  Newa

A  Uon  That  Carried  Off  a  Cow  Weiy  Unt 
600  Poonda— Tmpa  In  Which  the  Biiaats 
Are  Taken  Allv*— Saved  bj  Imitating 
the  Bark  of  a  Dog. 

We  were  once  camped  In  a  grove  on  the 
bank  of  a  creek,  our  party  nunil)erlng  over 
thirty  people.  We  had  liorsc*,  oxen,  wa|onB 
and  dogs,  and  were  spread  out  over  two  teres 
of  ground  it  was  in  the  lion  country,  and 
they  niight  be  exixicied  to  approatih  atn:ght, 
but  on  the  socond  afternoon  of  our  cignp, 
while  all  were  engaged  in  cleaning  up  and 
making  repairs,  an  aiunu  was  suddenly 
raised  I  supposed  that  some  of  the  aniifaals 
had  stampeded,  and  ran  around  the  wiigon 
to  get  a  clear  view  of  the  space  betweeii  us 
and  the  creek.  This  creek  was  'JOO  feet  a't-ay. 
and  was  so  nearly  dry  that  one  could  ktep 
across  it  The  bank  on  the  other  sidejwas 
rocky  ground,  pretty  thickly  covered  f  ith 
scrub,  and  right  on  the  brink  stood  on^  of 
the  largest  lions  1  ever  saw  He  was  out  in 
full  view,  head  and  tail  up,  and  stfwd  soistlll 
for  a  moment  that  1  doubted  if  he  was  aliva 

There  was  a  light  breeze  blowing  tovrard 
us,  and  as  soon  as  our  animal.s  got  the  ssent 
It  required  the  efforts  of  every  native  to  pre 
vent  them  from  breaking  away  My  jjuns 
were  being  cleaned  and  oiled,  and  my  two 
white  companions  were  looking  after  their 
horses.  No  one  had  the  least  idea  that  the 
lion  meant  mischief,  and  we  were  presently 
dumfounded  to  see  him  spring  across  the 
creek  and  come  walking  into  camp.  We 
measured  his  leap  and  found  it  to  be  tweaty 
eight  feet  He  made  it  without  an  efforts  I 
was  to  the  right  of  him,  and  the  center  of  the 
camp  was  his  objective  point  The  lion  ad 
vanced  at  a  walk,  uttering  no  sound,  and  the 
shouts,  screams  and  whoops  of  the  cien, 
backed  by  tho  bellowing  of  the  cattle  and  the 
snorts  of  the  horses,  had  no  effect  on  him, 

COOL   A.VD   BUSINESS   LIKK 

We  had  a  new  milch  cow  tied  to  the  wheel 
of  one  of  the  wagons,  and  the  lion  advanced 
to  within  thirty  feet  of  her,  and  then  made  a 
spring  which  landed  him  fairly  upon  her 
back.  She  fell  in  a  heap,  and  he  seized  her 
by  the  neck,  gave  her  two  or  three  shakes, 
which  broke  the  grass  rope  around  her  hifad, 
and  he  then  got  his  right  shoulder  ui:iler  her 
and  started  off.  The  cow  weighed  ;it  Isast 
500  pounds,  but  he  carried  her  with  r>erfect 
ease,  her  hind  feet  dragging  on  the  .-rotjid. 
At  the  creek  he  made  a  jump  of  ele\  en  feet, 
ascended  a  sloping  bank  without  a  halt,  ind 
soon  disappeared  in  the  broken  ground  vfith 
his  prey.  He  was  gone  before  we  had  a  jfun 
ready.  Indeed,  we  were  lucky  not  to  have 
lost  half  our  animals.  I  was  no  greenhorn 
in  the  animal  business  at  that  date,  but  Jhis 
was  tho  first  time  1  had  ever  witnes,sed  snch 
cheek  in  a  lion.  Had  1  been  told  that  he  4ad 
snch  courage  and  coolness  I  should  h»ve 
laughed  the  statement  to  scorn. 

As  soon  as  order  had  been  restored  the 
three  of  us  mounted  our  horses  and,  preoeied 
by  five  or  six  natives  and  their  dogs,  crossed 
the  creek  and  took  up  the  trail.  After  gobg 
about  half  a  mile  we  discovered  the  lion  sit- 
ting beside  the  carcass  in  a  little  hollow.  He 
was  sitting  up  like  a  dog,  head  turned  to- 
ward us,  but  as  soon  as  he  saw  us  divido  be 
ran  off  with  his  tail  down,  evidertly 
thoroughly  alarmed,  and  such  was  his  speed 
that  we  soon  lost  him.  We  could  count  on 
his  returning  to  the  body  during  the  ni|}it, 
and  the  natives  were  therefore  set  to  w.>rk 
to  dig  a  pit  and  conceal  it  They  regarded 
the  lion  as  being  as  cunning  as  he  was  wise, 
and  the  pit  was  not  dug  near  the  body,  but 
thirty  feet  away  from  it  and  in  the  direction 
in  which  it  was  believed  he  would  drag  the 
body. 

If  a  lion  or  tiger  leave  a  body  during  the 
day  and  returns  to  it  at  night  the  first  ae;  is 
to  drag  it  some  distance,  as  if  fearing  an  tjn- 
buscade.  While  the  rule  is  not  invariable,  it 
holds  good  in  most  cases.  During  the  nijht 
a  dozen  lions  scented  around  our  camp,  5ut 
without  causing  any  alarm,  and  soon  alter 
daylight  the  natives  went  out  to  investigate 
the  trap.  No  hunter  ever  had  such  a  wind- 
fall before  or  since.  As  night  came  several 
lions  must  have  scented  the  carcass,  tmd 
gathered  for  a  feast  The  rightful  owner  ob- 
jected, of  course,  and  there  was  a  fight,  the 
result  of  which  was  that  three  full  grown 
males  tumbled  into  our  pit.  This  factild 
not  prevent  others  from  picking  the  careers 
clean.  One  of  tho  captives  was  tho  chet^y 
old  fellow  who  had  entered  our  camp,  ted 
the  other  two  were  fully  as  large.  In  the 
course  of  the  forenoon  we  had  them  out  end 
in  the  cages,  and  two  oi  them  are  in  She 
United  States  today  in  zoological  gardens. 

There  are  plenty  of  instances  where  men 
have  been  seized  by  lions  and  lived  to  relite 
the  particulars,  though  no  two  agree  as  to 
sensations.  A  week  subsequent  to  our  cip- 
ture  of  the  three  lions  I  had  been  out  with 
some  of  the  natives  to  prepare  a  bait  in  a 
rocky  ravina  We  had  built  a  stout  pen  of 
rocks  and  logs  and  placed  a  calf  as  a  bjiit. 
The  sun  was  nearly  down  as  we  started  :Ior 
camp,  and  no  one  had  the  least  suspicion  of 
the  presence  of  danger  until  a  lion,  whch 
had  tseen  crouching  beside  a  bush,  sprang  out 
and  knocked  me  down.  In  springing  upon 
his  prey  the  lion  or  the  tiger  strikes  as  be 
seizes.  This  blow  of  the  paw,  if  it  falls  on 
the  right  spot,  disables  tho  victim  at  once. 

I  was  so  near  this  fellow  that  he  simply 
reared  up,  seized  mo  by  the  shoulder  and 
pulled  me  down,  and  1  was  flat  on  the  eaith 
before  I  realized  what  had  happened  I  was 
on  my  back,  and  he  stood  with  both  paws  on 
my  middle,  facing  tho  natives  and  growliog 
savagely.  The  men  ran  off  about  300  fnot 
and  then  halted,  which  was  doubtless  the 
reason  why  I  was  not  carried  off  at  once.  I 
can  say  v-ithout  conceit  tliat  1  was  fairly 
cooL  It  had  come  so  suddenly  that  I  had  not 
had  time  to  get  rattled.  I  had  been  told  by 
an  old  Boer  hunter,  if  I  ever  found  myself  in 
this  fix,  to  appeal  to  the  lion's  fears.  Had  I 
moved  my  arm  to  get  my  pistol,  the  benst 
would  have  lowered  his  head  and  seized  ray 
throat  So  long  as  1  lay  quiet  he  woiJd 
reason  that  1  was  dead,  and  give  his  atten- 
tion to  tho  natives. 

All  of  a  sudden  I  barked  out  like  a  dcg, 
followed  by  a  growl,  and  that  beast  jumped 
twenty  feet  in  his  surprise.  He  came  do«rn 
between  me  nnd  the  natives,  and  I  turned 
enough  to  see  that  his  tail  was  down  aid 
that  he  wasscired.  I  utteied  further  barks 
and  growls,  bit  without  moving  a  hand,  ard, 
after  making  a  circle  clear  around  me,  the 
lion  suddenly  bolted  and  went  off  with  a 
scare  which  would  last  him  a  week,  if  y.)u 
had  picked  up  a  stick  and  discovered  it  to  bo 
a  snake  jou  would  do  just  as  the  lion  did 
He  supposed  he  had  puUed  down  a  man. 
The  man  turned  into  a  dog.  It  appealed  to 
his  fears. 

After  the  lion  had  gone  I  grew  so  weiik 
that  I  had  to  bo  carried  to  camp.  He  hid 
inflicted  a  pretty  bad  bite  on  my  should(C, 
and  it  was  a  fortnight  before  I  could  bold  my 
gun  for  an  offhand  shot  I  had  the  presence 
of  a  fourth  captive  during  this  time  to  con- 
sole me,  however.  No  animal  went  near  tbe 
calf  on  the  fli-st  or  the  second  night,  but  c>n 
the  third  we  captured  a  fine  half  grovm 
male,  and  got  him  ca:ied  without  troube. 
Curiously  enough,  he  had  offered  the  calf  no 
violence,  being  overcome  by  tho  situation, 
and  when  wo  found  him  the  two  seemed  ot 
the  best  of  terms.— Cor.  New  York  Bun. 


Gentle  Lirard. 

Lizards,  says  a  writer  in  The  Popular 
Science  Monthly,  are  the  most  good  natured 
little  animals  possible.  "I  have  often  seen," 
said  he,  "at  the  old  trestle  at  May's  Landing, 
a  littla  lizard  and  sometimes  two  perch  upon 
tbe  bead  and  back  of  an  adult,  and  there  be 
allowed  to  sit  for  fully  an  hour.  The  sharp 
claws  of  these  youngsters  seemed  at  times 
dangerously  near  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  pa^ 
tient  old  one,  but  it  offered  no  resistance,  and 
when  I  forced  such  burdened  lizards  to  move, 
it  was  always  with  a  deliberateness  that  sug- 
gested that  they  were  really  averso  to  disturb- 
ing those  resting  upon  them.  Again,  adults 
would  often  rest  uix)n  each  other  in  wliat  ap- 
peared to  be  a  most  uncomfortable  manner 
for  the  one  beneath,  often  pressing  the  bead 
of  the  latter  into  tho  sand  and  completely 
blinding  it  for  the  time;  yet  1  never  saw  the 
slightest  evidence  of  ill  humor,  not  even 
when  they  were  being  fed.  Often  it  hap- 
pened that  some  sleepy  fellow  would  quietly 
snap  up  the  fly  toward  which  another  lizard 
was  cautiously  crawling,  yet  no  fight  en- 
sued Anything  more  trying  than  this  to 
humanity  cannot  bo  imagined,  yet  the  Uzards 
took  every  such  occurrence  as  a  matter  of 
course." 


newer  Farmers. 

The  flower  farms  of  the  country  around 
Nice  yield  as  an  average  yearly  crop  2,000 
tons  of  orange  flowers,  1,000  tons  of  roses, 
150  tons  of  violets,  as  many  of  jessamine 
flowers,  and  lesser  quantities  of  other  blos- 
soms. Tho  larger  portion  of  oil  or  attar  of 
rose  comes  from  the  farms  of  Roumelia  in 
Turkey,  and  from  Gazipur  in  India.  It  is 
reckoned  that  'iOO,000  rose  blossoms  are  re- 
quired to  produce  an  amount  of  the  attar 
equal  in  weight  to  a  silver  rupee— about  60 
cents  of  our  money— and  worth  $,50  an  ounce. 
Large  quantities  of  the  oil  of  orange  peel 
and  the  oil  of  orange  flowers,  known  as 
neroil,  are  made  in  Sicily.  Much  of  the  oils 
of  peppermint,  thyme,  rosemary  and  laven- 
der comes  from  Surrey,  England,  while  in 
North  Carolina  large  quantities  of  oil  of 
sassafras  are  distilled,  the  busings  rising  to 
the  profiortions  of  a  considerable  industry 
—St  Paul  Pioneer  Press.

All  that  is  requii-ed  is  to  place  the  point  of  a 
knife  blade,  or  of  a  sharp  lead  ijencil,  on  the 
thumb  nail,  when  u  shadow  will  bo  cast 
directly  from  the  sun,  however  dense  may  bo

That  which  strikes  a  porsoa  on  entering  a 
ohnroh  in  Guatemala  is  the  total  absence  of 
well  dres-seti  men.  They  send  their  wives  and 
chiklren,  while  they  seek  divemon  in  ths 
barnvms,  billiard  saloons  and  clubs,  for 
which  Sundays  and  featit  days  are  the  busiest 
times.  The  Uuatemalteeo  regards  the  prac- 
tice of  religion  as  good  enough  for  women, 
h\\t  he  himsolf  has  use  for  it  on  four  occv 
liohs  only— at  birth  and  baptism,  marriage 
and  doath.  When  a  child  has  reached  an  tn^ 
when  its  parents  believe  it  will  not  cry  oar*- 
ing  baptism,  all  near  relatives  and  dear 
friends  are  invited  to  the  ceremony.  Tbs 
first  act  is  a  very  decorous  performaneo 
of  his  duties  by  the  priest;  the  aecond 
'«  a  "jfimboree,"  which  is  continued 
A  that  day  and  up  to  the  business  hours  of 
the  next.  If  the  family  be  weiilthy  the  very 
finest  brands  of  wines  are  consumed;  if  it  be 
^oor,  "iative  whisky  is  sot  before  the  guests, 
^iid  not  unfre(]ueuily  man}*  laud  in  the  cala- 
boose before  they  arrive  at  their  own  homes. 
Here,  rather  mure  than  in  their  own  country, 
does  it  soeiu  the  custom  to  celebrate  every 
unusual  event  with  a  "dnink."  A  "mozo" 
"egards  it  as  a  right  to  demand  and  receive 
from  his  employer  a  sutlioieut  advance  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  celebra- 
tions, and  the  employer  never  refuses  to  help 
along  baptisms,  marriages  and  funerals. 

Almost  any  day  in  the  streets  of  provincial 
tomLs  one  may  see  coffins  carried  to  the 
cemeteries  followed  by  crowds  of  mourners, 
who  fairly  seem  to  rock  and  stagger  along 
under  their  load  of  grief,  but  if  the  stranger 
will  approach  nearer  he  will  get  whiflfs  ot 
alcoholic  breaths  that  will  account  for  the 
unsteady  gaits  of  the  friends  of  the  deceased. 
1  have  seen  old  women  so  much  overcome  as  to 
finally  give  up  trj-ing  to  keep  along  with  the 
procession,  stagger  toward  the  curb,  and, 
with  tears  rolling  down  their  cheeks, 
fall  asleep  in  the  gutter,  to  be  carried 
off  by  a  policeman  or  to  be  taken  homa 
by  friends.  There  seems  to  be  a  rule 
that  the  guardians  of  the  peace 
will  not  interfere  with  an  intoxicated  citizen 
while  the  latter  is  In  the  funeral  cortege. 
They  will  not  prevent  him  from  showing  hif 
sorrow  to  his  heart's  content  while  he  is  abls 
to  stumble  along,  but  the  instant  he  "fall* 
out"  on  his  way  to  the  burying  ground,  or, 
when  he  is  sneaking  home  through  by  streets 
after  the  interment,  he  finds  himself  grabbed 
by  the  collar  and  hurried  off  to  prison 
DailfK  AND  CIOARETTES. 

The  "mozo'  is  a  quiet,  unoffending  person, 
except  when  drunk,  when  he  is  at  first  funny 
and  noisy  and  then  wicked.  The  nativ* 
compound  called  "aguardiente"  or  "guarr*' 
makes  men  crazy.  Sometimes  drunkenness 
may  be  pleaded  in  extenuation  of  crime  in

Sometimes,  should  a  party  of  six  b« 
playing  pool,  the  leader  or  the  loudest 
talker  will  call  the  waiter  and  pompously 
order  him  to  take  the  orders  of  the  other 
gentlemen,  '.ut  as  the  waiter  hurries  to  the 
bar  be  is  requested  to  bring  separate  checks. 
Then  again  the  luxury  of  the  drink  is  po8t>- 
poned  until  paying  up  at  the  desk,  when  the 
"bloods"  hang  over  the  bar,  talking  of  the 
different  brands  of  extra  dry  and  Yquenj 
(well  knowing  there  is  not  enough  money  itj 
the  party  to  pay  for  a  single  glass  of  either), 
and  finally  conclude  by  calling  for  a  modest 
glass  of  beer,  after  which  each  produces  bis 
own  small  piece  of  silver  for  his  own  drink. 
The  habitue  who  lounges  around  to  !« 
"treated"  would  go  very  thirsty  in  Guato- 
mala. 

CENTLEME??  OF  GOOD  STAITOINO. 

I  once  noticed  two  young  men  seated  ata 
toble  talking  and  using  up  all  the  toothpick.% 
having  nothing  esi)ecial  to  do.  I  made  np 
my  mind  to  sit  them  out.  People  came  in 
and  got  their  drinks  and  went  out,  but  my 
young  men  never  moved  nor  t-ok  anything'. 
Finally,  after  two  hours,  and  when  I  had  fin- 
ished reading  all  of  the  newspapers,  one  of 
them  got  up,  bade  good-by  to  his  companion, 
and  wont  out.  No  sooner  had  he  well  gone 
than  the  one  who  was  left  took  a  solitary 
drink  and  went  out,  but  in  less  than  five  min- 
utes the  other  returned  and  aLso  treated  him- 
self.

"plazas"  crowds  of  ladies  walk  around  tu/ 
circlo  while  the  gallants  stand  two  or  throe 
deep  along  the  sides  to  look  at  them  as  th?y 
pass  by.  There  appears  to  be  a  heavy  pre- 
ponderance of  girls  in  every  family.  Mamma 
takes  them  to  hear  the  music  in  the  "plaza" 
while  papa  goes  to  what  he  calls  the  club.  —

I  read  with  great  interest  the  opinion  of  a 
physician  expressed  in  your  paper  to  the 
effect  that  death  sometimes  occurs  in  sleep 
from  fright  iu  uightmai-e.

The  List  of  Deaths  Not  ftuite  so  large 

As  Was   at  First 

Feared. 

But  is    Much    too  Great- The    Gen- 
eral Funerals  to  be  Held 
Sunday. 


Reading,  Ps.,  Jan.  11.— No  more  bodies 
have  betn  found  in  the  riins  of  the  elk 
mill.  All  bodies  fd  victims  of  the  disaster 
have  now,  it  ia  believed,  been  recovered 
and  the  search  was  consequently  aban- 
doned thia  morning.  Several  of  those  re 
port»d  yesterday  as  killed  have  been 
found  to  be  s«ft«.  The  list  of  killed  ther»- 
fors  is  reduced  in  numt>er  today  but  some 
more  of  tbs  injured  will  die 
A  full  list  of  deaths  will  i  rijbably  nf.t  rehch 
more  than  seventy-fivf ,  but  there  are  & 
number  of  injured  who  will  die  and  will 
laise  the  death  roll  to  the  tigurfs  set  yes- 
terday, eighty.  The  work  of  clearing  sway 
the  debris  of  the  fahen  and  shattered 
buildings  has  l>egun,  and  ia  gang  f<r«<  ard 
but  slowly.  The  desolation  in  the  town 
can  better  be  imagined  than  deecribeti. 
Fuuerals  of  most  ol  the  dead  wiil  be  rte- 
f-frred  until  Sunday,  when  t  e  wh.-i,  pUc>i 
and  adjoining  towns  will  put  on  mouruing. 


THE  PITTSBURG  DISASTER. 


Men  are  Still  at  Work  Cleariug;  Away  the 
Debris— Victims  Still  Cufouud. 

PiTTBBrRG,  Pa.,  Jan.  11.— Forty  eight 
hours  have  ela{j6ed  since  the  terrible  dis- 
aster that  brought  Borrow  to  so  many 
homes  in  the  city  and  the  work  of  uncover- 
ing the  victims  has  not  yet  been  compl-ted. 
For  two  days  and  two  nights  one  hundred 
men  and  fifty  tea-ns  have  been  constantly 
at  work  and  up  to  10  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing the  Oiangied  remains  of  fourteen 
persons  had  been  taken  from  the  ruins. 
Four  m  -re  are  known  to  b"  still  ouried  un- 
der tbe  debris  and  six  others  are  miesing.

Litigation  in  England  seems  to  be  as 
expensive  as  in  the  I'nited  States.  Mr. 
Parnell  placed  his  expense  in  the  suit  with 
the  London  Times  at  |250,000,  and  says 
the  cost  to  the  Times  will  be  $850,000.  An 
ordinary  pocket  book  won't  bear  the 
strain  of  many  such  lawsuits. 


Again  the  grain  speculator  is  m  trouble 
•This  time  it  was  a  prominent  Minneapolis 
chamber  of  commerce  man  who  was  in  the 
police  court  with  a  woinan  and  paid  fifty 
dollars  on  the  side.  The  board  of  trade 
man  has  very  many  crimes  laid  to  his  door 
that  he  is  often  not  at  all  responsible  for. 
This  is  particularly  the  cise  in  Chicago. 


Upon  the  announcement  that  Rider  Hag- 
gard had  become  a  vegetarian,  one  of  his 
critics  says:  "This  is  cQeerfnl  news.  His 
disposition  to  dine  on  two  or  three  thou- 
sand savages,  served  up  in  one  short  battle' 
threatened  to  depopulate  Africa."  But,  af- 
ter all,  a  multitude  of  readers  like  the  diet 
Haggard  has  been  accustomed  to  dish  up. 


Night  before  last  Shelby ville,  Mattoon, 
and  Pana,  111.,  experienced  the  severest 
shock  of  earthquake  known  for  years- 
Windows  were  rattled,  buildings  were  per- 
ceptibly shaken,  and  many  people  were 
frightened  from  their  beds.  Those  who 
had  broken  their  good  Jresolntions  formed 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  renewed  them 
in  the  excitement  of  the  moment,  .so  it  will 
be  seen  that  earthquakes  have  their  advan- 
tages - 


The  railroad  men  agree  to  recognize  the 
interstate  commerce  law.  The  people  will 
be  highly  gratified  at  this  disposition  of 
the  magnates  to  acknowledge  that  congress 
has  liome  authority  and  that  law  is  law.  But 
seriously  why  should  there  for  a  moment  be 
any  idea  that  the  railroad  p^-esidenta  would 
not  ''recognize"  the  inter  state  commerce 
law?  Is  it  not  the  law  of  the  land  and  are 
they  above  the  law  ?  Manyof  them  evi- 
dently feel  so. 


The  opposers  of  the  Eiffel  tower  on  the 
Paris  exposition  grounds  are  spreading 
reports  that  the  structure  is  unsafe,  and 
state  that  some  of  the  workmen  declare 
that  the  swaying  of  the  tower  is  dangerous 
and  terrifying  to  one  unused  to  giddy 
heights.  The  tower  is  now  over  T40  feet 
above  the  surface  of  the  Seine,  and  has 
over  200  feet  more  to  roar  itself.  It  is  to 
be  300  meters,  or  975  feet,  in  height,  and 
will  be  425  feet  higher  than  the  Washing- 
ton monument.  The  wind  stress  on  such 
a  structure  is  something  tremendous. 


The  Chicago  Times  claims  that  it  has  ao- 
oumnlated  more  evidence  against  the  ruf- 
fians at  the  head  of  the  police  department 
of  that  city  than  the  public  can  possibly 
imagine.  When  the  case  comes  to  a  hear- 
ing the  expose  will  astound  not  only  the 
people  of  Chicago  but  of  the  entire  coun- 
try .says  the  Times.  Judging  from  the  evi- 
dence BO  far  brought  up  and  the  appear- 
ance of  Capt.  Schaack  and  inspector  Bon- 
field  they  are  just  like  other  sets  of  over- 
grown and  pompous  officials  all  over  the 
oountry.  There  is  at  least  one  good  thing 
in  this  lit>el  suit  business.  It  keeps  Bon- 
fleld  from  blowing  abont  himself  and  soar- 
ing woman  and  children  with  his  terrible 
stories  of  the  anarchist  spook. 


The  people  of  Hamilton, O.,  are  fighting 
their  gas  company's  exorbitant  charges. 
The  company,  having  a  monopoly,  refused 
to  give  in.  Candles  and  kerosene  lamps 
instantaneously  become  popular.  The 
city  council,  resolved  to  show  itself  the 
real  ruler,  determined  to  erect  gas-works  a' 
*h9  municipal  expense,  and  the  taxpayers 
have  enthusiastically  endorsed  the  plan 
The  gas  company's  latest  move  w^is  to 
apply  for  a  perpetual  injunction  from  a 
federal  coart  restraining  the 

city  from  manufacturing  gas.

If 
the  people  of  Hamilton  yield  they  de- 
serve ridicule  for  pretending  to  believe  in 
popular  government  and  permitting  them- 
selves to  be  used  by  an  oiigarchy.

The  folluwini;  ie  the  monthly  report  of 
th»  Minnesota  weather  service  for  Decem- 
ber, just  turnirthed  by  the  signal  service, 
shows  the  characteristics  of  December  to 
hiivo  been  fair,  pleasant  weather,  tempera- 
ture oiuch  higher  than  usual  and  precipita- 
tion deficient,  e[5pe.-iaily  iu  the  center  and 
n*>rth  of  the  stats.  From  one  ta  eight 
inched  of  snow  was  reported  on  the  gruund 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  state  at  the  end 
of  the  month,  while  in  the  north- 
ern [jttrt  the  ground  was  bare 
or        only  a         trace  of  snow. 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  month,  23.8 
(leg.,  is  8  d<><.  abov<>  the  December  normal. 
Ttie  exctruK  in  Duluth  was  about  9  deg.  and 
in  the  south  from  5  to  6  deg.  The  highest 
teiupwrutur»'8  were  recorded  on  the  4th, 
9th  and  23d,  and  the  coldest  days  were  the 
12rh,  13th,  19th,  2l8t  and  Slat.  Frost 
ocoured  every  day  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  state,  but  on  four  days  at  Btations  in 
southern  Minnesota  the  mercury  remained 
above  the  freezing  point.  The  extremes  of 
temperature  were  58  deg  at  St.  Paul  on 
the  23d  and  19  deg.  below  lero  at  Poke 
gama  Falls  on  the  13th;  range  for  the  state 
77  deg.  At  the  end  of  the  month  ice  was 
nine  inchee  thick  at  points  in  Central  Min- 
nesota, and  the  ground  was  frozen  to  the 
depth  of  three  feet. 

Except  in  the  southern  tier  of  counties 
the  precipitation  was  detisieot.  and  at 
Mourhead,  Pine  River  and  Duluth  very 
much  so.  The  most  frequent  directions  of 
wind  were  northwest  and  south,  the  former 
prevailing.  Monthly  wind  movement  in 
miles  was  as  follows:  Moorhead,  7,293- 
Bt.  Vincent,  7,068;  La  Crosee,  6,981;  Man' 
kato,  5,444;  St  Paul,  5,207;  Duluth,  5,100- 
Red  Wing,  3,866.  •    ■        . 

HELPS     IN     HUSBANDRY. 

OxE  farmer  is  strong  in  one  direction, 
another  is  strong  where  the  first  one  is 
weak.  So,  when  they  put  their  lieads  to- 
gether in  the  give-and-take  process,  it  is 
easy  to  see  that  both  must  be  improved. 

The  most  shiftless  farmer  admits  that 
cornstalks  are  worth  something,  for  he 
turns  his  stock  in  the  field  to  pasture  on 
them.  But  the  stock  packs  the  soil  and  in- 
jures it  more  than  the  weather-beaten 
stuff  is  worth,  unless  it  is  a  Umcston©  soil, 
which  will  stand  a  good  deal  of  packing 
without  injury. 

The  matter  of  labor  is  the  most  difficult 
item  to  charge  to  the  farm,  as  the  farm 
should  be  made  to  pay  for  all  work  done  in 
the  farm  business,  not  only  by  the  farmer 
himself  but  by  any  member  of  the  family 
as  well  as  the  hired  man.  The  charge  for 
labor  must  be  high  enough  to  include  the 
cost  of  board,  unless  other  arrangements 
are  made.  j 

When  putting  up  wire  fences  stretch 
the  wire  tightly  and  see  that  the  comer 
posts  are  firmly  braced.  The  corner  posts 
ought  not  to  be  less  than  three  feet  deep. 
Cedar  posts  are  preferable  to  any  other. 
After  having  tried  several  varieties  of 
wood  for  posts,  some  farmers  have  fou»d 
that  for  durability  there  are  none  superior  to 
cedar.  Posts  cut  in  the  summer  are  more 
durable  than  those  cut  in  the  winter. 

A  PEACTicAL  idea  is  sometimes  entertained 
only  in  theory,  when  it  might  be  the  very 
Ufe  blood  of  a  successful  business  if  the 
details  of  its  consummation  were  rightly 
followed  out.  The  farmer  who  simply 
•wishes  he  were  able  to  grow  good  stock  so 
as  to  secure  good  prices,  and  thus  do  bus- 
iness at  a  haudsome  profit,  is  a  victim  of 
this  theory,  if  he  neglects  to  devote  his 
knowledge  to  this  purpose. 

If  Icows  are  essential  to  good  farming, 
what^sort  of  cows  shall  they  be?  The 
proper  answer  to  this  question  will  depend 
largely  on  the  circumstances  in  each  case. 
So  far  as  making  manure  is  concerned,  and 
building  up  the  land,  one  cow  is  probably 
just  as  good  as  another;  but  as  an  invest- 
ment involving  considerable  labor  and  more 
or  less  capital,  there  is  all  liie  difference  be- 
tween C0W9  that  there  is  between  a  hand- 
some profit  and  a  considerable  loss. 

Every  body  who  has  observed  the  habits 
of  l)arnyard  fowls  ha.s  noticed  how  they 
will  lie  down  in  sunny  spots  on  cold  days 
and  seek  the  sides  of  buildings  where  they 
can  enjoy  the  sunshine  in  its  fullest  extent 
Every  lioerty  should  be  given  that  is  pos- 
sible for  the  fowls  to  enjoy  a  run  and  the 
sunshine  wherever  they  can  not  have  it  all 
the  time.  It  is  a  seriows  disa-l  v  autage  in 
raising  chickens  that  they  have  to  be  con- 
fined in  buildings  at  all  during  good  weath- 
er, when  they  would  be  much  healthier  out 
in  the  sun. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  generally  recom- 
mended to  plant  for  ensilage  the  large 
growing  Southern  varieties  of  corn  on  ac- 
count of  the  very  large  amount  of  fodder 
they  produce.  But  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  the  ordinary  varieties  of  dent  corn  ^re 
equally  as  valuable,  if  not  superior.  While 
they  may  not  produce  much  more  than  half 
the  bulk  of  fodder  produced  by  the  mam- 
moth varieties,  their  nutritive  value  is  much 
higher,  they  mature  early  in  the  season  and 
the  labor  of  handling  the  crop  is  much  less, 
SO  that  in  the  end  they  ats  just  as  pcofi table 
itQBkise.

Cost  of  the  service,  *928,000.

Use  charcoal  to  broil  with.  The  flames 
close  the  pores  quickly  and  make  the  meat 
very  tender. 

Pock  brine  down  the  sinkholes  and  there 
will  bo  less  hability  of  danger  of  pipes 
breaking  from  frost. 

Water  to  be  used  for  cooking  purposes 
should  never  be  left  simmering  and  steam- 
ing in  the  VettiG  from  ono  meal  to  another 
but  cooked  fresh. 

A  MIXTURE  of  equal  parts  of  sweet  oil  and 
'  lime  water,  well  shaken  before  applying,  is 
said  to  be  the  best  and  quickest  remedy  for 
burns  and  scalds.  It  would  be  an  excellent 
plan  to  keep  a  bottle  on  hand  in  case  of 
need. 

Ihoxino  holders  are  pretty  when  made  of 
brown  linen  bound  with  scarlet  braid  and 
finished  with  a  loop  to  hang  by.  If  a  letter 
4s  worked  ifa  red,  it  is  an  improvement.  The 
holders  should  be  made  of  thick  material, 
and  the  covers  of  brown  linen  should  be 
made  to  slip  off  to  be  washed  when  nec«s- 
sar}-. 

CixNAMON  RcsKs.— Take  one  cup  of 
mashed  potatoes,  one  of  sugar,  one  of  hop 
yeast  and  three  eggs;  mix  all  together. 
When  light  add  half  a  cup  of  butter,  ono 
tablespoonful  of  ground  cinnamon,  and  flour 
to  make  a  stiff  dough;  let  rise,  make  in 
small  cakes  and  put  in  buttered  pans.  When 
light  grease  the  tops  with  butter,  sprinkle 
thickly  with  sugar  and  cinnamon;  bake  m 
a  quick  oven. 

Indiax  meal  gruel  may  be  made  palatable 
in  this  manner:  Wet  two  tablespoonfuls 
of  meal  to  a  smooth  paste  with  cold  water, 
and  stir  it  into  one  pint  of  boiling  water. 
Stir  occasionally  while  over  the  tire,  and 
let  It  boil  half  an  hour.  Be  very  careful 
not  to  let  it  scorch.  If  it  becomes  too  thick, 
add  more  water.  Season  with  salt,  sugar, 
lemon  juice  and  grated  nutmeg.  A  tiny 
piece  of  butter  is  an  improvement,  if  it  is 
not  forbidden. 

Otster  LoiVE3.-With  a  pointed,  sharp 
knife  cut  off  the  tops  of  some  small  round 
French  rolls;  scrape  out  the  crumbs  and 
fry  them  crisp  in  clarified  butter;  stow  as 
many  oysters  as  needed.  First,  however, 
remove  the  fringe  or  -beard"  and  cut  them 
in  two.  Fill  the  roll  with  the  oysters,  well 
mixed  with  the  crumbs,  add  a  bit  of  butter 
to  each,  put  on  the  lids  and  set  in  the  oven 
to  brown.  Serve  with  tried  bread  crumbs 
sprinkled  over  them.

It  is  a  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish  kind 
of  economy  that  induces  one  to  go  without 
warm  underwear. 

Warmth  and  light 'are  necessaries,  not 
luxuries,  if  one  would  make  home  attract- 
ive during  the  winter  months. 

The  grease  of  well-smoked  bacon  mixed 
with  spirits  of  turpentine  applied  to  in- 
flamed glands  about  the  neck  of  mother  or 
infant  will  often  reduce  the  swelling.

The  ascent  of  a  flight  of  stairs  is  accom- 
plished with  less  fatigue  by  a  person  of 
weak  lungs  when  a  full  breath  is  taken  at 
the  foot  of  the  stairs  and  again  at  half  the 
distance  to  the  top. 

It  is  worth  the  wnile  to  test  the  virtue  of 
this  simple  remedy  for  sick  headache: 
Squeeze  the  juice  of  a  lemon  into  half  a 
glass  of  cold  water  and  stir  in  a  little  bak- 
in g  soda ;  drinkduring  eff e r vescen ce. 

When  the  babe  is  restless,  a  few  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  cold  water  often  have  a  quieting 
effect;  and  a  cloth  wet  in  cold  water  ap-

The  absorbing  power  of  cold  water  ren- 
ders it  an  admirable  purifier.  At  the  freez- 
mg  point  a  pail  of  water  will  absorb  a  quart 
of  carbonic  acid  gas  and  several  pints  of 
ammonia.  At  a  higher  temperature  its  ca- 
pacity is  less. 

It  is  generally  known  that  repeated  appli- 
cations of  water  (as  hot  as  it  can  bo 
borne)  will  drive  away  a  ring-a-round  or 
ordinary  boil,  though  the  swelling,  which  is 
nature's  method  for  purifying  the  blood,  is 
quite  likely  to  come  in  some  other  part  oH 
the  body.

A  IXLLBLOODED  negro  testified  in  a  rich 
Irish  brogue  before  a  Brooklyn  court  the 
other  day.    He  was  born  in  Ireland. 

A  GANG  of  tramps  captured  at  Ventura, 
CaL,  had  in  their  possession  over  200  keys 
of  different  patterns  and  no  end  of  clothing. 
A  Chicago  paper  in  trying  to  refer  to 
"the  late  lamented,"  gets  it:  "The late 
lieutenant,"  and  what  makes  it  worse  is  the 
fact  that  it  was  a  woman.

One  Collins'  death,  which  occurred  lately 
in  Vernon  County,  Mo.,  is  said  to  have  been 
the  result  of  a  voluntary  fast  of  forty-two 
days.  He  was  a  victim  of  Bright's  disease, 
and  looked  "forward  to  death  as  a  relief 
from  great  suffering." 

A  FREAK  has  been  born  in  Macicinac  Coun- 
ty, Mich.,  in  the  shape  of  a  girl  baby  who 
tu^  two  heads — one  of  the  regulation  kind 
on  its  shoulders,  and  the  other  without  ears, 
eyes,  nose  or  mouth,  on  its  back.  The  babe 
is  apparently  intelligent  and  healthy. 

There  is  a  decided  movement  in  West 
Virginia  in  favor  of  changing  the  name  of 
that  State.  Its  promoters  say  that  every 
State  should  have  a  distinct  name  ol  its 
own,  so  far  removed  from  the  name  of  any 
other  State  that  no  confusion  of  names  can 
arise.  West  Virginia  is  so  near  like  Virginia 
that  the  people  do  not  enjoy  it.  Curiously 
enongh,  they  all  agree  that  "Kanawha"  is 
the  name  for  the  State. 

James  A.  Stewa*,  the  newly  elected 
mayor  of  Ghffiu,  Ga.,  is  one  of  the  young- 
est mayors  on  record,  his  twenty-second 
birthday  having  been  celebrated  in  August 
•last.  He  is  the  son  of  Congressman  J.  D. 
Stewart,  who  was  greatly  surprised  when 
he  heard  of  his  boy's  election.  Young 
Stewart  entered  the  campaign  but  one  day 
before  the  election,  and  received  thirty- 
nine  majority  over  one  ol  the  most  solid 
citizens  of  Griffin. 

A  Persian  cat  was  able  to  spread  scarlet 
lever  amidst  a  large  community  of  children 
in  Chicago.  This  animal  had  been  petted 
by  a  sick  child,  and  in  its  visits  to  sevenal 
neighbors'  houses  it  carried  the  disease 
with  it.  Nothing  is  more  natural  than  that 
its  lur  should  harbor  particles  from  the 
patient,  and  nothing  more  likely  than  that 
these  should  be  wafted  through  the  air 
every  time  its  fur  was  stroked. 

Ax  old  male  ostrich  escaped  from  the 
farm  at  Red  Bluff,  Cal.,  and  started  at 
lightning  speed  for  the  Sacramento  river, 
which  he  swam,  and  disappeared  in  the 
brush  on  the  opposite  shore.  After  putting 
in  two  or  three  hours  roaming  around  m 
the  usdergrowth,  he  swam  the  river  again 
and  was  finally  captured  seventy  miles 
from  where  he  started,  and  evidently  as 
fresh  as  ever,  notwithstanding  his  two 
baths  and  little  jaunt. 

IxviTATioss  have  been  issued  to  the 
maritime  nations  to  send  delegates  to  at- 
tend an  International  Maritime  conference 
to  meet  in  Washington  on  AprH  17,  1889. 
The  objects  of  the  conference  will  be  to  re- 
vise the  regulations  concerning  vessels  at 
sea,  to  adopt  a  uniform  system  of  signals  to 
Indicate  the  direction  in  which  vessels  are 
moving  in  fog,  snow,  or  thick  weather,  and 
at  night  to  convey  warnings  of  approaching 
storms  and  other  important  informatioi^ 
and  to  iformulate  regulations  for  the  pre- 
vention of  collisions.  The  importance  ol 
the  subject  is  so  great  it  is  hoped  there  will 
be  a  full  attendance  of  delegates.

finishing  touches,    as    it    wore.     While    we 
were  iu  Paris  we  hoard  of  the  death  of  Presi- 
dent Harrison,  and   wo  American  girls  aU 
wore  crape  around  our  wrists  in  mourning . 
for  a  long  time.     President  Tyler  we  knew 
I  was  the  successor,  and  1  had  a  little  canary 
which  I  brought  back  with  me,  that  I  named 
♦Jonnv  Tv,'  in  honor  of  the  president,  John 
Tyler." 
"Did  you  uot  know  him  thenP 
"No.     But  on  our  return  my  father  took 
my  sister  and  me  to   Washington  that  we 
might  have  the  benefit  of  tke  society  there. 
We  met  the  prcisident   and    bec-amo   great 
friends,  but  I  uove*-  thought  of  loving  him 
then.     I   was  '    *   yet  30  and  he  was  easily 
85  years  older  than   I,   but  1  thought  him 
very  nice  and  I  was  very  gay  and  frivolous 
and  of  courso  was  flattei-ed  by  bis  friend- 
ship." 
"How  did  ho  propose  to  youf ' 
"You  will  think  me  very  foolish  when  I 
tell  you  about  it,"  Mrs.  Tyler  said,  her  gray 
beaming  at  the  recollection.    "I  often  think 
now  how  frivolous  I  was  then.     Ther^was  a 
grand  reception  held  in  the  White  House  on 
Washington's  birthday.     All  people  of  note 
were  there  and  it  was  very  brilliant     I  had 
been  dancing  with  a  young  man  who  was  not 
pleased  with  the  attentions  the  president  had 
been  paying  me.     We  had  just  stopped  and 
were  walking  about  when  the  president  came 
op,  and  drawing  my  arm  through  his,  said  to 
the  young  man:    'I  must  claim  Miss  Gardi- 
her's  company  for  awhile.'    The  young  man 
drew  o3  and  looked  as  if  he  would  like  to 
lay,  'Well,  you  are  impudent,'  but  hedidnt. 
I  walked  around  with  the  president  and  he 
proposed  then.     I  had  never  thought  of  love, 
so  I  said:    'No,   no,  no,'  and  shook  my  head 
with  each  word,  which  flung  the  tassel  ol  my 
Greek   cape  into  his  face  at  every  move.    It 
was  undignified,   but  it    amused  me    very 
much  to  see  his  expression  as  be  tried  to 
make  love  to  mo  and  the  tassel  brushed  his 
face.    I  did  not  toll  my  father.     I  was  his 
pet,  yet  I  feared  ha  would  blame  me  for  al- 
lowing the  presidffnt  to  reach  the  propoaioj; 
point,  BO  I  did  not  speak  of  it  to  any  one. 

"How  were   you  dressed   the   night   ths 
president  proposed?'' 

HEB  Fathers  tragic  death. 
"I  wore  a  white  tarleton.  It  was  very 
pretty  and  very  becoming.  On  my  head  I 
Wore  a  crimson  Greek  cap.  I  was  very  gay 
and  young  or  I  never  would  have  dared  to 
toss  the  tassel  in  a  president's  face.  On  the 
28th  of  February  Commodore  Stockton  gave 
a  parti'  on  the  Potomac.  Everybody  wa« 
there  and  we  had  a  lovely  time.  I  told  my 
lather  when  we  started  that  he  must  keep 
with  me  all  the  time,  but  I  did  uot  tell  him 
that  it  was  to  keep  the  president  away.  I 
was  with  my  father  and  the  young  man  who 
I  told  you  was  jealous  of  the  president,  when 
a  gentleman  came  to  me  and  said,  'Miss  Gar- 
diner, the  pr^ident  wishes  to  take  you  in  to 
the  collation  which  is  just  served.'  'I  sup- 
pose I  will  have  to  obey  orders,'  I  replied 
with  a  laugh,  and,  asking  my  father  to  fol- 
low me,  I  started  down.  Just  then  the  wind 
caught  my  veil  and  blew  it  up.  Father 
caught  it  with  his  cane  and  brought  it  down, 
saying,  'Take  care  of  your  streamer.'  They 
were  almost  the  last  words  I  ever  heard  him 
speak." 

"When  wo  got  down  the    the  president 
seated  me  at  the  head  of  the  table  with  him 
and  he  handed  me    a  glass  of  champagne. 
Father  was  standing  just  hiujii  of  my  chair, 
BO  I  handed  the  glass  over  itiy  shoulder,  say- 
ing, 'Here,  pa.'    He  did  not  take  it,  but  he 
said:  'My  time  will  soon  come.'    He  meant 
his  time  to  be  served,  but  the  words  have  al- 
ways seemed  prophetic  to  me.     That  mo- 
ment some  one  called  down  for  the  president 
to  come  and  see  the  last  shot  fired,  but  he  said 
he  would  not  go,  as  he  was  better  engaged. 
My  father  started  with  some  other  gentlo> 
men,  and  I  turned  to  tho  young  man  who  had 
followed  mo  down.     He  whispered  to  me  and 
asked  mo  to  marry  him,  and  when  I  said 
moro  noes  to  him  than  I  had  to  the  president 
he  said  he  feared  that  I  was  ambitious.    Just 
then  we  heai'd  tho  shot  and  the  smoke  began 
to  come  down  the  companionway.     'Some- 
thing must  be  wrong,'  I  said  to  the  young 
man,  and  he  stai-ted  up  to  see.     Ho  got  to  tho 
door,  and  ho  turne<i  around  and  gave  mo  such 
a  io<"k  of  horror  that  I  shall  never  forget  it. 
That  moment  I  heard  some  one  say  'The  sec- 
retary of  state  is  dead !'    I  v.-as  frightened, 
and  Igtried  to  get  up  stairs.     'Something  has 
happened.    Let  me  go  to  my  father  1'  1  cried, 
but  they  kept  me  back.     Some  one  told  me 
that  there  iiad  been  an  accident,  the  gun  had 
exploded,  but  that  there  was  such  a  crowd 
that  it  would  do  no  good  for  me  to  try  to  got 
there.    I  cried  that  my  father  was  there  ard 
I  must  iearn  his  fate.     1  was  told  then  that 
bo  was  wounded.    That  drove  me  frantic.    I 
begged  them  to  let  mo  go  to  help  him;  that 
ho  loved  me  and  ho  would  want  me  to  bo 
near  him.     One  lady,  seeing  my  agony,  said : 
'My  dear  child,  you  can  do  no  good.    Your 
lather  is  in  heaven.' 

now  PRESIDKXT  TYLER  PROPOSED. 
"Yes,"  Mrs.  Tyler  continued,  "ho  had  beon 
tilled.  There  wero  five  killed,  among  whom 
were  the  secretaries  of  the  navy  and  state.  I 
fainted  and  did  not  revive  until  some  one 
was  caiTying  me  off  the  boat,  and  then  I 
struggled  so  that  I  almost  knocked  us  both 
off  the  gang  plank.  I  did  not  know  at  tl.e 
time,  but  I  learned  afterwards  that  It  was 
the  president  whose  life  I  almost  cousigned  to 
the  water.  All  the  five  who  were  killed  were 
buried  from  the  White  House  in  tho  coa- 
gression  cemetery.  I  remained  at  the  White 
House  until  after  the  funeral,  and  then  I  re- 
turned to  our  city  home,  No.  43  Lafayette 
place.  New  York.  The  president  and  I  cor- 
responded then  aud  he  jmid  me  many  nice 
little  attentions.  After  1  lost  my  father  I 
felt  differently  towards  the  president  lie 
seemed  to  fill  the  place  and  be  more  agT'  o- 
abla  in  every  way  I'aau  any  younger  m  m 
ever  was  or  couid  I.e.  lie  composed  a 
vci'V  pretty  song:  about  me  then — 'Swret 
Lady  Awake.'  At  last  he  proposed  again 
audi  wrote  him  I  was  willing  this  time,  if 
my  mother  would  consent.  She  told  him 
tJiat  she  w  ould  never  consent  my  to  mar- 
riage, but  if  I  was  determined  she  would  uot 
object. 

"I  was  in  deep  mourning.  So  the  presi- 
dent told  only  one  member  of  bis  family, 
Gen.  John  Tyler,  and  I  toldj  my  immediate 
family.  We  were  married  very  quietly  on 
tho  atith  of  June.  1844,  in  the,  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  New  York.  I  was  dressed  in  pure 
whito  lisse,  with  a  veil  of  the  same  wnich 
was  not  even  hemmed.  I  wore  a  wreath  ol 
orange  blossoms,  but  no  jewelry." — Nelly 
Bljr's  Interview  in  New  York  World.

Both  men  kept  the  appointment, 
and  the  battle  lasted  »hont  ten  minutes, 
both  men  using  their  fists  ai  Drst,  aftei* 
which  they  took  to  stones,  and  the  end 
came  when  Charpentier's  skull  was  orushect 
in  by  a  blow  from  an  iron  bar  which  Fre- 
chette picked  up.  The  final  condition  of 
throwing  the  body  into  the  river  was  not; 
complied  with,  the  victor  driving  off  in  hifi 
waaon.  He  has  not  been  heard  of  since, 
and  it  is  supposed  that  he  has  escaped  tc> 
the  United  States.  It  waa  impossible  tc 
cut  off  his  fiigbt,  aa  the  telegraph  wires  wero 
rendered  useless  by  the  storm.  Charoen- 
tier  was  found  insensible  and  the  doctors 
say  he  cannot  live.  Mle.  Chimeae,  the 
cause  of  the  quarrel,  has  been  out  of  hei 
mind  since  the  tragic  affair  happened.

He  Escapes  Five  Times  and  is  Now  En 
Boute   Home   After   Encir- 
cling the  Globe

Wabash, Ind.,  Jan. 14.— Henry  M.  Strohm. 
son  of  Abraham  Strohm, now  in  Parin, 
who  was  last  year  captured  and  held  a 
priaontr  by  cannibals  on  the  lalenl  <  f 
Gauu,  one  of  the  south  sea  group,  finally 
making  his  escape,  haa  been  heard  from. 
The  young  man  is  now  on  his  way  home 
and  when  he  reaches  this  sec- 
tion he  will  have  completed  the  cir- 
cuit of  the  globe.  Young  Strohm 
has  had  many  startling  experiences 
during  his  long  voyage.  He  left  home 
March  2,  1887  to  <<ee  the  world.  He  did 
not  run  away;  but  the  consent  if  his 
parents  was  given  reluctantly.  The  bov 
was  only  16  years  old-  He  made  his  way 
to  San  Francisco  where  he  shipped  on  a 
whaler  bound  for  the  Arctic  ocean,  Young 
Strohm  did  not  find  ocean  life  all  that 
his  fancy  had  painted.  He  whs  subj  cted 
to  very  rough  treatment  at  which  he  re- 
belled. When  the  vessel  put  in  at  the  in- 
land of  Gaun  Strohm  watched  his  oppor- 
tunity and  made  his  escape  from  the  boat 
The  jiaptain  instituted  a  vigorous  searib 
but  the  fugitive  was  not  discovered  and  the 
vessel  w.  nt  on  her  way  leaving  Strolim 
among  the  savages  and  five  thousand 
miles        from         San         Francisco  He 

was  captured  several  times  by  natives  who 
designed  fattening  him  for  a  choice  banquet, 
but  in  each  case  he  managed  to  escape  to 
the  settlements.  Six  mouths  later  a  vessel 
arrived  at  the  island,  on  which  Strohm 
secured  a  passage  to  Manilla  on  one  of  the 
Philippine  islands,  1,100  miles  away.  At 
Manilla  he  was  cared  for  by  thf 
United  States  consul  ffir  a  time 
alter  which  he  went  to  Hong  Kong 
From  there  Strohm  continued  his  journey 
and  landed  at  Sydney,  Australia,  where 
October  18,  he  shipped  before  the  mast  on 
a  vessel  bound  lor  London.  The  boat  is 
due  in  London  next  month  and  the  young 
man  is  expected  home  soon  after.  Hit* 
journey,  considering  hia  youth  and  inex 
perience,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  on 
record.

Heretcfore  the  caucus  nominations  have 
been  the  only  ticket  voted  oa  election  day 
but  tomorrow,  if  present  indications  go  to 
show  anything,  an  opposition  ticket  will 
be  in  the  field.  At  the  caucus  the 
Joilowing  nominations  were  made 
A.  M.  Thomson,  prer-ident;  John  Macleod, 
vice  president;  W.  Van  Brunt,  Frederic 
Paine  and  John  A.  Dewey  directors  for 
three  years;  Ward  Ames,  director  for  one 
year  to  till  vacmcy;  M.  J.  Forbes,  F.  S. 
Dai'gett  and  J.  H.  Smith,  arbitration  com- 
mittee; F.  A  Gooding,  C.  H.  Graves  and  O. 
Fargiissoii,  appeal  committee;  Goo.  Ruplv, 
George  G.Barnum,  Geo.  Spencer,  A.  Bailey 
and  T.  A.  Olmsted,  inspection  committee. 
The  opposition  ticket  will,  it  is  stated,  be 
headed  by  George  Spencer  for  president. 
Ou  account  of  this  prospect  there  will  un- 
doubtedly be  a  full  membership  present  at 
election,  and  a  larger  vote  will  probably  be 
cast  than  for  some  time. 

This  morning  there  were  still  fifteen 
memberships  on  which  last  years'  dues 
were  unpaid  and  unless  these  have 
been  s.ttled  by  tomorrow  they  will  be  sold 
at  anctioi.  The  sale  of  so  many  will  tend 
to  reduce  values  audit  is  urob"ble  that 
when  the  u\vners  fully  realii:)  that  their 
certificates  are  to  be  lost  at  a  sacrifice  they 
wili  pay  up  on  them. 

INTERESTING  TO  MARINERS. 


The  time  for  the  first  ballot  for  United 
States  senator  has  nearly  arrived,  and  there 
13  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  a  caucus.  It 
may  be  depended  upon  as  a  fact  that  no 
canons  will  decide  the  senatorial  fight  this 
year.  All  of  the  candidates  are  afraid  to 
take  chances  on  a  caucus  and  the  fight*  will 
be  carried  directly  into  the  legislature  and 
one  day's  balloting  will 

not  settle  it  either  Senator  Sabin  may 
not  be  his  own  succssor,  but  it  is  now 
reasonably  certain  that  Gen.  Washburn's 
hopes  have  been  shattered.  In  fact  a 
meeting  of  his  friends  was  held  only  a 
day  or  two  ago  to  discuss  the  feasibility 
of  withdrawing  him  altogether  and  sub- 
stituting some  other  Minneapolis  man,aEd 
it  was  only  by  the  decided  stand  taken  by 
one  or  two  of  his  friends  that  that  this  was 
not  done.  He  will  remain  in  the  field 
then  until  actnal  balloting  demonstrates 
that  his  election  is  impossible  when  his 
friends  will  endeavor  to  unite  upon  some 
other  man  to  defeat  Sabin. 


This  country  leads  the  world  in  the  mat- 
ter of  inventions,  and  with  proper  atten- 
tion and  encouragement  in  the  line  of 
destructive  engines  of  war-  we  can  as  eas- 
ily distance  other  nations  as  we  have  in 
more  useful  and  productive  machinery. 
The  Vesuvius  lately  launched,  from  all 
accounts,  with  its  dynamite  shells,  is  going 
to  revolutionize  naval  warfare  as  much  as 
did  our  monitor.  One  shell  of  the  largest 
size  would  sink  a  whole  fieet  of  iron 
dads  and  we  see  no  reason  why 
8        sailing  vessel  might  not 

carry  a  balloon  to  the  vicinity 
of  the  English  coast,  launch  it  in  space 
when  the  wind  was  favorable  to  sail  it  over 
such  a  city  as  London  and  by  dropping 
such  bombs  destroy  the  whole  city,  blow 
np  the  bouse  of  parliament  and  kill  every 
body  in  the  building  and  vicinity.  Great 
armies  are  no  longer  necessary  and  great 
fortifications  are  still  more  needless. 
Huge  and  costly  ships  of  war 
are  only  living  tombs  before  such 
destructive  agents  as  these  nitro  gelatine 
bombs.  If  the  game  is  to  kill  and  destroy, 
then  the  more  killing  and  destruction  that 
can  be  wrought  with  least  expense  and  ex- 
posure the  better.  Personal  bravery  counts 
for  nothing  any  more.  It  only  leads  to 
surer  destruction.  It  '\=<  going  to  come  down 
to  a  contest  of  iuventive'skill,  and  we  need 
not  fear  the  combined  world,  with  proper 
attention  to  the  subject. 


The  new  steamer  Keewatin,  being  built  at 
Owu  Sound  for  the  Canadian  Pacihc  rail- 
way, will  be  ready  for  the  coming  season's 
work  between  0»»en  Sound,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  and  Pore  Arthur.  One  great  im- 
provement over  the  other  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  boats  will  be  that  the  hurricane 
deck  will  be  fitted  as  a  promenade.  Sh« 
will  be  commanded  by  Captain  Anderson, 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Alberts. 
The  Alberta  will  be  commanded  for  the 
eeason  by  Captain  James  McAllister. 

The  Sault  and  straits  are  still  open  as  in 
midsummer  and  sail  boats  are  navigating 
the  vicinity  just  as  they  would  in  July.  A 
race  was  sailed  there  last  week. 

The  Lake  Erie  Boiler  works  of  Buffalo 
built  45  steel  marine  boilers  last  year,  of 
which  34  were  Scotch  pattern.  The  sizes 
varied  from  11  to  18  fact  long. 

The  schooner  H.  M.  Scove  has  been  sold 
to  Captain  O.  M.  Nelson  an  i  Uhrig,  Darvel 
&  Co.,  of  Milwaukee  for  $4,000.  She  was 
built  iu  1873.  The  new  propeller  W.  B. 
Morley,  which  is  wintering  in  Buffalo,  has 
been  sold  by  hor  owner  whose  name  she 
bears,  to  Corrigan  &  Huntington,  of  Cleve- 
land, for  $140,000.  The  Kittie  M.  Forbes 
has  been  sold  for  $70,000.  These  trans- 
fers are  of  great  significance,  as  showing  the 
estimates  vessels  are  placing  on  the  busi- 
ness of  next  season.  The  Scove  brought 
just  her  insurance  valuation,  being  old  and 
of  small  size,  but  the  Wilson  is  valued  at 
only  $55,000  and  the  Morley  at  125,000. 
Both  sell  at  $15,000  above  their 
estimated  value,  while  vessels  a  year  ago 
were  selling  away  below  this  valuation.  It 
should  be  observed  in  this  connect  on  that 
YesBclmen  were  entirely  mistaken  last 
winter  as  to  the  business  to  be  d<  ne  in 
188S,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  they 
are  just  as  far  wide  of  the  mark  on  the 
other  side   Still  it  doesn't  look  so. 

Captain  James  Davidson  is  building  at 
Bay  City  a  steamer  205  feet  long  for  East- 
ma  n  and  Wilhelm  of  East  Saginaw.' 

The  American  steel  barge  company  has 
filed  a  certificate  of  incorporation  at  Cleve- 
land. The  capital  stock  of  the  company 
is  $500,000  dividea  into  5,000  shares  of 
$100eHch.  The  trustees  for  the  first  year 
are  Colgate  Hoyt,  Charles  C.  Colby,  Joseph 
L.  Colby,  Charles  W.  Weiffenbach, 
Robert  B.  Murray,  and  Pinckney  F.  Green. 

The  Corrigan  Brothers,  Cleveland,  have 
closed  with  W.B.  Morley  for  the  Louisiana, 
and  a  new  boat  on  the  stocks  at  Marine 
City,  larger  than  the  Morley,  the  two  for 
$240  000.  Morley  takes  the  steamer 
Raleigh  as  part  pay. 

Three-eights  of  the  steamer  Fred  Kelly 
and  consort  M-  R-  Warner  have  been 
bouglit  by  M;  A.  Rradley  and  Chris  Grover 
of  Captain  Johnson,  of  Cleveland. 

Captain  Van  Camp  has  purchased  of  the 
Citnadian  government  the  wreck  A  the 
schooner  Ottawa,  that  was  sunk  by  the 
steamer  J.  L  Hurd  some  twelve  years  ago, 
and  l.-ft  in  Sarnia  B;iy.  The  vessel  has 
been  r.iised,  and  Is  now  hauled  out  at 
i'oi  t  Huron  for  reconbtruction.  She  is  a 
email  craft.

VXrifr 
ing  and  arithmeticf  Why,  everybody  can 
do  that.  There  isn't  a  cent  iu  such  things. 
Then  what  was  the  use  of  learning  these 
things?  Because  they  are  the  hard  pan  of 
every  art,  trade,  business  and  profession; 
and  while  they  will  not  bring  wages,  you 
cannot  get  good  wages  without  them. 

Every  business  requires  some  one  to  "keep 
the  books."  There  is  something  for  you. 
Become  a  clerk.  You  set  out  to  get  a  place, 
and  at  once  find  that,  while  hundreds  want 
clerks,  there  are  thousands  who  want  to  be 
clerks.  Not  one  of  the  fellows  who  have 
places  seems  to  want  to  give  it  to  you,  and, 
worse  than  all,  half  of  the  clerks  are  girls.

It  gives  chances  for  a  smart  young  fellow 
like  you  to  look  about  and  pick  up  Informa- 
tion, and  learn  some  other  business  or  pro 
fession.  This  is  the  chief  value  of  a  clerkship. 
It  leads  to  something  else.  It  is  true,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  these  chances  are  very  much 
less  today  than  fifty  years  ago,  because  busi- 
ness of  all  kinds  now  requires  so  much  capital 
A  bookkeeper  In  a  Ijank  or  railroad  office  can 
hardly  expect  to  start  a  bank  or  set  up  his 
own  little  railroad.  Thirdly,  is  it  a  business 
you  want  to  follow  all  your  life?  Will  you 
be  content  always  to  be  a  clerk,  and  nothing 
but  a  clerk  ?  Plenty  of  people,  both  men  and 
women,  never  expect  to  be  anything  else, 
and  lead  quiet,  sensible,  safe,  and  often  very 
happy  lives,  saving  money  and  earning  the 
respect  of  all  who  know  them. 

Strike  your  own  trial  balance.  There  k 
the  hard  pan  of  the  matter.  What  do  yo« 
think?  Is  it  a  good  thing  for  you— the  best 
thing  you  can  do?  Nothing  like  having  a 
straight  up  and  down  talk  with  yourself 
about  the  real  bottom  facts  of  the  case. 

Would  you  like  it?  That's  tna  point  Now 
we  are  flat  on  hard  pan.  Would  you  like  it? 
Wliat  a  man  likes  he  does  well;  what  he 
does  well  brings  good  wages.  A  man's  work 
Is  for  his  life.  It  is  not  for  this  month  or 
this  year.  You  are  not  working  for  next 
Saturday's  pay.  You  are  w-jrking  for  the 
wages  you  will  get  when  you  are  forty  year* 
older.  If  you  like  accounts,  If  the  work  is 
interesting,  if  you  mean  to  rise  to  be  a 
cashier,  or  chief  bookkeeper  in  some  great 
house,  aU  right  Work,  study,  practice, 
prepare  to  rise,  for  you  must  rise  if  you  do 
these  things.  Go  into  the  business  as  a  life 
work.  CUmb  on  the  clerk's  stool,  resolved 
to  stay  there. 

But  if  you  dislike  to  go  to  the  desk  in 
the  morning,  and  are  glad  the  close  the  big 
ledgers  at  night,  consider  well  these -things. 
You  will  wear  neat  clothes,  have  white, 
weak  hands,  and  pale,  thin  blood,  good  pay 
and  a  nice  home,  and  with  a  frugal  wif» 
may  lay  up  a  little  money,  join  a  building 
association,  and  some  day  own  a  little  home 
of  your  own— and  you  will  hate  it  all  youf 
Ufe  long.  Better  climb  down  from  that 
stool,  and  dig  about  among  the  real  facts  of 
this  world  till  you  come  to  the  liard  pan  of 
four  UfOk- Charles  Barnard  in  Once  a  W«ek.

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Why  Oreans  Are  Discordant, 

A  well  known  organist  in  Brooklru  says 
that  he  is  sometimes  blamed  for  us  jig  bad 
eomlMnations  when  the  fault  lies  wholly  in 
the  atmosphere.  Organ  pipes  are  aff  »cted  by 
cold  and  heat,  and  this  organist  says  that  he 
has  known  the  pitch  of  a  certain  stop  to  alter 
three-fourths  of  a  tone  in  a  few  hours. 
"Often,"  he  says,  "on  Saturday  idght  or 
early  on  Sunday  morning  when  1  rehearse  I 
find  the  instrument  in  perfect  tuue,  but  as 
soon  as  the  furnaces  are  stoked  up  aid  a  big 
audience  assembles  tho  thermojnet<ir  rises 
and  the  pitch  of  some  of  my  pipes  rijes  with 
It  Commonly,  the  organ  builder  alowsfor 
this,  and  as  the  reeds  seldom  chango  ho 
pitches  them  a  trifle  high  in  order  t  J  allow 
for  atmospheric  sharping  of  tho  other  stops; 
but  how  if  the  temperature  is  low  and  the 
other  stops  don't  change?  Then,  you  see, 
you've  got  a  discord  and  you  have  to'shut  off 
the  reeds  altogether. 

"Dampness  and  other  changes  affect  organs, 
too,  and  it  is  distressing  when  you  a  \q  play- 
ing smoothly  to  have  one  of  the  notes  'cipher.' 
It  brings  yuu  up  with  a  round  tm-n  and  you 
have  to  stop  and  disengage  the  obstin  ito  key. 
Organ  playing  is  not  all  play.  I're  seen 
Dudley  Buck,  while  directing  a  performance 
in  Steinway  hall,  writhe  when  the  organ 
struck  iu  and  sigilal  to  the  organist  to  stop 
playing,  for  the  heat  created  by  the  andience 
aud  tbegacljgbt  h<ul  llirown  eoino  of  the  pipes 
entirely  off,  and  tho  result  was  a  horrible 
iiscord."— Brooklyn  Eagle.

I  was  anxous  ta 
observe  the  conflict,  if  it  was  to  occor,  but 
reports  made  one  day  concerning  the  be- 
ginning of  hostilities  would  be  contradicted 
the  next,  and  it  was  not  till  I  reached  Helena 
that  the  dispatches  lost  their  doubtful  char- 
acter, and  later  became  of  so  positive  a  na- 
ture as  to  make  it  certain  that  tho  t  ro  na- 
tions would  flgUt.  Z  therefore  (Jecidec:  to  cut 
short  my  tour  of  inspection,  so  that  it  could 
go  abroad  to  witness  tho  war,  if  the  pnisldent 
would  approve.  Having  received  word  from 
Gen.  Sherman  that  there  would  te  no  objec- 
tion to  my  going  to  Europe,  I  began  tiaking 
arrangements  to  leave,  securing  passage  by 
the  steamship  Scotia. 

President  Grant  invited  me  to  ccme  to 
see  him  at  Long  Branch  before  I  shoud  sail, 
and  during  my  brief  visit  there  he  asked 
which  army  I  wished  to  accompjuip- the 
German  or  the  French.  I  told  him  tie  Ger- 
man, for  the  reason  that  I  thought  more 
could  be  seen  with  the  successful  sicle,  and 
that  the  indications  pointed  to  the  defeat  of 
the  French.  My  choice  evidently  pleas  }d  him 
greatly,  as  he  had  tho  utmost  contempt  for 
Louis  Napoleon  and  had  always  denounced 
bim  as  a  usurper  and  a  charlatan.- -Gen,

Something  About  Violin»— Famoiu  Instnf 
ments  and  Cheap  Fiddles. 

"Anything  new  in  the  way  of  discoveriesf 
Inquired  tho  amateur. 

"Nothing.  You  know  that  Giottos,  Vero- 
neses,  Rafaels,  Titians,  da  Vincis  are  alwavs 
to  be  found  at  New  York  auction  rooms, 
and  in  similarly  convenient  places  violins 
by  all  the  illustrious  makers  are  to  beiiad. 
The  pawnbroker  myth,  of  the  priceless,  poor- 
less  instrument,  ticketed  '»5,'  bow  includftl, 
bought  for  that  price,  and  worth  thousands, 
still  embellishes  the  pages  of  the  newspapers 
with  the  name  of  the  clever  man  who  se- 
cured it.  I  have  made  many  useless  trips  to 
strange  places  always  within  New  York,  to 
garrets,  to  lager  beer  cellars,  to  drawing- 
rooms,  and  have  offended  an  endless  lot  of 
people,  professional  or  otherwise,  by  telling 
them  that  their  violins  were  not  as  repre- 
sented. Mine  has  been  a  thankless  task,  for 
once  a  man  is  crazy  over  the  merits  of  his 
violin,  ho  is  hke  Bottom  in  the  play.  It  ia 
a  hallucination  which  no  amount  of  argu- 
ment will  overcomf3.  I  don't  argue.  What 
is  the  use? 

"But  some  of  these  violins  were  good?" 

"Certainly.  I  have  heard  some  instru- 
ments giving  out  tones  which  delighted  me— 
just  as  good  as  those  made  by  the  early 
Italian  makera— only  they  were  not  Cremo- 
neee  or  Tyroleso.  If  these  violins  wore  just 
as  capable  of  producing  fine  sound  as  those 
made  by  the  old  masters  what  then?  That  is 
what  the  public  asks  about  and  never  can 
undei-stand,  Well,  a  Harper's  last  publica- 
tion IS  more  legible  than  the  first  work  issued 
by  a  Caxton,  and  a  Harper's  book  may  be 
worth  say  (3  and  a  Caxton  |3,000.  Men 
search  for  tho  earliest  types  of  things  because 
tbey  are  sfraetimes  rare,  but  not  necessarily 
beautiful.

Roman  Remains  in  Englund. 

The  removal  of  an  accumulation  of  soil 
during  the  building  operations  at  Mr.  Alfred 
Shuttleworth's  mansion,  In  Eastgate,  Lin- 
coln, brought  to  light  a  very  considerable 
and  important  fragment  of  the  eastern  wall 
of  the  Roman  city.  This  fragment  consists 
of  a  large  quadrangular  block  of  soli  i  ma- 
sonry, with  dressed  facing,  projecting  in- 
ward from  the  wall.

Tbe   froat  court 
yard  of  Burlington 
houso   was    full  of 
Ciirriages,     anfl    a 
continuous   stream 
of  guests  was  preas- 
Ing  up  the  red  car- 
peted   staii-a    over 
which    p  r  e  s  ided 
some  of    the  most 
imposing  indivi- 
■  duals  known  to  the 
eyes  of  Londoners, 
second  only  to  her 
majesty's  beefeat- 
ei-3  in  glory  cf  scar- 
let R[>parel.  Inside, 
however,  as  it  was  not  yet  luncheon  tiaje,  the 
rooms  were  but  moderately  lillid.     It  was 
P*\«ible  to  see  the  pictures,  to  appreciate  the 
s]<r:ng  dresses,  and  to  single  out  a  friend  even 
across  the  long  gallery.    The  usual  [leople 
were  there;  aeadomioiaus  of  the  old  school 
and  academicians  of  the  new;  IL  A.'s  coming 
from   Kensington  and  the  "regions  of  cul- 
ture,"      and       R.      A.'s       comiug     from 
moj-e    northerly     and     provincial     neigh- 
twrhoods    where   art   lives    a     little   deso- 
lately and  barely,  in  want  of  the  graces  and 
adoi'uings  with  which  "culture"  professes  to 
provide  bar.      There  were  poliiieians    still 
capable — ^;is  it  was  only  the  Qret  week  of  May 
—of  throwing  some  zest  into  their  amuse- 
nicuts.     There  were  art  critics   who,  accus- 
tomed as  they  were  by  profession  to  take 
their  art  iu  lar^e  and  rapid  draughts,  had 
yet  bten  unable  to  content  themselves  with 
the  one  mea;^er  day  allowed  by  the  academy 
for  the  examination  of  some  800  works,  and 
Wire  now  eking  out  their  notes  of  the  day 
tjei'ore  by   a    few    supplementary    jottings 
takL-n  in  the  intervals  of  conversation  with 
their  lady  frionds.     There  were  the  great 
dealers,  betraying  in  look  and  gait  their  pro- 
found, yet  modest,  conciousness  that  upon 
them  rested  the  foundations  of  the  artistic 
ordor,  and  that  if,  ia  a  superficial  conception 
of  things,  the  star  of  au  academician  differs 
from  that  of  the  man  who  buys  his  pictures 
In  glory,  the  tiiily  philosophical  mind  assesses 
matters  differently.     And,  most    important 
of  all,  tl.ere  were  the  women,  old  and  yoimg, 
soiao  in  the  full  freshness  of  spring  cottons, 
as  if  the  east  wind  outside  were  not  mocking 
the  efforts  of  the  May  sun,  and  others  still 
wrapped  in  furs,  which  showed  a  juster  sense 
of   the   caprices   of   the    English     climate. 
Among  them  one  might  distinguish  the  usual 
shades   and   species;    the    familiar  country 
coiisir.,    gathering   material    for    the   over- 
awing of  such  of  her  neighbors  as  were  un- 
able to  dip  themselves  every  year  in  the 
stream  of  London;  the  women  folk  of  the 
artist  world,  presenting  greater  varieties  of 
type  than  tho  women  of  any  other  class  can 
boast;  and  lastly,  a  sprinkling  of  the  women 
of  what  calls  itself  "London  society,"  as 
well  di-essed,  as  weU  mannered,  and  as  well 
provided  w  ith  acquaintance  as  is  the  custom 
of  their  kind. 

Iu  ono  of  the  further  rooms,  more  scantily 
peopleii  as  yet  than  the  rest,  a  tall,  thin  man 
was  strolling  listlessly  from  picture  to  pic- 
ture, making  every  now  and  then  hasty  ref- 
erences to  his  catalogue,  but  in  general  eye- 
ing all  to  saw  mth  tho  look  of  one  in  whom 
familiarity  with  the  sight  before  him  had 
brtd  weariness,  if  not  contempt.  He  was  a 
handsome  man,  with  a  broad  brow  and  a 
pleasant  gentleness  of  ex|)ression.  The  eyes 
were  fine  and  thoughtful,  and  there  was  a 
combination  of  inteliectuai  force  with  great 
delicacy  of  line  in  the  contour  of  tho  head 
and  face  which  was  particularly  attractive, 
especially  to  women  of  t'ae  more  cultivated 
and  impressionable  sort.  His  thin,  grayish 
hair  was  rather  long— not  of  that  pronounced 
length  which  inevitably  challenges  the  de- 
cision of  the  bystander  as  to  whether  the 
wearer  be  fool  or  poet,  but  still  long  enough 
to  fall  a  little  carelessly  round  the  head  and 
so  take  off  from  the  spruce,  conventional 
effect  of  the  owner's  irreproachable  dress  and 
general  London  air. 

Mr.  Eustace  Kendal— to  give  the  person 
we  have  been  describing  his  name — was  not 
apparently  in  a  good  temper  with  his  sur- 
roundings. Ho  was  standing  with  a  dissat- 
isfied expression  before  a  Venetian  scene 
drawn  by  a  brilliant  member  of  a  group  of 
English  artists  settled  on  foreign  soil  and 
trained  in  foreign  methods. 

"2?ot  so  good  as  last  year,"  ho  was  remark- 
ing to  himself.  "Vulgar  dra^vi^g,  vulgar 
comtxisition,  hasty  work  everywhere.  It  is 
succjss  spoils  all  those  men— success  and  the 
amount  of  money  there  is  going.  Tho  man 
who  painted  this  didn't  get  any  pleasure  out 
of  it.  But  its  the  same  all  round.  It  is 
money  and  luxury  and  the  struggle  to  live 
which  are  di'iving  us  all  on  and  kilhng  the 
artist's  natm-al  joy  in  his  work,  i^d  prcs- 
entl}',  as  that  odd  little  Frenchman  said  to 
mo  last  j-ear,  we  shall  have  dropped  irretriev- 
ably into  tho  'lowest  depth  of  mediocrity.'" 
"Keudal!"  said  an  eager  voice  close  to  his 
ear,  whde  a  hand  was  laid  on  his  arm,  "do 
you  know  that  girl?" 

Kendal  turned  in  astonishment  and  saw  a 
short  oldish  man,  in  whom  he  recognized  a 
famous  artist,  standing  by,  his  keen,  mobile 
face  v.L-aring  an  expression  of  strong  interest 
and  inquiry. 

"What  girir  he  asked,  with  a  smile,  shak- 
ing his  questioner  by  tho  hand. 

"That  girl  in  black,  standing  by  Orchard- 
son's  picture.  Vv'hy,  jou  must  kuow  her  by 
sight  I    It's  Miss  Brether;on,  the  actress.  Did 


"JVs  Alias  Brciherton,  the  actress," 

you  ever  see  such  beauty?  I  must  get  some- 
body to  iutroduce  me  to  her.  There's  noth- 
ing woi  th  looking  at  since  she  came  in.  But, 
by  iil  lack,  nobody  here  seems  to  know  her." 

Eustfico  Kendal,  to  whom  the  warm  artist 
tcmpe.''Ement  of  his  friend  was  well  known, 
turned  with  some  amusement  towards  the 
picture  named,  and  noticed  that  flutter  in  the 
room  wbifli  shows  that  something  or  some 
one  of  interest  is  present  People  try  to  look 
unconceraofl,  and,  catalogue  in  hand,  wer« 
edging  towards  the  spot  where  the  lady  in 
black  stood,  glancing  alternately  at  her  and 
at  the  pictures,  in  the  manner  of  those 
e<iually  determined  to  satisfy  their  curiosity 
and  their  sense  of  politeness.  The  lady  in 
question,  meanwhile,  conscious  that  she  was 
being  looked  at,  but  not  apparently  disturbed 
by  it,  was  talking  to  another  lady,  tho  only 
person  with  her,  a  tall,  gaunt  woman,  also 
dressed  in  black  and  gifted  abundantly  with 
tho  forbidding  aspect  which  beauty  requires 
in  its  duenna. 

Kendal  could  see  nothing  more  at  first  than 
a  tall,  slender  figure,  a  beautiful  head,  with 
a  delicato  white  profile,  iu  flashing  contrast 
with  its  black  suiToundings,  and  with  lines 
of  golden  brown  hair.  But  in  profile  and 
figure  there  was  an  extraordinary  distinction 
atjd   grace   which    recougiled    him   to    ys 
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friend's  eagerness  and  made  him  wisn  tor  the 
beauty's  next  movemout.  Presently  she 
turned  and  caught  the  gazo  of  the  two  men 
full  upon  her.  Her  eyes  dropped  u  little,  but 
there  was  nothing  ill  bred  or  excessive  in  her 
self  consciousness.  She  took  her  compan- 
ion's arm  ^^Ith  a  quiet  luovemeut  and  drew 
her  towards  one  of  the  striking  pictures  of 
tho  year,  somo  little  way  off.  The  two  men 
also  ttu'ned  and  walked  away. 

"I  never  saw  such  beauty  as  that  before," 
■aid  the  artist,  with  emphasis.  'I  must  find 
some  one  who  knows  her,  and  get  tho  chance 
of  seeing  that  face  light  up,  else  I  shall  go 
home — one  may  as  well  These  daubs  are  not 
worth  tho  ti'ouble  of  considering  now!" 

"See  what  it  is  to  be  an  'ideal  paiuter,' " 
said  Keudal,  laughing.  "At  homo  ono  paints 
river  goddesses,  and  tree  nymphs,  and  such 
like  remote  creatures,  and  abroad  one  falls  a 
victim  to  the  first  well  dressed,  healthy  look- 
ing girl— chaperon,  bonnet  and  all." 

"Staow  me  another  like  her,"  said  his 
friend,  warmly.  "I  tell  you  they're  not  to 
bo  met  with  like  that  every  day.  Je  me 
connais  on  beauto,  my  dear  fellow,  and  1 
never  saw  such  perfection,  both  of  line  and 
color,  as  that.  It  ia  extraordinary;  it  ex- 
cites ono  as  an  artist.  Look,  is  that  Wallace 
now  going  up  to  herP 

Kendal  turned  and  saw  a  short  fair  man, 
with  a  dry,  keen,  American  face,  walk  up  to 
the  beauty  and  speak  to  her.  She  greeted 
him  cordially,  with  a  beaming  smile  aud 
bright,  emphatic  movements  of  the  head,  and 
tho  three  strolled  on. 

"Yes,  that  is  Edward  Wallace— very  much 
in  it,  apparently.  That  is  the  way  Ameri- 
cans have.  They  always  know  everybody 
it's  desirable  to  know.  But  now's  your 
chance,  Forbes.  Stroll  carelessly  past  them, 
catch  Wallace's  eye,  and  the  thing  is  done.'" 
Mr.  Forbes  had  already  dropped  Kendal's 
arm,  and  was  sauntering  across  tho  room 
towards  tho  chatting  trio.  Kendal  watched 
the  scene  from  a  distance  with  some  amuse- 
ment; saw  his  friend  brush  carelessly  past 
the  American,  look  back,  smilo,  stop  and 
hold  out  his  hand;  evidently  a  whisper 
passed  between  them,  for  tho  next  moment 
Mr.  Forbes  was  making  a  low  bow  to  the 
beauty,  and  immediately  afterwards  Kendal 
saw  his  fine  gray  head  and  stooping  shoul 
ders  disappear  into  tho  next  room,  side  by 
side  with  Miss  Brotherton's  erect  and  grace- 
ful figure. 

Kendal  betook  himself  once  more  to  the 
pictures,  and,  presently  finding  some  ac- 
quaintances, made  a  rapid  tour  of  the  rooms 
with  them,  parting  with  them  at  the  en- 
trance that  he  might  himself  go  back  and 
look  at  two  or  three  things  in  the  sculpture 
room  which  ho  had  been  told  were  impor- 
tant and  promising.  There  he  came  across 
the  American,  Edward  Wallace,  who  at  once 
took  him  by  tho  arm  with  tho  manner  of  an 
old  friend  and  a  little  burst  of  laughter. 

"So  you  saw  the  introduction?  What  a 
man  is  Forbes?  Ho  is  aa  young  still  as  he 
was  at  IS.  I  envy  him.  Ho  took  Miss  Breth- 
erton  right  round,  talked  to  her  of  all  his 
favored  hobbies,  looked  at  her  in  a  way 
which  would  have  been  awkward  if  it  had 
been  anybody  else  but  such  a  gentlemanly 
maniac  as  Forbes,  and  has  almost  made  her 
promise  to  sit  to  him.  Miss  Brctherton  was 
a  littlo  bewildered,  I  think.  She  is  so  new  to 
London  that  she  doesn't  know  who's  who  yet 
in  the  least.  I  had  to  take  her  aside  and  ex- 
plain to  her  Forbes'  humors;  then  she  fired 
up — there  is  a  naive  hero  worship  about  her 
just  now  that  she  is  fresh  from  a  colony— 
and  made  herself  as  pleasant  to  him  as  a  girl 
could  be.  1  prophesy  Forbes  will  think  of 
nothing  else  for  the  season." 

"WeU,  she's  a  brilliant  creature,"  said 
Kendal.  "It's  extraordinary  how  she  shone 
out  beside  the  pretty  English  girls  about  her. 
It  is  an  intoxicating  possession  for  a  woman, 
such  beauty  as  that;  it's  like  royalty;  it 
places  the  Individual  under  conditions  quite 
imlike  thi:>se  of  common  mortals.  I  suppose 
it's  that  rathei-  than  any  real  ability  as  an 
actress  that  hi-i  mado  her  a  success.  I  no- 
ticed the  iwpors  said  as  much — Pome  more 
politely  thau  othere." 

"Oh,  she's  not  much  of  an  actress;  she  has 
no  training,  no  liuesse.  But  you'll  see,  she'll 
be  the  great  success  of  the  season.  She  has 
wonderful  grace  on  the  stage,  and  a  fine 
voice  in  spite  of  tricks.  And  then  her  Wesen 
is  so  atti-activo;  she  is  such  a  frank,  un- 
spoiled, good  hearted  creature.  Her  audience 
falls  in  love  with  her,  and  that  goes  a  long 
way.  But  I  wish  she  had  a  trifle  more  edu- 
cation and  something  worth  calling  a  train- 
ing. Her  manager,  liobinson,  talks  of  her 
attempting  all  tho  great  parts,  but  it's  ab- 
surd. Sho  talks  very  naively  and  prettily 
about  'her  art,'  but  really  she  knows  no  more 
about  it  than  a  baby,  and  it  is  perhaps  part 
of  her  charm  that  she  is  so  unconscious  of 
her  ignorance." 

"It  is  strango  how  little  critical  English 
audiences  are,"  said  Kendal  "I  believe  we 
are  the  simplest  jjeoplo  iu  the  world.  All 
that  we  ask  is  that  our  feelings  should  be 
touched  a  little,  but  whether  by  the  art  or 
the  artist  doesn't  matter.  She  has  not  been 
long  playing  in  Loudon,  has  she?" 

"OrJy  a  few  weeks.  It's  only  about  two 
months  since  sho  lauded  from  Jamaica.  She 
has  a  cm-ious  history  if  you  cai'o  to  hear  it. 
I  don't  think  I've  seen  you  at  all  since  I  made 
friends  with  her?'' 

"No,"  said  Kendal;  "I  was  beginning  to 
suspect  that  something  absorbing  had  got 
hold  of  you.  I've  looked  for  you  two  or 
three  times  at  the  club  and  could  not  find 
j*ou." 

"Oh,  it's  not  Miss  Bretherton  that  has 
taken  up  my  time.  She's  so  busy  that  no- 
body can  sec  much  of  her.  But  I  have  tafeen 
her  and  her  people  out  two  or  three  times, 
sight  seeing,  since  they  camo— Westminster 
abbey,  the  National  gallery,  and  so  forth. 
Sho  is  very  keen  about  everything,  and  the 
Worralls— hor  uncle  and  aunt— stick  to  her 
pretty  closely." 

"Where  does  sho  come  fromT' 

"■Well,  her  father  was  tho  Scotch  overseer 
of  a  sugar  plantation  not  far  from  Kingston, 
aud  ho  married  an  Italian,  one  of  your  fair 
Venetian  type— a  strange  race  combination ; 
1  suppose  it's  the  secret  of  tho  brilliancy  and 
out-of-the-wayness  of  tho  girl's  beauty.  Her 
mother  die^l  when  sho  was  small,  and  the 
child  grew  up  alono.  Her  father,  however, 
seems  to  have  been  a  good  sort  of  man,  and 
to  have  luoked  after  her.  Presently  she 
drew  the  attention  of  an  uncle,  a  shopkeepet 
in  Kingston,  and  a  shrewd,  hard,  money 
making  fellow,  who  saw  there  was  som> 
tiiing  to  bo  mado  out  of  her.  She  had 
already  shown  a  turn  for  reciting,  and 
h;id  performed  at  various  places  —  in 
the  schoolroom  belonging  to  tho  estate, 
and  so  on.  The  father  didn't  encourage  her 
fancy  for  it,  naturally,  being  Scotch   and 

Presbyterian.  However,  he  died  of  fever, 
and  then  the  child  of  sixteen  fell  into  her 
uncle's  chargt.  He  seems  to  have  seen  at 
once  exactly  what  lino  to  take.  To  put  it 
cynically,  I  imagine  he  argued  something 
liko  this:  'Beauty  extraordinary — character 
everything  that  could  bo  desired — talent  not 
much.  80  that  the  things  to  stake  on  are  the 
beauty  and  the  character,  and  let  the  talent 
take  care  of  itself.'  Anyhow,  ht3  got  her  on 
to  the  Kingston  theatre — a  poor  littlo  place 
enough — and  ho  and  the  aunt,  that  sour 
looking  creature  you  saw  with  her,  looked 
after  her  like  dragons.  Naturally,  she  was 
soon  Jthe  talk  of  Kingston— what  with  her 
looks  and  her  grace,  and  the  difl3culty  of 
coming  near  her,  the  whole  European  society, 
the  garrison,  government  house  and  all  were 
at  her  feet  Then  the  uncle  played  his  cards 
for  an  European  engagement  You  remem- 
ber that  Governor  Rutherford  they  had  a 
littlotimeago?— the  writer  of  that  littlo  set 
of  drawing  room  plays— 'Nineteenth  Century 
fnterludes,'  I  think  he  called  them?  It  was 
his  last  year,  and  he  started  for  homo  while 
Isabel  Bretherton  was  acting  at  Kingston. 
IIo  came  home  full  of  her,  and,  knowing  all 
the  theatrical  people  here,  ho  was  able  to 
pLace  her  at  once.  Robinson  decided  to 
speculate  in  her,  telegraphed  out  for  her,  and 
here  she  is,  uncle,  aunt  and  invalid  sister  into 
the  bargain." 

"Oh,  sho  has  a  sister?'' 

"Yes;  a  little,  white,  crippled  thing,  peev- 
ish—cripples generally  are— but  full  of  a 
curious  force  of  somo  hidden  kind.  Isabel  is 
very  good  to  her,  and  rather  afraid  of  her. 
It  seems  to  me  that  she  is  afraid  of  all  her  be- 
longings. I  believe  they  put  upon  her,  and 
q}i9  b^  as  niucn  capacity  as  auyoouy  1  evej- 


knew  ror  letting  herseir  be  trampled  upoh." 
"What,  that  splendid,  vivacious  creatuitr' 
•aid  Kendal  incredulously.    "I  think  I'd  biick 
her  for  holding  her  own." 

"Ah,  well,  you  see,"  said  tho  Americin, 
with  tho  quiet  superiority  of  a  three  wet^' 
acquaintance,  "I  know  something  of  her  by 
now,  and  she's  not  quite  what  you  miifht 
think  hor  at  first  sight  However,  whet»er 
she  is  afraid  of  thorn  or  not.  It's  to  be  hoj»ed 
thwy  w.il  take  care  of  her.  Naturally  ijhe 
has  a  splendid  physique,  but  it  seems  to  tna 
that  London  tries  her.  The  piece  they  have 
chosen  for  her  is  a  heavy  one,  and  thou  of 
course  society  is  down  upon  her,  and  ir  a 
few  weeks  she'll  be  the  race."

WUat  tbe  Average  Citizen  Knowo  Abiiut 
Bats— Statistics  of  a  Seaboard  Town—-A 
Merchaot  Beslese*!— Tho  Agip-essivenear 
of  tbe  Norway    Rat.  j 

Norwich,  one  of  the  most  ancient  towns  on 
the  seaboard,  has  been  overrun  with  rats  :J00 
years,  and  there  is  a  [)eronnial  struggle  be- 
tween the  inhabitants  above  ground  and  iihe 
denizens  of  sowers  and  cellars.  The  city 
swarms  with  rats,  but  not  all  tho  citizens  ilre 
more  than  vaguely  coii.->cious  of  their  initu- 
merablo  presence.  Occasionally  a  Norwich 
dweller,  when  strolling  about  tbe  under- 
ground recesses  of  his  possessions,  n;ay 
chance  upon  a  rat,  the  inquisitive  animal 
cocked  up  in  a  dusky  corner  of  his  attic  or 
cellar,  his  long  shining  tail  curled  about  him. 
While  the  tableau  lasts — aud  its  duration  is 
not  moro  than  ten  seoomis— rat  watches  n.an 
with  alert  attention,  his  wicked  bead  e7es 
gleam  inquiringly  and  defiantly  at  the  In- 
truder, and  at  the  first  advance  of  man,  rat 
turns  easily  on  his  haunches  and  simply  clis- 
appears.  No  ono  knows  how  ho  does  it,  h>w 
the  world  opens  to  let  him  in,  how  he  slips  so 
slipperily  down  the  tube  of  invisibility;  Init 
that  is  all  there  is  of  it,  just  presto!  a  wink, 
a  twist,  a  slip,  a  ghst4euing  loop  of  tail  in  liie 
air  for  an  instant,  and  when  you  look  whsre 
the  rat  was  there  is  no  rat  there,  i  here  is 
only  a  section  of  quiet  dusk  in  the  corner,  a 
hole,  and  an  interesting  iuterrogativo  silence. 

That  is  all  that  the  average  eitiz  .1  knows 
of  rats  personally;  but  of  the  ravaj;  ..s  of  r4t3 
his  information  is  varied  and  accuru  •».

There  are  four  kind  of  tenants  iu  ev«|rf 
seaboard  town— men,  womeu  aud  English 
sparrows  above  ijround,  and  rats  under- 
ground. One  li»««  iu  the  up  stairs  aud  lihe 
other  iu  the  dowi  ♦cairs  of  tho  world.  Iii  is 
the  people  who  do  business  along  the  wharves 
and  in  the  lower  streets  of  Norwich  who  can 
tell  us  all  about  rats.  They  alone  realize 
what  a  squirming  nest  of  vermin  life  thdro 
is  directly  under  their  feet,  how  vast  an  army 
of  long  tail-.d  creatures  is  waiting  im]>a- 
tiently  each  day  for  them  to  lock  their  doors 
at  nightfall,  so  that  the  field  may  bo  left  fj»e 
for  rats!  Ask  a  Commerce,  or  a  Wajer 
street,  or  a  Franklin  square  merchant  if  be 
knows  anythiug  about  rats,  and  then  listen 
for  what  he  will  telL 

A  curious  investigator,  who  has  'oeen  coin- 
piling  rat  facts  and  rat  statistics,  did  ap- 
proach a  veteran  merchant  of  a  down  torn 
street  a  day  or  two  ago,  and  did  ask  him  if 
he  knew  anything  about  rats.  The  man 
stared  at  him  for  a  moment,  and  then  mede 
this  vague  resixjnse  in  a  curious  tone: 

"Rats!" 

But  the  investigator  pursued  the  subject, 
and  the  result  of  his  inquiries  is  seme  inter- 
esting rat  data.  The  first  important  fiict 
brought  to  light  is  that  the  numerical  eiti- 
mate  of  the  rat  population  of  the  city,  iio- 
cording  to  three  expert  Norwich  stat isticiais, 
varies  from  2,000,000  to  '250,000,000.  One  man 
put  the  number  as  high  as  400,000,000,000,  liut 
he  was  laboring  under  mental  excitement  at 
the  time,  l)e.::ause  rats  had  just  gnawed 
through  his  poik  barrel  and  let  the  brine  o:it; 
he  appeared  to  be  prejudi,:«il  against  rats, 
and  his  estimate,  therefore,  is  not  countiid. 
Probably  this  is  the  only  town  in  the  country 
in  which  rats  are  hunted  with  rifles. 

There  is  one  merchant  doiug  business  uncier 
the  steep  hill  in  Water  street  whose  store  laa 
been  invested  and  besieged  by  rats  for  stv- 
eral  years.  The  besiegers  do  not  confine  tbjir 
assaults  to  nocturnal  hours,  but  all  day  in 
waste  places  and  in  musky  nooks  the  gnaw- 
ing goes  .steadily  on,  now  and  then  intjr- 
rupted  by  a  distant  squeak  or  the  hurried 
patter  of  light  feet  If  the  merchant  goes  to 
the  rear  of  his  store  or  to  his  dark  little  back 
room  or  into  the  adjoining  tenement,  which 
he  uses  for  a  storeroom,  bright  eyes  suddenly 
gleam  at  him  through  the  ob.scurity  like 
shifting  stars,  tho  whisk  of  many  tails  is 
heard,  and  thei-e  is  a  clatter  of  boxes  aad 
rubbish  as  tho  animals  scamper  awa}. 

This  merchant  evidently  has  done  some- 
thing dreadful  to  the  rat  tribe,  which  betfs 
an  inherited  grudgo  toward  him;  he  is  as 
awfully  beset  as  was  Bishop  Hatto  in  bis 
Rhenish  Mausethurm,  for  the  rats  are  ccn- 
tinually  after  him. 

THE  AGGRESSIVE    XOHWAY  RAT. 

Some  dreadful  stories  are  told  of  theraT€d- 
ousnessand  the  bold  aggressiveness  of  the 
Norway  rat  by  men  who  work  at  night  In 
ramshackle  old  buildings  in  the  lower  stiwe  s. 
In  one  Water  street  shop  a  few  3- ears  ag )  tbe 
men  had  a  job  that  kept  them  continually  at 
the  bench  all  night  for  several  days,  and  at 
Itmch  time  their  meals  (sandwiches)  were 
fetched  to  them.  Tempted  by  the  smMll  of 
food  at  the  late  hours  of  the  nigbt,  and  maSe 
audacious  by  the  protecting  gloom  of  the 
cavernous  old  shop,  which  afforded  muUi- 
tudinous  lurking  places,  the  rats  trooptjd  oDt 
in  such  numbers  on  tho  second  night  that  the 
men  had  to  throw  biscuits  to  the  advancing 
army  to  keep  it  at  bay. 

In  somo  Water  street  buildin:js  the  work- 
men rarely  go  below  stairs  after  nightfalL 
In  one  old  shed  on  that  street,  the  walls  of 
which  are  literally  perforated  with  rat  hol«B, 
let  a  man  sit  alono  and  silent  in  ono  of  its 
oompartments  after  dark,  and  he  will  soim 
hear  the  gathering  of  an  invisible  host.  T.iis 
walls  fairly  seem  to  bo  alive,  tho  floor  stirs 
with  the  soft  patter  of  a  myriad  of  footfalls, 
and  a  creeping  sensation  goes  over  the  lonely 
visitor  as  ho  feels  the  almost  inaudible  afl- 
vanco  of  vermin  life  neariug  him.  A  suddim 
no&y  movement  is  suflieieut  to  send  the  beet 
hurrying  back  to  its  retreats,  but  the  sensar 
tion  is  less  easily  removed. 

The  sewer  is  the  true  homo  of  the  wharf 
rat,  and  it  is  his  last  fortress  of  safety  whtm 
ho  is  pursued.  In  the  slimo  of  the  city  sewir 
he  finds  the  offal  and  the  garbage  that  lie 
craves,  and  of  cast  off  human  rags  he  bnills 
his  nest — his  homo.  Somo  of  tho  sewers  afe 
high  enough  for  the  street  workmen  to  pats 
through  from  t'lie  center  of  tho  city  to  tlie 
mouth  at  the  river  shore.  They  let  down  a 
ladder  at  the  manhole  when  repairs  are  to  iM 
made,  descend  into  the  Mack  tunnel  anl, 
with  their  dully  gleaming  lanterns  before 
them,  advance  along  the  slimy,  fetid  corridip- 
to  the  place  where  the  breach  is  to  bo  niondel 
As  they  pass  on  the  rats  fall  back,  but  tile 
men  hear  tho  scurrying  of  the  innmnorable 
sower  tenants  continually  retreating,  aid 
sounding  in  the  dismal  and  echoing  void  lilte 
an  elusive  ghostly  whisper.  Once,  while  tl|o 
men  were  at  work  in  the  F'r.aakl3-n  strejt 
branch  sower,  under  Bath  street,  a  big  amy 
of  rats,  led  by  curiosity  and  tempted  by  tlie 
muteness  of  the  motionless  workers,  a^ 
proachcd  to  within  a  few  feet,  so  that  tlie 
background  of  gloom  was"  starred  with  a 
thousand  glittering  and  shifting  e^'eballl. 
The  men  needed  no  other  stimulus  than  tlio 
presence  of  these  uncanny  sower  watchers  ilo 
ipccd  their  operations. 

In  all  the  seacoast  cities  of  New  Englatjd 
the  gray  Norway  rat  is  numerous,  bold  arid 
intrusive.  He  came  to  this  country  amorg 
tho  fir.">t  ".'issisted"  emigrants  in  ships  fro  ti 
'Britain,  aud  he  quickly  ilrove  the  big,  han<t- 
Bomo  and  harmless  native  black  rat  away 
from  tho  coast  Tho  Ijlac.k  .A.nifcricau  fellofr 
Is  rarely  met  with  now,  except  in  towns  re- 
mote from  the  rea.  He  is  not  robust  or  voni- 
cious  enough  to  stand  his  ground  against  tiM 
belligerent  fori.-jgnei'. — Norwick  (Conn. )  Co^.

CHAPTER  I. 

T  WAS  the  day  of 
the  private  view  at 
the  Uoynl  academy. 
The    groat   court 
yard  of  Burlington 
housa   v-es    full  of 
carriages,     and    a 
continuous   stream 
of  guests  was  press- 
ing up  the  red  car- 
peted   Btaii's    over 
which    presided 
some  of    the  most 
imposing  i  n  d  i  v  i- 
duals  known  to  the 
eyes  of  Londoners, 
second  only  to  her 
majesty's  beef  eat- 
ers in  glory  cf  scar- 
lei  apfuirel.  Inside, 
however,  aa  it  was  not  yet  luncheon  tia>e,  the 
rooms  were  but  m<3derately  flllod.     It  was 
poisiblo  to  see  the  pictures,  to  appreciate  the 
spr;ng  dresses,  and  to  single  out  a  friend  even 
aoross  the  long  gallery.    The  usual  people 
were  there;  aeadomioiaus  of  the  old  school 
and  academicians  of  the  new;  11.  A. 'scorning 
from  Kensingtou  and  the  "regions  of  cul- 
ture,"      and       R.      A.'s       coming     from 
more    northerly     and     provincial     neigh- 
borhoods   where   art    lives    a     little   deso- 
lately and  Ixirely,  in  want  of  the  graces  and 
adtjrnings  with  which  "culturo"  professes  to 
pruviJe  her.       There  were   politicians    still 
c;ipahii> — as  it  was  only  the  fii-st  week  of  May 
—of  throwing  some  «est  into  their  amuse- 
ments.    There  were  art  critics  who,  accus- 
tomed as  they  were  by  profession  to  take 
their  art  in  large  and   rapid  draughts,  had 
yet  bt«n  unable  to  content  themselves  with 
the  one  meaner  day  allowed  by  the  academy 
for  the  exanuniitioa  of  some  800  works,  and 
were  now  eking  out  their  notes  of  the  day 
before  by   a    few    supplementary    jottings 
takjn  iu  the  intervals  of  conversation  with 
their  lady  friends.     There  were  the  great 
dealers,  betraying  in  look  and  gait  their  pro- 
found, yet  modest,  conciousness  that  upon 
them  rested  the  foundations  of  the  ai-tistic 
order,  and  that  if,  in  a  superflcial  conception 
of  things,  the  star  of  an  academician  differs 
from  that  of  the  man  who  bujs  his  pictures 
in  glory,  the  tinily  philosophical  mind  assesses 
matt»i-s  differently.     And,  mast    important 
of  nil,  there  were  the  women,  old  and  joimg, 
some  in  the  full  freshness  of  spring  cottons, 
as  if  the  east  wind  outside  were  not  mocking 
the  efforts  of  the  May  sun,  and  others  stiS 
wrapped  in  furs,  which  showed  a  jiister  sense 
of    the   caprices   of    the    English     cUmate. 
Among  them  one  might  distinguish  the  usual 
shades   and   species;    the    famihar  country 
cou-ui;,    gathering   material    for    the   over- 
awing of  such  of  her  neighbors  as  were  tm- 
ahia  to  dip  themselves   every  year  in  the 
stream  of  London;  the  women  folk  of  the 
artist  world,  presenting  greater  varieties  of 
type  than  the  women  of  any  other  class  can 
boast;  and  lastly,  a  sprinkling  of  the  women 
of  what    calls  itself  "London  society,"  as 
well  di-essed,  as  well  m.aimered,  and  as  well 
provided  with  acquaintance  as  is  the  custom 
of  their  kind. 

In  on©  of  the  further  rooms,  more  scantily 
peopleil  as  yet  than  the  rest,  a  tall,  thin  man 
was  strolling  listlessly  from  picture  to  pic- 
ture, nmking  every  now  and  then  hasty  ref- 
erences to  his  catalogue,  but  in  general  eye- 
ing all  to  saw  with  tlie  look  of  one  in  whom 
familiarity  with  the  sight  before  him  had 
bred  weariness,  if  not  contempt.  Ho  was  a 
handsome  man,  with  a  broad  brow  and  a 
pleasant  gentleness  of  expression.  The  eyes 
were  fine  and  thoughtful,  and  there  was  a 
combination  of  intellectual  force  with  great 
delicacy  of  line  In  the  contour  of  the  head 
and  face  \\  hich  was  particularly  attractive, 
especially  to  women  of  the  more  cultivated 
and  impressionable  sort.  His  thin,  grayish 
hair  was  i-ather  long—not  of  that  pronoimced 
length  which  inevitably  challenges  the  de- 
cision of  the  bystander  as  to  whether  the 
wearer  be  fool  or  poet,  but  still  long  enough 
to  fall  a  little  carelessly  roimd  the  head  and 
so  take  off  from  the  spruce,  conventional 
effect  of  the  owner's  irreproachable  dress  and 
general  London  air. 

Mr.  Eustace  Kendal— to  give  the  person 
we  have  been  describing  his  name — was  not 
apparently  iu  a  good  temper  with  his  sur- 
roundings. He  was  standing  with  a  dissat- 
isfied expression  before  a  V'?netian  scene 
drawn  by  a  brilliant  member  of  a  group  of 
English  artists  settled  on  foreign  soil  and 
trained  iu  foreign  methods. 

"Not  so  good  as  last  year,"  he  was  remark- 
ing to  himself.  "Vulgar  drawing,  vulgar 
compo-sition,  hasty  work  everywhere.  It  is 
succiss  .<;poils  aD  these  men— success  and  the 
amount  of  money  there  is  going.  The  man 
who  painted  this  didn't  get  any  pleasure  out 
of  it.  But  it's  the  same  all  round.  It  is 
money  and  luxury  and  the  struggle  to  live 
which  ore  di'iving  us  aU  on  and  killing  the 
artist's  natural  joy  in  his  work.  And  pres- 
ently, as  that  odd  little  Frenchman  said  to 
me  last  j-ear,  we  shall  have  dropped  irretriev- 
ably into  the  'lowest  depth  of  mediocrity.'" 
"Kendall"  said  an  eager  voice  close  to  his 
ear,  while  a  hand  was  laid  on  his  arm,  "do 
you  know  that  girl?" 

Kendal  turned  in  astonishment  and  saw  a 
short  oldish  man,  in  whom  he  recognized  a 
famous  artist,  standing  by,  his  kec-n,  mobile 
face  wearing  an  expression  of  strong  interest 
and  inquiry. 

"What  girir  ho  asked,  with  a  smile,  shak- 
ing his  questioner  by  the  hand. 

"That  girl  in  black,  standing  by  Orchard- 
son's  picture.  Why,  you  must  know  her  by 
sight  I    It's  Miss  Bretherion,  the  actress.  Did

you  ever  see  such  beauty?    1  must  get  some- 
body to  ijiti'oduco  me  to  her.     There's  noth- 
in:;  wor  th  looking  at  since  she  came  in.    But, 
by  ill  hick,  nobody  here  seems  to  know  her." 

Etiitr.oo  Kendal,  to  whom  the  warm  artist 
temperament  of  his  friend  was  well  known, 
turned  with  some  amusement  towards  the 
picture  named,  and  noticed  that  flutter  in  the 
room  which  shows  that  something  or  some 
one  of  interest  is  present  People  try  to  look 
unconcemwl,  ond,  catalogue  in  hand,  wers 
edging  towards  the  spot  where  the  lady  in 
black  stood,  glancing  alternately  at  her  and 
at  the  pictures,  in  the  manner  of  those 
equally  determine*!  to  satisfy  their  curiosity 
and  their  sense  of  politeness.  Tiie  lady  In 
question,  meanwhile,  conscious  that  slje  was 
being  looked  at,  but  not  apparently  disturbed 
by  it,  was  talking  to  another  lady,  the  only 
person  with  her,  a  tall,  gaunt  woman,  also 
dressed  in  black  and  gifted  abundantly  with 
the  forbidding  asjiect  which  beauty  requires 
in  its  duenna. 

Kendal  could  see  nothing  more  at  first  than 
a  tall,  slender  figure,  a  beautiful  head,  with 
a  delicate  white  profile,  in  flashing  contrast 
with  its  black  surroundings,  and  with  lines 
of  golden  brown  hair.  But  in  profile  and 
figure  t'aere  was  an  extraordinary  distmction 
agd  grace   vjihich    recougiled   him   to    Jt2^ 


frlond'8  eagerness  and  made  htm  wisti  for  the 
beauty's  next  movement.  Presently  she 
turned  and  caught  the  gaaa  of  tb«  two  men 
full  upon  her.  Iler  eyes  droppeti  u  little,  but 
there  waa  nothing  ill  bred  or  excessive  iu  her 
self  oousclousuess.  She  took  her  compan- 
ion's arm  with  a  quiet  movement  and  drew 
her  towards  one  of  the  striking  pictures  of 
the  year,  some  little  way  off.  The  two  men 
also  turned  and  walked  away. 

"I  never  saw  such  beauty  as  that  before," 
said  the  artist,  with  emphasis.  '1  must  find 
some  one  who  knows  her,  and  get  the  chance 
of  seeing  that  face  light  up,  else  I  shall  go 
home — one  may  as  well  These  daubs  are  not 
worth  the  trouble  of  considering  now  1" 

"See  what  it  ia  to  be  an  'ideal  painter,' " 
said  Kendal,  htughing.  "At  home  one  paints 
river  goddoeses,  and  tree  nymphs,  and  such 
like  remote  creatures,  and  abroad  one  falls  a 
victim  to  the  first  well  dressed,  healthy  look- 
ing girl— chajwron,  bonnet  and  all" 

"Show  me  another  like  her,"  said  his 
friend,  warmly.  "I  tell  you  they're  not  to 
be  met  with  like  that  every  day.  Je  me 
connais  en  beauto,  my  dear  fellow,  and  1 
never  saw  such  perfection,  both  of  line  and 
color,  as  that.  It  ia  extraordinary;  it  ex- 
cites one  as  an  artist.  Look,  is  that  Wallace 
now  going  up  to  herP 

Kendal  turned  and  saw  a  short  fair  man, 
with  a  dry,  keen,  American  face,  walk  up  to 
the  beauty  and  speak  to  her.  She  greeted 
him  cordially,  with  a  beaming  smile  and 
bright,  emphatic  movements  of  the  head,  and 
the  three  strolled  on. 

"Yes,  that  is  Edward  Wallace— very  much 
in  it,  apparently.  That  is  the  way  Ameri- 
cans have.  They  alwaj-s  know  everybody 
it's  desirable  to  know.  But  now's  your 
chance,  Forbes.  Stroll  carelessly  past  them, 
catch  Wallace's  eye,  and  the  thing  is  done." 
Mr.  Forbes  had  already  dropped  Kendal's 
arm,  and  was  sauntering  across  the  room 
toward.s  the  chatting  trio.  Kendal  watched 
the  scene  from  a  distance  with  some  amuse- 
ment; saw  his  friend  brush  carelessly  past 
the  American,  look  back,  smile,  stop  and 
hold  out  his  hand;  evidently  a  whisper 
passed  between  them,  for  the  next  moment 
Mr.  Forbes  was  making  a  low  bow  to  the 
beauty,  and  immediately  afterwards  Kendal 
saw  his  fine  gray  head  and  stooping  shoul 
ders  disappear  into  the  next  room,  side  by 
side  with  Miss  Dretherton'a  erect  and  grace- 
ful figure. 

Kendal  betook  himself  once  more  to  the 
pictures,  and,  presently  finding  some  ac- 
quaintances, made  a  rapid  tour  of  the  rooms 
with  them,  parting  with  them  at  the  en- 
trance that  he  might  himself  go  back  and 
look  at  two  or  three  things  in  the  sculpture 
room  which  he  had  been  told  were  impor- 
tant and  promising.  There  he  came  across 
the  American,  Edward  ^Vallace,  who  at  once 
took  him  by  the  arm  with  the  manner  of  an 
old  friend  and  a  little  burst  of  laughter.

Ho  took  Miss  Breth- 
erton  right  roaud,  talked  to  her  of  all  his 
favored  hobbies,  looked  at  her  in  a  way 
which  would  have  been  awkward  if  it  had 
been  anybody  else  but  such  a  gentlemanly 
maniac  as  Forbes,  and  has  almost  m.ade  her 
promise  to  sit  to  him.  Miss  Bretherton  was 
a  little  bewildered,  I  think.  She  is  so  new  to 
London  that  she  doesn't  know  who's  who  yet 
in  the  least.  I  had  to  take  her  aside  and  ex- 
plain to  her  Forbes'  humors;  then  she  fired 
up — there  is  a  naive  hero  worship  about  her 
just  now  that  she  is  fresh  from  a  colony^ 
and  made  hei-self  as  pleasant  to  him  as  a  girl 
could  ba  I  piophesy  Forbes  will  thmk  of 
nothing  else  for  the  season." 

"Well,  she's  a  brilliant  creature,"  said 
Kendal.  "It's  extraordinary  how  she  shone 
out  beside  the  pretty  English  girls  about  her. 
It  is  an  intoxicating  possession  for  a  woman, 
such  btiauty  as  that;  it's  like  royalty;  it 
places  the  individual  under  conditions  quite 
uidike  those  of  common  mortals.  I  suppose 
it's  that  rather  than  any  real  ability  as  an 
actress  that  li  h  made  her  a  success.  I  no- 
ticed the  jw  pi-rs  said  as  much — some  more 
politely  than  others.' 

"Oh,  she's  not  much  of  an  acti'ess;  she  ha£ 
no  training,  no  dnesse.  But  you'll  see,  she'll 
bo  the  great  success  of  the  season.  She  has 
wonderful  grace  on  the  stage,  and  a  fine 
voice  iu  spite  of  tricks.  And  then  her  Wesen 
is  so  attractive;  she  is  such  a  frank,  un- 
spoiled, good  hearted  creature.  Her  audience 
falls  in  love  with  her,  and  that  goes  a  long 
way.  But  I  wish  she  had  a  trifle  more  edu- 
cation and  something  worth  calling  a  train- 
ing. Her  manager,  Robinson,  talks  of  her 
attempting  all  the  great  parts,  but  it's  ab- 
surd. She  talks  very  naively  and  prettily 
about  'her  art,'  but  really  she  knows  no  more 
about  it  than  a  baby,*nd  it  is  perhaps  part 
of  her  charm  that  she  ia  so  unconscious  of 
her  ignorance." 

"It  U  strango  how  little  critical  EngUsb 
audiences  are,"  said  KendaL  "I  believe  we 
are  the  simplest  people  in  the  world.  All 
that  we  ask  is  that  our  feelings  should  be 
touched  a  little,  but  whether  by  the  art  or 
the  artist  doesn't  matter.  She  has  not  been 
long  playing  in  London,  has  she?" 

"Only  a  few  weeks.  It's  only  about  two 
months  since  she  landed  from  Jamaica.  She 
has  a  curious  history  if  you  cai-e  to  hear  it. 
1  don't  think  I've  seen  you  at  all  since  I  made 
friends  with  her?" 

"No,"  said  Kendal;  "I  was  beginning  to 
suspect  that  something  absorbing  had  got 
hold  of  you.  I've  looked  for  you  two  or 
three  times  at  the  club  and  could  not  find 
j*ou." 

"Oh,  it's  not   Miss  Bretherton   that  has 
taken  up  my  time.     She's  so  busy  that  no- 
body can  seo  much  of  her.    But  I  have  taken 
her  and  her  people  out  two  or  three  times, 
sight  seeing,  since  they  camo— Westminster 
abbey,  the  National  gallery,   and  so  forth, 
Sho  is  very  keen  about  everything,  and  the 
Worralls— her  uncle  and  aunt— stick  to  her 
pretty  closely." 
"Where  does  sho  come  from?" 
"^Vell,  her  father  was  the  Scotch  overseer 
of  a  sugar  plantation  not  far  from  Eangston^ 
aud  he  mairied  an  Italian,  one  of  your  fair 
Venetian  type— a  strange  race  combination ; 
I  suppose  it's  the  secret  of  the  brilliancy  and 
out-of-the-wayness  of  the  girl's  tseauty.    Her  ' 
mother  died  when  she  was  small,  and  the  ! 
child  grew  up  alono.     Her  father,  however,  ' 
seems  to  have  been  a  good  sort  of  man,  and  ' 
to  have  looked  after   her.      Presently   she 
drew  the  attention  of  an  uncle,  a  shopkeepei- 
in    Kingston,  and   a   shrewd,  hard,  money 
making  fellow,    who  .saw  there  waa  somi 
thing    to    bo    made   out  of    her.     She    ha4 
already   shown    a   turn    for    reciting,    and 
h.ud      performed    at     various     places  —  in 
the    schoolroom    belonging  to    the    estate, 
and  so  on.    The  father  didn't  encourage  hef 
fancy  for  it,  naturally,  being  Scotch   and 

Presbyterian.  However,  he  died  of  fever, 
aud  then  the  child  of  sixteen  fell  into  her 
uncle's  charg-t.  He  seems  to  have  seen  at 
once  exactly  what  lino  to  take.  To  put  it 
cynically,  I  imagine  he  argued  something 
like  this:  'Beauty  extraordinary — character 
everything  that  could  bo  desired— talent  not 
much.  So  that  the  things  to  stake  on  are  the 
beauty  and  the  character,  and  let  the  talent 
take  care  of  itself.'  Anyhow,  ht)  got  her  on 
to  the  Kingston  theatre — ^a  poor  bttle  place 
enough — and  he  and  the  aunt,  that  sour 
looking  creature  you  saw  with  her,  looked 
after  her  like  dragons.  Naturally,  she  waa 
soonjthe  talk  of  Kingston— what  with  her 
looks  and  her  grace,  and  the  difficulty  of 
coming  near  her,  the  whole  European  society, 
the  garrison,  government  house  and  all  were 
at  her  feet  Then  the  uncle  played  his  cards 
for  an  European  engagement  You  remem- 
ber that  Governor  Rutherford  they  had  a 
littlotimeago?— the  writer  of  that  little  sot 
of  drawing  room  plays— 'Nineteenth  Century 
Interludes,' I  think  he  called  them?  It  was 
his  last  year,  and  he  started  for  home  whlid 
Isabel  Bretherton  was  acting  at  Kangston. 
He  came  home  full  of  her,  and,  knowing  all 
the  theatrical  people  here,  ho  was  able  to 
pl.ice  her  at  once.  Robinson  decided  to 
speculate  in  her,  telegraphed  out  for  her,  and 
here  she  is,  uncle,  aunt  and  invalid  sister  into 
the  bargain." 

"Oh,  she  ho3  a  sister?"' 

"Yes;  a  little,  white,  crippled  thing,  peev- 
ish—cripples generally  are— but  full  of  a 
curious  force  of  some  hidden  kind.  Isabel  ia 
very  good  to  her,  and  rather  afraid  of  her. 
It  seems  to  me  that  she  is  afraid  of  all  her  be- 
longings. I  believe  they  put  upon  her,  and 
Ijie  h^  as  mucn  capacity  as  anybody  l  evef 


knew  ror  letting  berselT  bo  trampiefl  upc 
"What,  that  splendid,  vivacious*  creatui 
■aid  Kendal  incredulously.    "I  think  I'd  bi| 
her  for  holding  her  own." 

"Ah,  well,  you  see,"  said  the  Americi 
with  the  quiet  superiority  of  a  three  we< 
acquaintance,  "1  know  something  of  her  _^ 
now,  and  she's  not  quite  what  you  miifht 
think  her  at  first  sight  However,  whet  Ur 
she  is  afraid  of  them  or  uot,  It's  to  be  bo)>ed 
thwy  wul  take  care  of  her.  Naturally  i|he 
has  »  splendid  physique,  but  it  seems  to  mo 
that  London  tries  her.  The  piece  they  hiive 
chosen  for  her  Is  a  heavy  one,  and  then  of 
course  society  is  down  ujwu  her,  and  lc(  a 
few  weeks  she'll  be  the  race."

THE  AliMY  OF  HATS. 


MYRIADS    ENCAMPED   BENEATH    TI#E 
CITIES    OF    THE    SEABOARD. 


Wb»t  the  Average  Citizen  Kuowa  .Abtlut 
Bats— Statisticfi  of  a  Seaboard  Town-^-A 
Morchaut  Besieged— The  AggreMiveoM' 
of  the  Norway    Rat. 

Norwich,  one  of  the  most  ancient  towns  ion 
the  seaboard,  has  been  overrun  with  rats  :)00 
years,  and  there  is  a  perennial  struggle  be- 
tween the  inhabitants  ab-ive  ground  and  ijhe 
denizens  of  sewers  and  cellars.  The  city 
swarms  with  rats,  but  not  all  the  citizens  ilre 
more  than  vaguely  con:,eious  of  their  innu- 
merable presence.  Occasionally  a  Norwich 
dweller,  when  strolling  about  the  under- 
ground rece!>sos  of  his  possessions,  may 
chance  upon  a  rat,  the  inquisitive  animal 
cocked  up  in  a  dusky  corner  of  his  attic  or 
cellar,  his  long  shining  tail  curled  about  hita 
While  the  tableau  Lists — and  its  duration  is 
not  more  than  ten  sex-onds— rat  watches  n;Bn 
with  alert  attention,  his  wicked  bead  e;fes 
gleam  inquiringly  aud  defiantly  at  the  in- 
truder, and  at  the  first  advance  of  man,  :rat 
turns  easily  on  his  haunches  and  simply  dis- 
appears. No  one  knows  how  ho  does  it,  h  >w 
the  world  opens  to  let  him  in,  how  he  slips  so 
sUpperily  down  the  tube  of  invisibility ;  liut 
that  is  all  thei-e  is  of  it,  just  presto:  a  wink, 
a  twist,  a  slip,  a  glistimiug  loop  of  tail  in  ilie 
air  for  an  instant,  and  when  you  look  wbire 
the  rat  was  there  is  no  rat  there.  There  is 
only  a  section  of  quiet  dusk  in  the  corner,  a 
hole,  and  an  interesting  iut^rrogativo  silente. 

That  is  all  that  the  average  citis  .i  knotvs 
of  rats  personally;  but  of  the  rava^.s  of  rits 
his  iufonuation  is  varied  and  accur.-  "». 

A.    NEST    OF  VKRiUN. 

There  ai-e  four  kind  of  tenants  iu  evi^f 
seaboard  town— men,  women  and  English 
sparrows  above  ([round,  and  rats  unclei- 
groimd.  One  li»«i  in  the  up  stairs  and  the 
other  in  the  dowi  •tairs  of  the  world.  It;  is 
the  people  who  do  business  along  the  whar'^es 
and  in  the  lower  streets  of  Norwich  who  can 
tell  us  all  about  rats.  They  alone  realize 
what  a  sqi  irmiug  nest  of  vermin  life  thfire 
is  directly  under  their  feet,  how  vast  an  army 
of  long  taih  d  creatures  is  waiting  impa- 
tiently each  day  for  them  to  lock  their  doors 
at  nightfall,  so  that  the  field  may  be  left  fi«e 
for  rats  1  Ask  a  Commerce,  or  a  Waier 
itreet,  or  a  Frauklin  square  merchant  if  he 
knows  anything  about  rats,  and  then  listen 
for  what  he  will  telL 

A  curious  investigator,  who  has  been  coin- 
piling  rat  facts  and  rat  statistics,  did  np- 
proach  a  veteran  merchant  of  a  down  to'rn 
street  a  day  or  two  ago,  and  did  ask  him  if 
ho  knew  anything  about  rats.  The  m»n 
stared  at  him  for  a  moment,  and  then  made 
this  vague  response  in  a  curious  tone: 

"Rats!" 

But  the  investigator  pursued  the  subjefct, 
and  the  result  of  his  inquiries  is  seme  intJr- 
esting  rat  data.  The  first  important  fjict 
brought  to  light  is  that  the  numerical  esti- 
mate of  the  rat  population  of  the  city,  jio- 
cording  to  three  expert  Norwich  statisticians, 
varies  from  2,000,000  to  250,000.000.  One  man 
put  the  number  as  high  as  400,003,000,000,  tut 
hewas  la  twring  under  mental  excitement  at 
the  time,  becau.se  rats  had  just  gnawed 
through  his  j>ork  barrel  and  let  the  brine  out; 
he  appeared  to  be  prejudi<;ed  against  raU, 
and  his  estimate,  therefore,  is  not  count«id. 
Probably  this  is  the  only  town  in  the  country 
in  which  rats  are  hunted  with  rifles. 

There  is  one  merchant  doing  business  tmc0r 
the  steep  hill  in  Water  street  whose  store  laa 
been  investerl  and  besieged  by  rats  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  besiegers  do  not  confine  thoir 
assaults  to  nocturnal  hours,  but  all  day  In 
waste  places  and  ia  musky  nooks  the  gnaW- 
lug  goes  steadily  on,  now  and  then  int<tr- 
mpted  by  a  distant  squeak  or  the  hurried 
patter  of  light  feet.  If  the  merchant  goes  to 
the  rear  of  his  store  or  to  his  dark  little  bajk 
room  or  into  the  adjoining  tenement,  whiih 
he  uses  for  a  storeroom,  bright  eyes  suddenly 
gleam  at  him  through  the  obscurity  like 
shifting  stars,  the  whisk  of  many  tails  is 
heai-d,  and  there  is  a  clatter  of  boxes  a:|d 
rubbish  as  the  animals  scamper  away. 

This  merchant  evidently  has  done  some- 
thing dreadful  to  the  rat  tribe,  which  bea^ 
an  inherited  grudge  toward  him;  ho  is  as 
awfully  beset  as  was  Bishop  Hatto  in  bis 
Rhenish  Mausethurm,  for  the  rats  are  cob- 
tinually  after  him. 

THE  AGGRESSIVE    NOr.WAT  BAT. 

Some  dreadful  stories  are  told  of  the  raTeb- 
onsnessand  the  bold  aggressiveness  of  ttte 
Norway  rat  by  men  who  work  at  night  In 
ramshackle  old  buildings  in  the  lower  stree'B. 
In  one  Water  street  shop  a  few  years  ag )  tie 
men  had  a  job  that  kept  them  continually  at 
the  bench  all  night  for  several  days,  and  fct 
lunch  time  their  meals  (sandwiches)  were 
fetched  to  them.  Tempted  by  the  smwU  of 
food  at  the  late  hours  of  the  night,  and  mafe 
audacious  by  the  protecting  gloom  of  tie 
cavernous  old  shop,  which  afforded  multi- 
tudinous  lurking  places,  the  rats  troop«id  oat 
in  such  numbers  on  the  second  night  that  tie 
men  had  to  throw  biscuits  to  the  advanculg 
•rmj  to  keep  it  at  bay. 

In  some  Water  street  buildin^^  the  work- 
men rarely  go  below  stairs  after  nightfall 
In  one  old  shed  on  that  street,  the  walls  >f 
which  are  literally  perforated  with  rat  hoke, 
let  a  man  sit  alone  and  silent  in  one  of  its 
oompartments  after  dark,  and  he  will  so((n 
hear  the  gathering  of  an  invisible  host  TlU 
waUs  fairly  seem  to  be  alive,  the  floor  stirs 
With  the  soft  patter  of  a  myriad  of  footfalls, 
and  a  creeping  sensation  goes  over  the  lone  if 
visitor  as  he  feels  the  almost  inaudible  a|r 
vanco  of  vermin  life  nearing  him.  A  sudd«|n 
nc*y  movement  is  suflicient  to  send  the  bo»t 
hurrying  back  to  its  retreat-s,  but  the  sensi- 
tion  is  less  easily  removed. 

The  sewer  is  the  true  home  of  the  whaff 
rat,  and  it  is  his  last  fortress  of  safety  whtD 
be  is  pursued.  In  the  slime  of  the  city  sewdr 
be  finds  the  offal  and  the  garbage  that  lie 
craves,  and  of  cast  off  human  rags  he  builds 
his  nest— his  home.  Some  of  the  sewers  ajft 
high  enough  for  the  street  workmen  to  pa|s 
through  from  the  center  of  the  city  to  tl|a 
mouth  at  the  river  shore.  They  let  down  a 
ladder  at  the  manhole  when  repairs  are  to  lie 
made,  descend  into  the  black  tunnel  an<l, 
with  their  dully  gleaming  lanterns  bofoils 
them,  advance  along  the  slimy,  fetid  corridcir 
to  the  place  where  the  breach  is  to  be  mende<l. 
As  they  pass  on  the  rats  fall  back,  but  tl© 
men  hear  the  scurrying  of  the  lunumerabie 
sower  tenants  continually  retreating,  anfl 
sounding  in  the  dismal  and  echoing  void  Hip 
an  elusive  ghostly  whisper.  Once,  while  tie 
men  were  at  work  in  the  Fraaklyn  stre«ft 
brauch  sower,  under  Bath  street,  a  big  armjr 
of  rats,  led  by  curiosity  and  tempted  by  tts 
muteness  of  the  motionless  workers,  a]^ 
proached  to  within  a  few  feet,  so  that  tlb 
background  of  gloom  wiia*  stan-ed  with  K 
thousand  glittering  and  shifting  eyeballi 
The  men  needed  no  other  stimulus  than  ttb 
presence  of  these  uncanny  sewer  watchers  tb 
speed  their  operations. 

In  all  the  seacoast  cities  of  New  Knelanjl 
the  gray  Norway  rat  is  numerous,  bold  aajl 
Intrusive.  He  came  to  this  country  amonk 
the  flr?t  "ft-ssisted"  emigrants  in  ships  froip 
Britain,  and  he  quickly  drove  the  big,  hawf- 
some  anil  harmless  native  black  rat  awaf 
from  the  coast  The  blacl<  .American  fcUo'l' 
Is  rarely  met  with  now^  except  in  towns  ni- 
mote  from  the  sea.  He  is  not  robust  or  vortf- 
cious  enough  to  stand  bis  ground  against  tfati 
belligerent  for-.jgnrt' — Norwick  (Conn.)  Coif 
New  Yoxlr  Buu  i

All  freight  cars  on  the  Iron  Range  are 
beiutt  aupplied  with  air  brakes  and  the 
work  is  nearly  completed. 

John  J.Coleman,  who  waa  before  Judge 
Carey  Saturday  for  selling  liquor  to  Clt- 
quet  Indiana,  will  bo  up  again  thii  evening. 

At  the  First  Presbyterian  church  yester- 
day thirty-one  ^wopla  were  addsil  to  the 
church  membership,  a  number  unuaually 
large. 

The  monthly  report  of  the  health  otticer 
made  Saturday  night  showed  sixty-thrje 
hirtb.siuthe  past  month  and  thirty-two 
deaths. 

Articles  of  incorporation  of  tlie  Minnea- 
polis, 8t.Paul  A  Superior  railway  company 
hare  been  flled,  for  the  construction  of  a 
line  from  this  city  to  8t.  Croix  Falls. 

The  minimum  thermometer  this  forenoon 
was  exactly  zero,  but  the  wind  of 
the  night  and  early  morning  laade  it  seem 
much  colder.  Today  ha«  been  pleasant  and 
•unuy. 

A  telegram  from  Washington  states  thai 
Rbv.  William  Barker,  whow  call  to  St. 
Paul's  church  here  was  nated  some  days 
ago,  has  accented  the  call  and  will  come  to 
Duluth  at  occe. 

A  large  crowd  attended  the  Lake  avenue 
rink  Saturtlay  evening.  In  the  prise  con- 
test )iies  Mamie  Meiuing  won,  as  being  the 
moHt  graceful  lady  skater.  The  prise  was 
a  beautiful  silver  cup  and  saucer. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  Saturday  after- 
noon the  Stat«  bank  elected  the  same  di- 
rectors us  last  year  with  the  exception  of 
Wallace  Warner,  who  had  sold  out  his  in- 
terest in  the  bank  and  was  succeetied  by 
Joseph  Wateon. 

The  H-rmantown  silver  vein  baa  again 
lieen  raked  up,  and  thecb^tnut  of  the  news 
item  bee  1  paraded  by  a  morning  contem- 
poary.  Probably  when  the  New  Z^alander 
leans  over  the  canal  brfdge  a  thousand 
years  hence  he  will  be  impotumd  to  buy 
eilver  Und  iu  Hermantowu. 

Wheat  in  store  here  today  foots  up  a 
total  of  1.07S.93i)  bushels,  of  which  668,- 
01)5  are  I  bard  and  104,320  are  1  northern. 
It  is  an  iiicreaee  of  1)1,180  bushels  for  the 
week.  Of  the  to*al  500,000  bushels  are  in 
the  houses  of  theDuluthElevatorcompany. 

All  houses  of  ill  fame  in  Superior  were 
closed  by  the  police  last  night  and  the 
inmates  driven  out.  Many  of  the  women 
have  today  made  their  appearance  in 
Duluth  and  will  probably  remain  here 
until  they  are  allowed  to  go  back  to  Sup- 
erior again. 

It  is  said  that  several  Duluth  real  estate 
men  drove  out  to  Heraiantown  yesterday 
to  see  the  silver  mine.  It  is  needless  to 
say  they  saw  it  not.  Perhaps  if  they  had 
been  older  residents  of  Duluth  they  might 
have  recoxniz'^d  au  innocent,  but  mouldy 
joke  under  a  new  name. 

Work  on  Capt.  Yocum's  new  sailing  ves- 
sel has  p''Ogree6e<l  so  far  that  all  frames 
are  up  and  in  place.  Work  has  been  de- 
layed somewhat  owing  to  the  lack  of  tim- 
ber needed  which  could  not  be  hauled 
across  the  bay  until  the  ice  had  formed 
thick  enough  for  teaming.  The  vessel, 
which  will  be  200  feet  long  over  all,  will  be 
launched  in  early  spring. 

At  Port  Arthur  this  morning  the  mer- 
cury went  to  8  degrees  below  and  at  St. 
Vincent  to  18  below.  Duluth  will  catch 
slightly  colder  wsatber  tomorrow.  The 
humidity  of  the  atmosphere  this  morning 
made  the  cold  seem  much  lower  than  it 
was.  Lake  Superior  resembled  a  vast 
sheet  of  smoke  and  the  spectacle  of  the 
san  rising  over  it  was  beautiful. 

Detective  Benson  arrived  last  night  from 
Ely,  having  with  him  Village  Justice  Judge 
Davy,  and  Village  Marshal'  Hopperton, 
charged  with  oppression  in  office.  The  com- 
plaint alleges  that  some  time  ago  they  ar- 
rested a  peddler  and  Sned  him  for  some 
offence  without  giving  him  a  trial,  and  they 
neg'ected  to  turn  over  the  fine  or  report  the 
same.  They  will  be  tried  this  afternoon  at 
district  court. 

Telegrams  from  Superior  announce  that 
Vincent  Cournoyer,  county  treasurer,  is 
nnable  to  pay  over  the  $7,000  balance  in 
the  treasury  and  that  a  week's  time  given 
him  by  the  supervisors  has  not  enabled 
him  to  do  anything  in  the  matter.  Some- 
what sensational  developments  are  ex- 
pyected.  Mr.  Cournoyer  has  been  treasurer 
foar  years  and  was  apparently  a  capable 
lind  efficient  officer. 

Charles  A.  Coaltard,  dealer  in  books  and 
stationery  and  Northern  Pacific  express 
agent  at  Superior,  Wis.,  was  arrested  yes- 
terday charged  with  illegally  mortgaging 
certain  property  upon  which  he  had  previ- 
ously given  other  mortgages.  He  has  been 
in  Superior  about  six  months.  Mr  Tubbs. 
from  whom  he  purchased  the  stock  and  to 
whom  be  gave  the  first  mortgage  as  part 
payment,  brought  the  charge  against  him. 
He  was  released  on  bail. 

It  is  not  plain  what  the  new  watsr  com- 
pany, whose  incorporation  is  noted,  and 
which  intends  to  eapply  Duluth  from  Pike 
lake  can  do  with  the  exclusive  franchise  of 
the  Duluth  Gas  <fe  Water  company.  The 
latter  company  has  an  exclusive  right  to 
put  water  mains  in  Duluth  for  25  years 
longer  In  view  of  this  fact  the  new  com- 
pany will  probably  go  dry  before  it  gets 
water  into  Duluth.  It  is  however  quite 
true  that  a  company  has  been  organized  to 
supply  West  Duluth  and  Oneota  with  water 
from  one  of  the  lakes  back  in  the  country. 
The  c<>mpany  has  a  capital  stock  i.>f 
J200.000  and  expects  to  bring  the  water 
by  a  flume  or  acqueduct  to  West  Duluth. 
The  projpct  is  feasible,  in  fact  is  the  only 
one  that  can  be  adopted  to  g^t  pure  water 
easily  to  the  West  End.

A  UeleoN  Mau  Has  a  Prlghtfui  Kzpsii- 
encc  Willie  VUltlng  a  Mine  Iu  the  Thoa- 
der  Monntaliia  —  How  He  Saved  Wb 
Life. 

G.  W  Jackson,  the  Heleuu  tuusio  deakr, 
had  au  experience  which  now  seems  ratbar  A 
frightful  nightmare  than  an  actual  oocur- 
ruiioo.  lie  went  out  in  the  Thunder  niountains, 
alKJut  sixt.>  miles  north  of  Townsend,  to  vUit 
a  luine  in  which  heia  illtel^^sted.  The  mine  Is 
kK>ated  in  a  secluded  gulch  far  up  among  the 
hii;s  ill  the  midst  of  one  of  the  wildest  sec- 
tions of  mountain  land  known  in  Moutana. 
He  and  a  companion,  R.  W.  James,  of 
Helena,  arrived  at  the  mine  about  8 
oVIvK-k  one  afternoon  and  immediately 
staneil  out  with  their  shotguns  to  g»i 
*.>i«e  Rrou-se  for  supper,  the  neighbor- 
hotHJ  al)ouudin£  with  these  birdA  Thay 
walked  up  the  gulch  a  inilo  or  two  and 
theu  separated,  Mr.  Jackson  going  over  • 
ridge  to  follow  a  bird  that  had  been  flushed.

Just  as  he  had  dnished  this  soliloquy  a 
long,  deep  howl  arose  in  the  woods  to  his 
right  and  echoed  with  fearful  strains  through 
the  surrounding  hills.  He  roused  himself  as 
he  recognized  the  cry  of  the  gray  timber 
wolf,  one  of  the  fiercest  wild  beasts  that  in- 
fest our  mountains.  The  echo  had  scarce 
died  away  when  another  how  1  came  in  an- 
swer, until  the  forest  on  all  sides  resounded 
with  the  dismal  cry.

It  is  possible  nowadays,  says  au  authority, 
by  spending  money  lavishly,  so  to  build  a 
kitchen  that  the  most  ingenious  of  servants 
cannot  keep  it  otherwise  than  clean.  Una 
need  not  waste  ui^ton  her  unapprtn-iative  soul 
the  costly  tiles  with  which  one  linos  the  bath 
room,  but  may  substitute  for  them  the  glased 
bricks  that  are  as  highly  {)ohsbPd,  and  that 
Will  make  the  floor,  the  chimney,  the  walli, 
if  de.sired,  and  even  the  celling,  as  easy  to 
clean  as  a  breakfast  plate.  Once  built,  no 
wbitewasher  and  uo4)aiut«r  would  be  needed 
for  such  a  room,  no  smoke  need  cling  to  ita 
walls  for  au  Instant,  and  no  odor  of  cooking 
would  be  perceptible  In  it,  even  if  It  were 
used  for  generations. 

And  tho  temiierature  of  such  a  room  need 
not  reach  the  great  height  unavoidable  with 
plastered  walls,  which  permit  the  warmth  of 
the  chimney  to  be  perceptible  through  their 
surface,  and  thus  lx>ih  the  good  health  and 
the  good  temper  of  the  cook  wouM  be  main- 
tained. As  for  coloring,  such  a  kitchen  may 
bo  precisely  what  one  pleases,  for  the  bricks 
are  made  in  all  hues,  and  they  may  be  laid  in 
patterns  or  iu  wide  surfaces  of  one  tint  from 
floor  to  ceiling.  Lastly,  as  such  a  room 
would  be  Qreproof,  a  sliding  or  swinging 
Iron  door  would  so  isolate  it  that  no  kerosene 
quickeno<1  fire  and  no  careless  upsetting  of 
lard  could  bring  destruction  to  the  room 
itself  of  which  a  little  water  would  not  clear 
It.— Scientiflc  American.
